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Trading on the Past 


by His Excellency the Governor- 

General, Sir William Slim, to ex- 
Servicemen when he enjoined them not to 
trade on their medals. 


A DMIRABLE advice was given recently 


That advice might well be applied to men 
and women in all walks of life. We can take 
a lesson from it. 

Sir William is an ex-Serviceman_ himself. 
He is undoubtedly a man of discernment and 
courage, whose admonition should not be 
lightly dismissed. 

The matter goes further than a bit of good 
advice to a group of ex-soldiers. The General 
has stated a principle. We cannot live on 
past achievements. The glories of yesterday 
soon fade and its heroes are forgotten. Any 
other attitude towards human endeavour 
would lead to deterioration of standards. We 
must not expect perpetual reward for exploits 
of former years, no matter how valiant or 
praiseworthy. 


Morale stands highest when duties and ob- 
ligations are faithfully carried out. To know 
that reward is merited gives confidence in 
seeking and demanding that reward because 
the claimant is strengthened by the knowledge 
that his claim is just and recognition of his 
service is justified. 

Pharmacy has a grand tradition. In Aus- 
tralia the profession has rendered outstand- 
ing service. The names of individual Chemists 
are honoured in the community, but here 
and there are weak spots. An _ intolerance 


of any form of restraint, a tendency to 
lean too heavily on protective organisations 
and heavy emphasis on preserving ancient 
rights and privileges are at times discernible. 


Rights and privileges must be safeguarded, 
and for that purpose a strong, virile and 
adaptable section of the fighting force is 
available. Behind this force must stand the 
men in the field. As in a fighting army a 
proper standard of discipline is necessary. 
Privilege must be earned and fundamental 
duties faithfully carried out. By faithfully 
serving the public, maintaining standards of 
professional skill, conforming to the laws of 
the profession, and acting ethically, chemists 
can build an impregnable defence and will 
be able to leave to their respective organisa- 
tions the fight for preservation of rights which 
may be assailed. 


Pharmacy has not failed in its duty and 
many times has had to strive hard for fair 
and reasonable treatment. This may cause 
some members to become cynical. Conditions 
of service under Government Schemes are 
increasingly irksome and difficulties abound. 
It is the duty of all those who are elected to 
represent pharmacy to protest and _ fight 
against injustice or imposition, and that they 
have done full well. 


Sir William Slim’s advice to the R.S.L. 
may be taken as a reminder that, whilst we 
must continue to resist injustice, we must at 
the same time maintain the standards on 
which our rewards are based.

REPATRIATION AGREEMENT SIGNED 


The Federal Council of the Guild has successfully 
negotiated a new contract with the Repatriation Com- 
mission for the dispensing of medicines for ex-service 
men of both wars and others entitled to receive repat 
riation benefits. 


The Agreement, which was signed on September 11 
1953, has been negotiated after considerable delay and 
replaces an earlier agreement (1946). 


The principal clause of the Agreement is that relating 
to payments, which reads: 


“For the medicines, drugs and medical supplies sup 
plied in accordance with this Agreement the price to 
be paid by the Commission to the pharmacist shall be 
calculated as follows: 

(a) Where applicable, the price shall be that set out in 
‘The Australian ‘Dispensing Drug Tariff No. 3/53’ 
(as amended varied or consolidated from time t 
time) and or ‘The Price List of Prescription Pro 
prietaries for Dispensing No. C/53’ (as amended 
varied or consolidated from time to time) as issued 
by the Guild. The ‘Australian Drug Tariff No. 3/53’ 
shall be deemed to include “The Federal Phai 
maceutical Service Guild of Australia’s Official 
Scale of Fees for-Compounding and Dispensing,’ a 
operative at the date of this Agreement in the part 
of the Commonwealth where the medicines and 
drugs are compounded and dispensed; provided 
that no alteration made to that list shall be opera 
tive for the purposes of this Agreement unless the 
Guild shall have given notice in writing to the 
Commission of the alteration and the Commission 
shall have within one month of that notice advised 
the Guild that it agrees to such alteration, and th« 
alteration shall operate from the date of that 
advice. Where the law of a State or Territory 
requires a special entry to be made in a dangerou 
drug register an additional fee of four pence o 
the rate permissible under the Pharmaceutical 
Benefits Act, whichever is the higher, shall b 
paid. 

(b) In all other cases the price shall be the net retail 
price. 

(c) In addition to the price payable in accordance with 
. paragraphs (a) and (b) above, the Commission 
shall pay the actual cost of packing and postage o1 
carriage on articles forwarded to patients living at 
a distance from the pharmacist. Where the articles 
are delivered by the pharmacist’s messenger on 
his ordinary rounds no such charge for delivery 
shall be made. 

(d) From the price calculated in accordance with para 
graphs (a) and (b) above there shall be deducted 
a discount of 8-1/3 per cent.” 


Another provision under the Agreement is that unless 
the prescription form is endorsed “urgent” by the 
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medical officer, the chemist is not obliged to supply 
except during ordinary business hours. If prescrip- 
tions marked “urgent” are dispensed after hours pro- 
vision is made for payment of an after-hours fee, which 
is an amount not in excess of 2/6 for medicines dis- 
pensed between 9 a.in. and 11 p.m., and for periods 
between 11 p.m. and 9 a.m. not in excess of 5/-. 


Removal of the anomaly of dispensing prices in 1953 
on the basis of 1946 costs will be greeted as a distinct 
advance, even though the correction be somewhat 
belated.

HURRIED LEGISLATION 
Weaknesses in N.S.W. Poisons Regulations. 


Much criticism has been heard of the new Poisons 
Regulations and Schedules in New South Wales. Those 
who have had an opportunity to examine these in detail 

tate that there are many anomalies and inconsisten- 
cies in them and that they will need rectifying. 


By way of explanation, it has been stated that the 
plethora of thallium poisonings in New South Wales 
led to the promulgation of tke Regulations with undue 
haste, in order that thallium be brought under control 
quickly. 


It is sincerely hoped that anomalies which exist will 
be removed and that a genuine attempt will be made 
by the authorities in all of the States to come together 
for the purpose of eliminating ridiculous differences in 
control which are irritating to wholesale merchants, 
manufacturers, packers, chemists and the public gene- 
rally.

DEAN OF VICTORIAN COLLEGE RETURNING

favourable mention in the British Journals.

appear to be achieving the objective of making th: 
entrant to pharmacy conscious that the period of prac- 
tical training is an essential ingredient of his pharma- 
ceutical graduation, and not the burdensome obstacle 
to recognition that many graduates in Britain today 
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hold it to be. The Australian system of supervision 
of the student by the pharmacy school throughout his 
period in the shop or department appears to have much 
in common with what Mr. H. S. Grainger urged should 
be done.”

Mr. Sissons has seen upwards of 20 of the 20 to 30 old 
students of his that are now in Britain.

A PROVOCATIVE PAPER 


The immediate past President of the Pharmaceutical 
Association of Australia and New Zealand, Mr. W. R. 
Cutler, submitted to the recent Sydney Conference a 
paper which he entitled “A Case for Controls.” This 
paper was not intended for publication, but to provoke 
discussion within the Conference. Circumstances, how- 
ever, precluded any such discussion taking place. 

Mr. Cutler’s paper dealt with possible effects on phar- 
maceutical practice of Social Services Commissions. In 
the operation of such Commissions, he saw as possibili- 
ties, (a) deterioration of professional skill, (b) develop- 
ment of administrative bureaucracy, (c) mounting gene- 
ral costs, and (d) reduction of skilled labour to a 
dangerous level. 

The position in Great Britain is discussed and the 
paper concludes with a suggestion that in Australia, 
a remedy might be formulated, so as to avoid com- 
plications that have been experienced elsewhere. Mr. 
Cutler’s suggestion is that a limit on the number or 
proportions of the registered assistants employed, 
should be set by amendments of Pharmacy Acts in 
each State.

PHARMACEUTICAL DEVELOPMENTS IN BURMA 


Arising from the decision of the Burmese Government 
that action should be taken to ensure that necessary 
medical supplies are available for the whole of the 
Burmese people and that the population should be 
guarded against shortage of vital supplies in time of 
war or emergency, an agreement has been negotiated by 
the Burmese Government Mission to the U.K. and the 
Evans Medical Supplies Ltd. 

Under the terms of the agreement, Evans Medical 
covenants to (a) provide the Burmese Government with 
scientific “know how” to facilitate the manufacture of 
a large range of medical products; (b) advise on the 
selection of suitable architects and consulting engineers 
for the design and layout of a factory; (c) act as pul 
chasing agent for equipment; (4d) provide skilled tech 
nical staff to supervise operations until Burmese 
nationals have been selected and trained to take over 
the management and control of the factory, and (e) to 
manage the factory for the Burmese Government for 
the initial period of seven years. 

It is interesting to record that October 20, 1953, was 
the date chosen for signing the agreement because 
it was a favourable date in the Burmese calendar for

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ACUTE AND CHRONIC TOXICITY

Determination of the LD50 and therapeutic inde 
‘ives a measure of acute toxicity and ensures against 
the dangers of overdosage. A substance may, how 
ever, not be acutely toxic at the dosage employed, but 
may produce harmful effects with continual treatment 
over a period of time. Such effects have been reported 
with several drugs. Streptomycin, for example, ha 
in some cases produced fever, an erythematous rash 
or neurological reactions with vestibular disturbance 
continued dosage with acetanilide results in the for 
mation of methaemoglobin, and sulphone therapy tend 
to cause various side reactions such as nausea, derma 
titis and depressive effects. 

Indications of any harmful effects or histological 
damage likely to be produced by continued admini 
tration of the drug may be obtained by chronic toxicity 
tests. Chronic toxicity tests are performed on several 
species to eliminate any special sensitivity or resistancs 
in any one species. The animals are treated with thre: 
to five times the therapeutic dose continually for period 
of a few weeks to several months, depending on the 
dosage scheme envisaged for the drug during thera 
peutic use. 


General observations made to detect any abnormal 
effects include daily records of temperature and blood 
pressure and the effect on body weight. 





In addition, a complete haematological examination, 
a thorough qualitative and microscopical examination 
of the urine for abnormal constituents, and a quanti- 
tative estimation of the main constituents of blood are 
made at frequent intervals. These tests all help to 
indicate various impairments of function. Changes in 
the haematopoietic system are reflected in the haema- 
tological picture, increased blood sugar and blood urea 
concentration indicate impaired renal function and 
excretion of various abnormal constituents suggest the 
possibility of kidney or liver damage. 

Kidney damage is usually accompanied by protei- 
nuria. Three of the five members of the polymyxin 
group of antibiotics were found to show a reversible 
nephrotoxicity in animals and man. This was readily 
detected by a marked proteinuria. The increased 
protein excretion produced by polymyxin A in the rat, 
rabbit and dog illustrates the value of using several 
different species in these tests. The rat is not the 
animal of choice for the study of kidney function 
because a high proteinuria is usually found in the 
normal animal. Rabbits are not very sensitive to 
nephrotoxic substances, and some proteinuria is fre- 
quently found in untreated animals. The test is 
critical in the dog, since normal animals may be 
elected showing no initial proteinuria, and the dog is 
extremely sensitive to nephrotoxic compounds. 

At the end of the period selected for the chronic 
toxicity tests, half the animals are killed and the 
ues examined histologically to confirm and extend 
any clinical findings. The remainder are kept for a 
few weeks without further treatment before killed, in 
order to determine whether any damage which may 
have been produced is permanent or reversible.

SOME NEWER ANTIBIOTICS 


In the course of a lecture recently given to the 
Harrow and District Branch (Great Britain), Dr. W. 
A. R. Thomson described the essential features of nine 
antibiotics: streytomycin, neomycin, viomycin, tyroth- 
ricin, polymyxins, bacitracin, erythromycin, magna- 
mycin and chloramphenicol. The following summary 
gives some of the information on these products:— 

Neomycin (produced by a strain of Streptomyces 
fradi@w) is active against A. aerogenes, K. pneumonie, 
Bact. coli, Staph. aureus, and some strains of proteus 
and pseudomonas. Its toxicity limits its parenteral 
use to severe gram-negative infection which does not 
respond to other less potentially toxic chemotherapeutic 
agents. Conditions in which it has been used include 
urinary tract infections, pseudomonas meningitis and 
amoebic dysentery. A mixture of neomycin and baci- 
tracin has been shown to act synergistically in amoebic 
dysentery and infantile diarrhoea. The antibiotic may 
be used with advantage for topical application in in- 
fectious eczematoid dermatitis, secondarily infected 
varicose veins and pyogenic skin infection. 

Viomycin, isolated from Streptomyces puniceus and 
Streptomyces florid@, is active against the tubercule 
bacillus (including streptomycin-resistant strains). 
Toxic effects (involvement of the kidneys and deafness) 
will probably limit its usefulness as an antituberculous 
agent to urgent indications where toxicity and bacterial 
resistance to other drugs may justify its application 
for short periods. 

The polymyxins form a group of five closely related 
polypeptide antibiotics derived from five different 
strains of Bacillus polymyxa. The group is specifically 
active against gram-negative bacteria, especially Ps. 
pyocyanea; its most serious toxic effect is on the 
epithelium of the convoluted tubules of the kidneys. 
The polymyxins are particularly suitable for local 
application, even when large raw areas are involved. 
Bacitracin, a neutral polypeptide, is active against gram- 


positive bacteria, gonococci and meningococci. It is 
nephrotoxic, and causes local pain and injury on intra- 
muscular injection. It is stable in anhydrous grease 
base ointments, but rapidly loses activity in water- 


miscible ointments. Prepared in a base containing 
polyethylene glycol and propylene glycol, it loses 50 
per cent. of activity within a week at room tempera- 
ture, but is stable at room temperature in ointment 
bases of the anionic type. Wherever possible it should 
be used locally as well as systemically. 

Erythromycin, which is produced by a strain of 
Streptomyces erythreus, is reported to have a low 
toxicity. It is active against gram-positive and gram- 
negative bacteria, rickettsiae, and certain large viruses. 
It maintains its full activity in physiological saline for 
24 hours at room temperature, but loses some activity 
after three days. It is suggested that there is no cross- 
resistance between erythromycin and other antibiotics, 
but more recent evidence shows that cross-resistance 
develops between erythromycin and magnamycin. Car- 
bomycin (magnamycin) is produced by Streptomyces 
halstedii, and has an antibacterial spectrum very 
similar to that of erythromycin.—Pharm. J., April 25, 
1953.

ALLERGY TO ANTIBIOTICS 
Ministry of Health Advice. 


A note on skin reactions in doctors and nurses 
administering antibiotics, prepared by a small expert 
committee, has been issued by the Ministry of Health 
(London) on the advice of the Standing Medical Ad- 
visory Committee and the Central Health Services 
Council. 

Recently, says the note, the attention of the Ministry 
of Health was drawn to the fact that some district 
nurses had suffered from dermatitis after having given 


injections of streptomycin and penicillin to patients. 
Investigation showed that, while not common, the 
trouble did occur throughout the nursing profession 
both in and out of hospital, and the following advice 
has therefore been issued. 

It is realised that the technique here recommended 
following expert advice and ad hoc experiments, whilst 
in conformity with the practice of many doctors, differs 
markedly from that usually taught to nurses. Urticaria 
ot the face and hands is known to occur in a pro- 
portion of those who administer antibiotics by injection 
It results from sensitisation produced by contact of 
the solution with the skin, and is believed to be caused 
much more often by streptomycin than by penicillin. 

Contamination by the solution of the skin of both 
hands and face can readily occur when the syringe is 
held vertically at eye level and air expelled from it 
before injection: bubbles bursting at the tip of the 
needle then liberate a fine spray of the solution. In 
order to prevent sensitisation, this operation must not 
be conducted in this way. The air should be expelled 
from the syringe with the needle still in the bottle from 
which the solution has been withdrawn. Care should 
be taken to support the piston during and after with- 
drawal, so that further air does not enter. Special 
care must be taken to ensure that the needle is firmly 
attached to the syringe so that no sudden leakage occurs 
under pressure. 

Contamination of the hands with solution can still 
take place if the needle used for withdrawal is removed 
and another substituted for the injection into the 
patients. This is commonly done, either because a 
wide-bore needle facilitates withdrawal of viscous 
fluids, or because it is believed that perforation of the 
rubber cap blunts the needle. This belief is unfounded: 
it has been shown by experiment that piercing these 
rubber caps as many as 100 times does not affect the 
sharpness of the needle. The second precaution advised 
is therefore that the same needle be used for both 
withdrawal and injection. This is particularly neces- 
sary when giving streptomycin, and since this solution 
is not viscous, as fine a needle (e.g., No. 14 or even 
No. 17) may be used as is desired. After use the 
syringe should be rinsed out in plenty of water, and 
the doctor or nurse should then immediately wash the 
hands to rid them of any traces of solution left on them. 

It must be remembered that these antibiotics are not 
the only possible causes of this type of skin affection, 
and any nurse developing it should consult her doctor 
at once in order that the cause may be found and the 
condition treated.—Pharm. J., July 4, 1953.

BARBITURATES AND ALCOHOL 


Two recent inquests have served to emphasise the 
possible dangers of taking a quantity of alcohol with 
a barbiturate. In one case it was reported at the 
inquest held in East Devon that the patient had taken 
three or four sodium amytal capsules and a small 
amount of alcohol. In the other case it was stated at 
the inquest held in Leicester that at least three bar- 
biturate tablets had been taken and a dessertspoonful 
of brandy. Giving evidence in the first case, Dr. David 
Stafford-Clark, of Guy’s Hospital, said that he had 
known of four similar cases in the previous ten days 

Speaking earlier this year, Mr. L. C. Nickolls, M.Sc., 
A.R.C.S., D.L.C., said that cases of almost instantaneous 
death had occurred from the most rapidly-acting bar- 
biturates; alcohol had a synergistic action and frequently 
hastened death. Dr. Francis Camps, Home Office 
Pathologist, also spoke of the synergistic effect of other 
drugs, in particular aicohol and the antihistaminics, 
with barbiturates. It was possible, he said, that one- 
third of a lethal dose of a barbiturate could kill if 
alcohol were taken at the same time.—Pharm. J., May 
16, 1953.

LENTE INSULIN--A NEW LONG-ACTING FORM 


Studies mepented by Laurence, R. D., and Oakley. W., 
n Brit. Med. J. No. 4804: 242 (1953). 


A new form of insulin developed by a Danish firn 
provides a prolonged action. It was found that very 
small quantities of zinc in the vicinity of 1 mg. pe! 
1000 units was less soluble at the pH of the blood than 
protamine insulin, provided that phosphate and citrate 
ions were not present. By the use of an acetate buffer, 
rather than the long-used phosphate buffer, to adjust 
the pH of the insulin, in the presence of very small 
quantities of zinc, an insoluble insulin preparation wa: 
formed. It was further found that the form of insulin, 
whether amorphous or crystalline, determined the 
length of action of the insulin. Activity from 12 to 36 
hours was reportedly possible, depending upon whethe! 
the insulin was amorphous, amorphous and crystalline, 
or pure crystalline. Based upon these findings, three 
insulin pre parations have been made available as “semi- 
lente,” “lente,” and “ultra-lente.” These cannot be 
mixed with soluble insulin. 

The authors used Jente insulin on 11 adult diabetic 
patients, all of whom were hospitalised. All of the 
patients had been previously standardised on soluble 
insulin, protamine zinc insulin, or globin insulin. The 
unitage of lente insulin employed was the same as the 
total unitage of the other insulins as standardised 
The fasting bleod sugar ievels at 8 a.m., the noon level, 
and the 6 pan. blood levels, were essentially com- 
parable, but by 9 p.m. the level obtained with lente 
insulin in most cases was considerably lower than that 
obtained with the other insulins. Thus the author: 
concluded that it would appear from this small serie: 
of patients that lente insulin is capable of eenteettineg 
the blood sugar of moderately diabetic patients through- 
out the day without causing hypoglycemia during the 
night. They found that it exerts a short hypoglycemi 
action comparable with and equal to that of soluble 
insulin. It did not produce either local or genera! 
reactions, and it appeared to be no more likely to 
produce hypoglycemic reactions than present insulin 
preparations.—(Amer. J. of Pharm., 1953, Vol. 125, p. 
108.) 


BUTAZOLIDIN 
By H. S. Grainger, Ph.C. 


(The Export Review, May, 1953.) 

Butazolidin (3.5 dioxo 1-2-diphenyl-4-n-butyl pyra 
zolidine) has been in use for over a year for the treat- 
ment of rheumatic diseases, especially rheumatoid 
arthritis. It may now be regarded as being out of the 
experimental stage, and is being fairly widely used, 
though careful watch must be kept for side reactions, 
especially agranulocytosis. It has been observed that 
some patients treated with butazolidin become oede- 
matous and develop a characteristic “moon face” ap- 
pearance. This also occurs when cortisone is adminis- 
tered, though no evidence has been shown that buta- 
zolidin exerts adrenocortical activity. Green and Wil- 
liams have recently carried out experiments in human 
volunteers on the urinary electrolyte excretion unde! 
the influence of the drug. They showed that after an 
injection of 1 gm. of butazolidin the volume of urine 
was reduced, and that this was accompanied by a 
pronounced fall in the sodium and chloride excretion 
The excretion of potassium was not reduced in pro- 
portion. Volunteers were kept on a low sodium and 
potassium intake with adequate water (2 litres daily) 
and given a 1 gm. intramuscular dose of butazolidin. 
They suffered no ill effects from the low salt intake 
The authors give tables showing the excretion of 
sodium, potassium and chloride in urine and blood 
throughout the experiment. In each subject the pattern 
of events was the same, a sharp fall in urinary output 
with a fall in the sodium excretion and an increase 
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in the ratio of potassium to sodium. It is seen that 
these changes are a regular reponse to butazolidin and 
not a sporadic sensitivity reaction. The authors con- 
ider it to be due to increased reabsorption of sodium 
and not a true “anti-diuretic” action. The occurrence 
of oedema during therapy shouJd not be regarded as 
a sign of intolerance, but should be adjusted by con- 
trolling the salt intake.

TOXICITY OF PHENYLBUTAZONE (BUTAZOLIDIN) 


note in The Pharmaceutical Journal, 
June 20, 1953. 

The principal untoward reactions which may occur 
during treatment with phenylbutazone (Butazolidin) 
are rashes, anorexia, nausea, abdominal pains, looseness 
of the stools, and reactivation of peptic ulcers with 
bleeding. Agranulocytosis has been reported in several 
patients, and oedema, due to sodium retention, is a 
common but avoidable manifestation. Two papers in 
the British Medical Journal, June 13, pp. 1310, 1311, 
report further experiences with the drug, and both 
emphasise the need for careful control during treat- 
ment, 

In the first, J. R. Nassim and T. Pilkington give an 
account of 109 patients treated with phenylbutazone 
for various rheumatic conditions. They found that, 
although “a most effective weapon in combating the 
symptoms of rheumatoid arthritis and acute gout,” 
the drug induced in nearly half the patients toxic 
reactions severe enough to make further therapy 
dangerous. However, since a large number of patients 
benefit without toxic manifestations, the authors feel 
that the use of phenylbutazone is justifiable where 
careful and continuous control is possible. The diabetic 
condition of three patients included in the trial was 
not affected by the treatment. 

In the second paper, J. C. Leonard points out that 
a review of the literature shows that of 1526 patients 
treated with phenylbutazone, 356 (22 per cent.) have 
experienced toxic effects. Reporting a fatal case of 
aplasmic anaemia, in which he considers phenylbuta- 
zone was probably the offending agent, and another case 
of agranulocytosis, he suggests that the incidence of 
toxic effects may not be related to dosage, reactions 
often developing in patients treated with small amounts. 
In view of this, he suggests that the use of the drug 
should, at present, be confined to patients in hospital. 

This latest information therefore reinforces the view 
already put forward that the supply of phenylbutazone 
should be controlled, and the Poisons Board has now 
decided to add this substance to the Poisons List and 
to the First and Fourth Schedules of the Poisons Rules.

APPROVED NAMES FOR DRUGS 


The following appeared as an editorial note in The 
Pharmaceutical Journal, June 27, 1953:— 

From the pharmacist’s point of view one of the 
most useful pieces of work undertaken by the World 
Health Organisation (W.H.O.) has been the selection 
or approval of non-proprietary names for proprietary 
preparations. The desire that “the same name be 
always used for the same preparation” is not new in 
pharmacy, for it was suggested at least as long ago 
as 1902; when an international conference was held 
in Brussels to discuss the unification of formulae of 
potent medicaments, and successive meetings of the 
International Pharmaceutical Federation have given 
much thought to this question. Linked, as it is, with 
the production of an International Pharmacopoeia, it 
is not surprising that the Brussels Agreement of 1929, 
which only recently has been revoked, assigned to the 
International Pharmacopoeia Secretariat, which it was 
hoped would be set up by the League of Nations, the 
duty of formulating proposals which might lead to a 
uniform nomenclature. The history of the production 
of an international pharmacopoeia needs no elaboration 
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here, for it was reviewed when the first volume of the 
new book was published in 1951. It is as well, how- 
ever, to recall that the Expert Committee responsible 
for the production of the International Pharmacopoeia 
was established in 1947, and that a year later, at its 
second meeting, this Committee expressed the desire 
to introduce non-proprietary names for drugs. In 1950 
a Sub-Committee on Non-Proprietary Names was set 
up by the Expert Committee on the International Phar- 
macopoeia, and, guided by certain clearly defined prin- 
ciples which correspond very closely with those laid 
down by the British Pharmacopoeia Commission, it has 
selected or approved several hundred international non- 
proprietary names. 


In general, the principles on which the sub-com- 
mittee has worked have been directed by a desire to 
choose a name free from any therapeutic suggestion, 
one which is indicative of the significant chemical 
——- of the compound, but not exceeding four 
syllables, not liable to be confused with names already 
in use, and, wherever possible, chosen from names 
already used in national pharmacopoeias or Officially 
adopted in any country. Particularly has the sub- 
committee taken care to avoid the selection of a name 
which coincides with or may be confused with a regis- 
tered trade mark. The names chosen have been pub- 
lished, and three versions given—English, French and 
Latin. There is ample evidence that the sub-committee 
has not worked, as it were, in a vacuum, but that it 
has kept member nations informed of the general 
principles by which selection is made. Moreover, the 
sub-committee itself is constituted of members drawn 
from a number of different countries, including the 
United States of America. 

At first sight it may appear that the choice of names 
must inevitably be made through the working of a 
somewhat clumsy procedure. According to the Secretary 
of the Committee in an address which he gave at the 
Rome Conference of the International Pharmaceutical 
Federation: 

“National pharmacopoeia authorities and other com- 
petent bodies are asked to invite manufacturers and 
research laboratories to inform them of new pharma- 
ceutical products which might later be incorporated 
into the International Pharmacopoeia and for which 
it would be necessary to adopt international non-pro- 
prietary names. They are also requested to inform 
W.H.O. of these products. When necessary, to save 
time, manufacturers, research laboratories and univer- 


sities may report these products directly to W.H.O. . 


Between the sessions of the Expert Committee on the 
International Pharmacopoeia, suggestions presented by 
a member or by one of the above-mentioned authorities 
are communicated in writing to the chairman of the 
sub-committee, who submits a proposed name to the 
other members of the sub-committee. If they do not 
accept this proposal, they inform the chairman to this 
effect. The chairman is empowered to select the final 
name after one or two exchanges of views. Whenever 
possible, the sub-committee collaborates closely with 
the pharmacopoeia authorities.” 

This process, as was pointed out, represents a very 
difficult task, for it is necessary to determine whether 
the names proposed are registered or in use in the 
various countries so that the suggested names will not 
clash with existing trade marks. Nevertheless, the 
acceptance internationally of such names as isoniazide 
indicates the degree of success in this international 
venture which has been possible. 

The path of the reformer is, however, rarely an 
easy one. At the recent Sixth World Health Assembly 
held this month in Geneva the Executive Board of 
W.H.O. agreed to modify its procedure for the selection 
of non-proprietary names, mainly, we believe, as the 
result of representations put forward by American drug 
manufacturers, and, indeed, a New York paper claims 
that by their efforts these firms “have scored a sig- 
nificant victory.” In March of this year the Associa- 


tions of American Drug Manufacturers and American 
Pharmaceutical Manufacturers filed a joint protest 
with the United States Secretary of State against the 
activities of the sub-committee which, they alleged, 
had gone a long way from the original purpose, 
thereby jeopardising the validity of the trade marks 
for many drugs, and ignoring the rights of the 
discoverer or sole supplier of a product. They urged 
that the present programme of the sub-committee be 
discontinued immediately and that W.H.O. announce 
that all the previous actions of the sub-committee had 
no official or effective basis. It appears that this protest 
was conveyed to the Executive Board of W.H.O., and 
that the Board itself laid down the principles of the 
procedure which is to be adopted in future. As one 
clause of the new instructions to the sub-committee 
states that “no name will be recommended for adoption 
against which there is any objection registered,” it 
seems obvious that W.H.O. has permitted American 
commercial interests to wreck the entire scheme. Next 
week the Expert Committee on the International Phar- 
macopoeia and its Sub-Committee on Non-Proprietary 
Names will meet in Geneva. With this rebuff from the 
parent organisation there can surely be only one 
course of action open to the sub-committee—the resig- 
nation of its members.

PHARMACOPOEIA OF JAPAN 


Sixth Edition in English. 

The sixth edition of the Pharmacopoeia of Japan was 
published in March, 1951, and an English translation 
has now been issued in Tokio. It is 30 years since an 
English edition appeared. The 5th Japanese Pharma- 
copoeia, published in 1932, was the subject of many 
amendments and revisions in detail up to 1944. After 
the war, the Investigating Committee for the Pharma- 
copoeia of Japan decided upon plans for general re- 
visions, using, in the words of the Preface, “the newly 
revised United States Pharmacopoeia as its example.” 
Throughout the monographs and the appendices the 
book shows the strong influence of the U.S.P. and the 
regulations made by the American Food and Drug 
Administration. 

This edition contains 634 monographs, of which 141 
are new, arranged in the alphabetical order of their 
Latin titles. Those who advocate the use of Latin 
titles for pharmacopoeial monographs, on the grounds 
that the drugs will be universally recognised, will get 
little support for their views from the following 
examples of Latin and English titles, taken from the 
Japanese Pharmacopoeia:—Aminocordinum (niketha- 
mide); Acrinamina (mepacrine); Bromdiaethylacety- 
lurea (cabromal); Epirenamina (epinephrine); Myoar- 
senobenzol (sulpharsphenamine); Sulfaminum (sulfani- 
lamide). Other titles open to criticisms are “Liquor 
Lockei” and “Pulvis Infantum.” 

The statements in the monographs are given mainly 
under the headings: Description, Identification, Purity, 
Assay, Packaging and Storage, and Doses. There is a 
General Notice to the effect that statements on 
solubility, specific gravity, boiling point, melting point, 
optical rotation, refractive index, and pH appearing 
under the heading “Description” are given merely for 
information, and are not part of the standards. Tablets 
are allowed to have a tolerance of + 5 per cent. in the 
content of active material, and must pass a simple 
disintegration test which requires that when shaken 
in water at 37° “the original form completely disappears 
within 30 minutes.” Pills must meet the same tole- 
rances and disintegrate within two hours. In the test 
for readily carbonisable substances which appears in 
a number of monographs, including atropine sulphate 
and citric acid, the colour of a solution in sulphuric 
acid is compared with one of 20 matching fluids con- 
taining various proportions of cobalt chloride, ferric 
chloride, and copper sulphate. There are monographs 
on cod- liver oil, strong liver oil, cod-liver oil capsules 
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(usually containing 200 milligrammes) and strong liver 
oil capsules, all of which are assayed by the antimony 
trichloride method by comparison with standard cod 
liver oi]. The poor index and the absence of pag: 
cross-reference numbers makes it difficult to find ons 
way in this Pharmacopoeia, but there appears to be no 
Statement of the potency of the standard oil. 

The antibiotic monographs include chloramphenicol! 
and its capsules, streptomycin calcium chloride, hydro 
chloride and sulphate, and 11 monographs on penicillin 
and its preparations. The minimum potency fo 
calcium, potassium and sodium penicillin is the low 
figure of 500 units per milligramme, with the additiona 
requirement that when not less than 90 per cent. of a 
salt of penicillin X is present, the potency is not le 
than 350 units per milligramme. The standards fo1 
crystalline potassium and sodium penicillin are also 
given as not less than 500 units per milligramm« 
(Note: The T.S.A. requires a minimum of 900 i.u. pe: 
mgm.). For many of the requirements in the penicillin 
monographs the reader is referred to the “Minimum 
Requirements for Penicillin” to which there is no 
other reference in the book. The information is to be 
found in a separate publication of the Japanese Ministr: 
of Health and Welfare entitled “Minimum Requir¢ 
ments of Antibiotic Products” available as an English 
translation of 150 pages. The standard antibiotic pr« 
parations are those of the American Food and Dru 
Administration, and the whole book ‘follows very 
closely the F.D.A. Regulations. <A similar publication 
entitled “Minimum Requirements of Biologic Products 
gives details of the methods of test for pharmacopoeial 
serological and blood products. The translation of the 
Pharmacopoeia appears to be generally satisfactory, 
with occasional lapses as under “Cardamom” wher« 
there is a statement that “The seed is removed from 
the capsule extemporaneously.” (Sixth edition, English 
translation. Pp. xxiv +892. Tokio: Ministry of Health 
and Welfare.).—Pharm.

PRESCRIBING AND ENVIRONMENT 


An Editorial Note, Pharmaceutical Journal, April 4 
1953. 

Just over a year ago Professor D. M. Dunlop and 
members of his staff in the Department of Therapeuti 
at Edinburgh University published in The_ British 
Medical Journal the results of a survey of 17,301 pré 
scriptions dispensed in a number of urban district 
in England during September, 1949. The results showed 
the percentage of proprietary preparations (21 pe! 
cent.), the types of preparation, the actual drugs 01 
vroups of drugs, and those which are rarely prescribed 
Conclusions were drawn on the inadequate knowledgé 
of applied pharmacology of some young practitione: 
and the reliance placed on advertisements of drug firm 
It was also suggested that a course on simple thera 
peutics should be given in the final year of the medical 
course. 

Now, Pofessor Dunlop has extended this work, but 
he has greatly widened his field by examining a repr¢ 
sentative sample of the prescriptions from all the 
Executive Councils in Scotland for one month, so that 
every type of practice is included. The prescription 
totalled 18,848, and although Professor Dunlop agree 
that no very close comparison can be made between 
the two surveys on account of different methods of 
selection and lapse of time, certain similarities aré 
apparent. In Scotland, stock orders are permitted fo 
doctors, and it appears that these account for about 
2 per cent. of all prescribing costs. Proprietary 
remedies, which formed 30 per cent. of the Scottish 
total, are almost half as numerous again as the earlier 
findings in England, but it is known that a marked 
rise in their frequency has occurred in England since 
September, 1949, the month originally examined. It i 
interesting to find that the highest value, 36.5 per cent., 
was in the sparsely populated Northern Region. Tablet 
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and mixtures together account for 61 to 68 per cent. 
of all dispensing, the latter figure corresponding closely 
to the proportion found in England. Vitamins, tonics 
and symptomatic remedies constituted 51.6 per cent. 
of all prescriptions, and Professor Dunlop considers 
many of them placebos. Hence, he argues that if the 
cost of State medicines is to be curtailed, attention 
must be given to these remedies as well as to the 
extravagant prescribing of expensive drugs. From the 
figures found, vitamin preparations may run up a bill 
of at least £2 million annually. 

In addition to commenting on some examples of out- 
moded pharmacology, particularly in the anaemias, an 
attempt has been made to correlate prescribing fre- 
quency with environment. Generally speaking, the 
prescription rate per patient rises with the increase 
in the population density, and medical practitioners 
with the larger lists issue a higher number of pre- 
criptions per patient. Many factors are involved, such 
as the availability of the doctor, differential morbidity, 
and the attitude of the patient to disease. List size 

largest in urban areas, so that prescription rate 
may depend primarily on locality, although it is recog- 
nised that overworked practitioners may well find it 
easier and quicker to write a prescription than take 
a case history. Further investigations would be re- 
quired if it were desired to find the rate in large as 
opposed to small practices in areas of similar population 
density so as to separate these factors. Obviously the 
inhabitants of the remoter parts of Scotland cannot 
consult their doctors for minor illnesses, and in rural 
communities, where livestock must receive daily atten- 
tion, absence from work is difficult. It would be 
interesting to ascertain if self-medication replaces visits 
to the consulting room in these isolated districts, or has 
their environment given the inhabitants better health?

“BLACK” LIGHT USED TO DETECT DRUGS 
AND POISONS 
By L.G.D. 

Scientific crime fighters in police laboratories may 
oon “fingerprint” drugs, poisons and narcotics by a 
rapid new identification technique developed by two 
chemists, James W. Brackett, Jr., and Lowell W. Brad 
ford, of the Santa Clara County Laboratory of Crimi 
nalistics, San Jose, California. The new technique, 
which can be used in murder and suicide investiga- 
tions, racehorse drug tests, and analyses of food and 
medicines, employs a “black light” device, a spectro 
photometer, which identifies unknown materials by 
increasing the characteristic ways in which they absorb 
light 

“Drug prints,” the records of these measurements, 
can be compared with standard patterns made _ by 
known materials, enabling chemists to determine the 
contents of the unknown samples. This new approach 
to the problem of chemical toxicology may well lead 
to the adoption of spectrophotometry as a routine pro- 
cedure in the field of criminalistics and legal medicine. 

Only one thimbleful of blood is needed to complete 

test with the new technique, which requires but a 
few hours to run, as contrasted with as much as a 
week needed for certain tests at present. Several 
compounds which could not be detected by conven- 
tional chemical methods can now be determined by 
the new technique, according to the California crimino- 
logists. Moreover, they explained, hospital emergency 
rooms could use the new technique to test unconscious 
patients suffering from an overdose of an undetermined 
drug. Heretofore, the large samples of blood needed 
for chemical tests have restricted their use. 

The new technique combines the classic “Stas-Otto” 
process for determining drugs, poisons and narcotics 
with modern methods using scientific instruments. The 
Stas-Otto” process, first reported in 1874, is widely 
ised at present in police laboratories. In this process, 
everal different solvents are used to extract various 
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components of a sample. These components must be 
refined further by intricate and time-consuming opera- 
tions before identification of the unknown material is 
conclusive. Large samples, some weighing almost half 
a pound, are needed for the process, but only infini- 
tesimal amounts of specific substances are recovered. 

The new technique uses the “Stas-Otto” principle of 
separating the various components of the unknown 
material, but employs the spectrophotometer:tc detect 
specific substances. In the new test, the sample is 
broken down into three Groups—-acid, alkaline and 
neutral. The separated material is dissolved in appro- 
priate solvents and examined with the spectrophoto 
meter. 

Measurements are made by passing a beam of light 
through the sample and determining the amount of 
light transmitted at various wave lengths. All of these 
wave lengths are invisible to the human eye, since they 
occur in the ultraviolet or “black light” region. The 
data obtained in this way are transcribed on a special 
type of graph paper, giving the characteristic curve or 
pattern for the specific drug or poison. 

The two chemists have used the test in actual 
criminal cases. In a homicide investigation they were 
able to show that tiny crystals of a white substance 
on the inside of a hypodermic needle were dilaudid, 
a narcotic. In a suspected suicide, nicotine sulfate, the 
active ingredient of an insecticide, was found in the 
blood of the victim 

Diagnosis of unusual ¥lnesses also have been aided 
by the new technique. Recently, two three-year-old 
boys, both ill, were rushed to a hospital for emergency 
treatment after a large bottle of aspirin was found 
empty near them. Blood samples from both boys were 
examined by the new technique to determine if either 
had consumed the missing aspirin. The test revealed 
that one boy, who had previously had a fever and was 
being treated with penicillin, had no aspirin in his 
blood, but the other boy’s blood contained a relatively 
large amount of aspirin components. The test enabled 
physicians to administer quickly the proper treatment 
to the second child to counteract the large dose of 
aspirin. 


SYNTHETIC ADHESIVES 


By J. A. Radley. 
(The Export Review, May, 1953.) 

In the past 15 years many types of synthetic adhesives 
have appeared, but they do not appear, at present, to 
be displacing the normal, natural products, except for 
special purposes where the natural products are of little 
value. Most of the natural adhesives are not very 
moisture resistant, and fail to give a good bond 
between highly polished metal, glass, plastic and other 
surfaces, and it is here that the synthetic products have 
come into their own. Probably the one exception is 
sodium silicate, which is tending to displace starch in 
a number of lines, since it can be made quick setting, 
fairly moisture proof, gives good bonds, and is very 
competitive in price. Broadly speaking, synthetic ad- 
hesives can be divided into two classes: those which 
are thermoplastic, i.e., become workable with heat, 
and those which are thermosetting, i.e., become insoluble 
and hard under the influence of heat. In all instances 
the synthetics are highly resistant to moisture, bacterial 
attack, and the quality can be very consistently main- 
tained. 

Cellulose acetate and cellulose nitrate form good 
adhesives for veneers, safety glass and pressure-sensi- 
tive tapes, and were used in the early days for joining 
difficult surfaces such as glassine papers and, in som¢ 
cases, lightly waxed papers. Cellulose nitrate has been 
used in conjunction with the acetate and with certain 
other resins to obtain increased toughness in the joints 
Normally, these substances are used as solutions in 
organic solvents, but aqueous emulsions of cellulose 
nitrate in other adhesives have also been obtained. 
Ethyl cellulose finds some use in  moisture-proof, 


pressure-sensitive adhesive tape manufacture, and is 
used in conjunction with various resins for bonding 
various metals, glass and rubber. Sodium carboxy 
methyl cellulose in aqueous solution is miscible with 
aqueous solutions of starches, dextrins, certain gums 
and glues, and such mixtures will tolerate large addi 
tions of plasticising agents such as glycerin and ethylene 
glycol. Such adhesives are, however, not wate: 
resistant. Its use is valuable where a higher viscosity 
at lower solids content is required in order to prevent 
too much penetration into porous surfaces. 


Vinyl Derivatives. 

Polyvinyl acetate is growing in importance as an 
adhesive, being used, in some cases, for joining 
Perspex. It can be used both in solvent solution or 
in the form of an emulsion. In the latter case a 
higher degree of polymerisation is possible, and a higher 
percentage of solid content than is the case with the 
solvent solutions. The solvent type of adhesive is 
excellent for porous surfaces, but since it retains the 
last traces of solvent very tenaciously, it is not so good 
for impermeable surfaces, so that with the latter the 
use of a polymerisable solvent is an advantage. The 
acetate has high initial tack and gives good bonds 
between glass, metal, phenolic resins, wood and stone, 
and has been used in applying expensive veneers by 
introducing a heat treatment after the solvent has been 
allowed to evaporate. 

Polyvinyl chleride and copolymers and chlorinated 
polyvinyl chloride have been proposed as adhesives, 
but their use appears limited to surfaces already 
impregnated with polyvinyl chioride or a_ similar 
derivative. 

Polyvinyl acetals are very good for laminates in 
safety glass manufacture, since they possess excellent 
adhesion to glass, good resistance to shock and good 
low-temperature resistance. Polybutyral adheres very 
well to metals and to itself, but does not appear to be 
widely used as an adhesive 

Polyvinyl alcohol is water-soluble and can be used 
for adhesive purposes where remoistening is necessary. 
Glycerol or ethanolacetamide can be employed as 
plasticisers, but these are, however, leached out by 
water and the product goes brittle. Dimethyl urea 
insolubilises polyvinyl alcohol, and boric acid forms a 
brittle resin which can be ground and the boric acid 
then leached out with water. Polyvinyl ethers have 
been suggested as adhesives for glass, fabrics and leather 
and for repairing seams and holes in vinyl plastics. 

Chlorinated polyethylene oxide is a better insolu 
bilising agent, and the films formed are substantially 
unaffected by boiling in water for one hour or more. 
This product would appear to have some application 
in laminating textiles and in laminating metal, paper 
and wood, etc., processes for which vinyl chloride 
polymers and inter polymers are already used. 

Polystyrene in monomer form has been used to form 
joints between metal electrical fittings, whilst emulsions 
of polystyrene have been developed to combine high 
total solids with comparatively low viscosities. Poly- 
methyl styrene compositions have been successfully used 
to bond mica 

Styrene can be copolymerised with other monomers 
to give a variety of resins, many of which will doubtless 
find specialised uses in adhesive work. 

Acrylic Resins. 

The esters of acrylic and methacrylic acids have a 
number of interesting adhesive uses, although a number 
of these call for the use of a solvent base, Polymethy] 
or polyethyl acrylate are useful in safety glass, and 
polybutyl acrylate, which is soft and tacky, can be 
blended with other polymers to give very good adhesion 
to metal surfaces. Copolymers of this series with viny] 
esters show good adhesion for metal, glass, fabrics and 
leather. tecently a number of these products has 
appeared in emulsion form, although their use is 
directed more towards textile effects than as straight 
adhesives.

Mitte 30.5 G. 
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As the procaine base was unob- 
tainable through the normal chan- 
nels, we precipitated it from the 
procaine hydrochloride, using sodium 
hydroxide. The base was filtered 
off, washed with distilled water, and 
mixed with the other powders. 
After sieving they were rubbed 
down with the melted vaseline on 
a slab. 


The equivalent amount of Pro- 
caine Base was determined from the 
molecular weights.

The Address of the Patient. 





The General Notices to the new 
A.P.F. include the following state- 
ment:— 


“Where drugs of a potent character are ordered, it is 
desirable for the prescriber to write, and the pharmacist 
to record, the name and address of the patient, so that 
the patient may be contacted in an emergency. (With 
Dangerous Drugs and many Restricted Drugs this re- 
quirement is demanded under State Law.)’ 


With Dangerous Drugs the address of the patient is 
undoubtedly an added safeguard against forgery. 

With any drug which is potentialiy dangerous to life 
(and this would be the majority of drugs) the address 
of the patient safeguards the patient to a very con- 
iderable extent against the consequences of misad- 
venture, 

This is an educational approach to both prescribe! 
and pharmacist, which, it is hoped, should be sympa- 
thetically received. The pharmacist can help consider- 
ably by bringing this topic to the attention of his 
medical friends, 

It should be noted that P.B.A. and P.M.S. prescrip- 


tions require the address on all occasions. 


Proprietary Preparations and Dangerous Drugs. 





The General Notices to the new A.P.F. include the 
following statement:— 


“If a proprietary preparation is ordered, it is advis- 
able to specify in exact terms the maker, dosage, 
strength, etc., to avoid any possible error. In the 
interests of economy, the prescriber should order, 
wherever such a course is reasonable, the original 
packages of the manufacturer. This may be done by 
endorsing the prescription “O.P.” (Original Pack). In 
spite of the direction in the previous paragraph, dan- 
gerous drugs (e.g., Morphine Tablets) ordered to be 
taken by the patient in the prescriber’s absence should 
be prescribed in the very minimum quantities. The 
liberal ordering of narcotic drugs leads to misuse or 
the undesirable accumulation of such drugs in the 
hands of people unqualified to handle them. This 
direction has application also to such drugs as the 
sulphonamides and antibiotics, where the phenomena 
of drug sensitivity and drug resistance should be 
considered.”

Minutes.—The minutes of the previous meeting of 
the Council were iaken as read and were confirmed 
on the motion of Mr. Long, seconded by Mr. Hall. 


President’s Report.—The President, Mr. V. G. Morie- 
son, submitted the following report:— 


It is difficult to put into words, and prove by actual 
results, that the existence of the Federal Council of 
Pharmaceutical Societies of Australia is justified, but 
let us trace the reasons for its. being brought into 
existence. 

As the State Branch Committee of the Guild formed 
a Federal Council, so that all States could speak with 
one voice on matters that affected them as a body, 
so it was felt that a Federal Council of Pharmaceutical 
Societies should be formed, to speak on behalf of the 
whole of Australia, rather than that every State should 
make different approaches and present different ideas 
on the same subject. The main objective was to obtain 
a uniform system of education throughout Australia 
and, if possible, uniform Poisons and Pharmaceutical 
Legislation. 

The fact that so far results have not been very 
evident does not, in my opinion, provide a sufficient 
reason for dissolving the Federal Organisation 


It will be recalled that when the Department of 
Labour and National Service was endeavouring to 
arrange suitable means of obtaining conditions for the 
registration of migrant pharmacists, they were able 
to approach the Federal Council of Societies to obtain 
the views of the profession on this important subject, 
and a conference was held in Sydney. At this Con- 
ference the views of pharmacy were expressed to the 
Government representatives. 

The Federal Council produced, in conjunction with 
Drug Houses of Australia, and distributed a valuable 
Guide to the British Pharmacopoeia 1948, to our mem- 
bers, and thus assisted them in understanding the 
new B.P. 

One of the important results arising mainly from 
the formation of the Federal Council has been the 
revival of interest in the work of the Pharmaceutical 
Societies in certain States where previously the Society 
was weak. 

This was particularly the case in Tasmania. The 
Federal Council and the Hobart Conference gave con- 
siderable impetus to Pharmaceutical Society activity 
both in Hobart and Launceston, and regular. meetings 
in each of those cities are now held. 


On May 27, 1953, Mr. Cutler and I paid a visit to 
Hobart, and there were over 40 chemists at the meeting 
held on that evening. The next evening at Launceston 
we attended a meeting at which there were 31 present, 
and in each city much interest was displayed in the 
work of the Societies and the educational and ethical 
side of pharmacy. 


In other States there had been a stimulation of Phar- 
maceutical Society consciousness where there had been 
a tendency to permit the commercial aspects of ou 
calling to overshadow the professional. 


There is a general agreement, I believe, that there 
is room for a revival of professional pharmaceutical 
outlook and revival of endeavour to place pharmacy 
on a higher professional plane. 

The Federal Council of Societies sponsored the motion 
for restricting the advertising of professional services 
by chemists, and when approved by the Pharmaceu 
tical Conference in Brisbane, instructed its delegates 
to see that the motion was made effective in each State 
through the respective Councils. 


The Federal Council has interested itself in a number 
of matters of importance to all of the States, and I 
believe it will grow in importance and usefulness as 
the years go by. 

The financial contribution from each State was deli- 
berately kept low, as it was felt at the beginning there 
would be no great need of funds. This lack of finance, 
however, has perhaps not been altogether the wisest 
policy, as it has prevented the Council embarking on 
any project that would necessitate much expenditure 


I feel certain that the amount of 1/6 per year as 
a contribution from each individual pharmacist is not 
in any way a burden. 


One might ask, could not the Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation do all the Federal Council has done? The 
answer to this question is obvious for the following 
reasons: 

(1) The Association as such has less funds than the 
Federal Council, and to embark on any great activity 
would need to draw further finance from the State 
Societies. 


(2) The Pharmaceutical Association consists of all 
pharmaceutical bodies, both commercial and ethical, 
and does not therefore speak specifically for the 
members of the Pharmaceutical Societies. 


(3) The main function of the Association is and must 
be the calling of our biennial Conference, and the co- 
ordinating of pharmaceutical thought, through all 
branches of official pharmacy. 


Although it is difficult to prove to the individual 
members of the State Societies that they are getting 
an immediate material benefit from the subscriptions 
they pay, the Federal Council can and does work fo1 
the betterment of pharmacy in the educational and 
ethical fields. 


I now refer particularly to matters undertaken by 
the Federal Council since the Brisbane meeting in 
May, 1951. 


THE KODAK TRAVELLING SCHOLARSHIP. 

The Federal Council places on record its sincere 
appreciation of the generous action of Kodak (Aus- 
tralasia) Pty. Ltd. in making available the sum of £1000 
for a travelling scholarship to enable an Australian 
pharmacist to undertake studies and/or research over- 
seas. The offer was gratefully accepted and, with the 
concurrence of the State Societies, the conditions of 
the Kodak Scholarship were announced. 

Fourteen applications from all States in the Com- 
monwealth were received, and the Scholarship wa: 
awarded to Mr. J. G. Manning, of Victoria, on the 
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recommendation of the Special Committee consisting 
of the President, the Vice-President (Mr. W. R. Cutler) 
and Mr. K. S. Porter, who acted in the absence of the 
Honorary Treasurer. 


It is impossible to over-emphasise the valuc 
importance of such benefactions. It is the sincere hops 
of the Federal Council that similar scholarships w 
be offered by institutions or persons interested in thi 
advancement of pharmaceutical science and educatior 


A very interesting and comprehensive project cove: 
ing investigation of many aspects of pharmacy in th: 
United Kingdom, U.S.A and Europe was submitted | 
the successful applicant, Mr. J. G. Manning, and 
approved by the Executive. The selection of M 
Manning was commended by Mr. Edgar Rouse, Mana 
ing Director of Kodak. 


GUIDE TO B.P. 


The Western Australian Society suggested that the 
Council should consider producing for distribution 
members of all State Societies a Guide to the B.P 
1953. The possibility of doing this was carefully 
vestigated, and it was found impracticable to do what 
was proposed. Following the publication of the B.P 
1948, the Federal Council, in conjunction with Di 
Houses of Australia Ltd., arranged for the publicatior 
of a Guide to that B.P. Examination of the position 
however, indicated that the cost of printing and issul: 
a similar book today would be prohibitive. The 
gestion was, therefore, reluctantly abandoned 


VICE-PRESIDENT’S VISIT OVERSEAS. 


In August, 1952, the Vice-President of the Feder: 
Council, Mr. W. R. Cutler, in his capacity of P 
of the Pharmaceutical Association of Australia 
New Zealand, visited the U.S.A. for the purposs 
representing Australia at the Centenary Conventi 
of the American Pharmaceutical Association Afte 
attending that function, where he ably represent 
Australian pharmacy, Mr. Cutler spent some furthe 
time in U.S.A. before proceeding to England and thi 
Continent. In all countries visited he made intensi\ 
inquiries regarding pharmacy in its various aspect 
and subsequently prepared numerous reports on |! 
inquiries. Of particular interest to the Federal Council 
are his reports on Pharmaceutical Education oversea 


Early this year Mr. Cutler and I visited Hobart and 
Launceston, where Mr. Cutler gave most interestins 
accounts of his visit and his impressions of Pharn 
ceutical Education in the countries he visited.

BRITISH FLOODS. 


The Honorary Treasurer, Mr. R. S. F. Greig, through 
the Council of the Pharmaceutical Society of Queen 
land, suggested that the Federal Council interest itself 
in making a contribution for victims of the disastrou 
floods which occurred in parts of England some mont! 

The opinion of most of the States was that 
because of the lapse of time since the disaster, a genera 
appeal for funds would not succeed. When the proposa 
was considered by the Executive, however, it was 
gested that the sum of £100 Australian be sent fron 
monies collected and sent to New South Wales som¢ 
years ago to provide relief for victims of New Sout! 
Wales floods. As the money had not been distributed 
the New South Wales Society made available £100 
which was sent to the British funds, with one or tw:

Council was formed, has won the esteem and goodwill 
of all of the members, and his presence will be greatly 
missed. 


GENERAL. 


Mr. R. S. F. Greig, Honorary Treasurer of the Federal 
Council, represented Australian pharmacy at the British 
Pharmaceutical Conference at Nottingham in Sep 
tember, 1952 


Discussion of Report. 


Mr. L. Long (Vic.) moved the adoption of the Pre- 
ident’s Report. He drew the attention of members 
to events leading up to the formation of the Federal 
Council. In the beginning they did not know exactly 
which way they would develop, but they all had faith 
in the future, and envisaged ultimately the formation 
of a Pharmaceutical Society of Australia. 

There had been difficulties. The legal position in 
Western Australia prevented them going forward imme 
diately with the formation of a Federal Society. The 
South Australian Society for a time believed there was 
a clash of interest between the Federal Council and 
the Pharmaceutical Association, but was now firmly 
behind the Federai Council. 

Mr. Long said jt was more important for the Federal 
Council to succeed, because on its success in the field 
in which it wouid work would depend the degree of 
upport which would be given by the _ individual 
Societies 

They must not take a negative attitude, said Mr 
Long. The Federal Council had done a considerable 
umount of useful work up to the present, but unless 
it went out and proved itself within a short time it 
vould be difficult for it to continue. In the hands of 
the members of the Council rested the destiny of the 
organisation 

In his (Mr. Long’s) opinion, the Federal Council had 
not run counter to the Pharmaceutical Association, but 
vas in fact a necessary adjunct. 


Mr. K. S. Porter (S.A.) seconded the motion for 
adoption of the report. He agreed with Mr. Long that 
the Federal Council should proceed actively to develop 
thought along the professional aspect of pharmacy. 
The professional side had gone back a little when 
compared with the great activity on the commercial 
ide. That, no doubt, had been because of the way 
in which interest had focused on the negotiations with 
the Government concerning P.B.A. and the strong 
position taken up by the Guild, whose work every 
organisation admired. 

Mr. R. S. F. Greig (Qld.) congratulated Mr. Morieson 
on his report. He said he did not think the scope 
of the work which could be undertaken by the Council 
was fully recognised. Lack of adequate finance was 
a factor which retarded it in its work. 

Mr. A. E. Conolly (N.S.W.) stressed the need of having 
specific objectives. For a start he suggested that the 
Federal Council should go all out to secure a Royal 
Charter and interest itself in uniformity of pharmacy 
laws. There were glaring anomalies in some of the 
tatutes, he said. 

Mr. T. D. H. Allan (W.A.) added his congratulations, 
but criticised the Federal Council for lack of initiative, 
particularly in discussion and action relating to phar- 
maceutical education. 

Mr. H. W. Read (N.S.W.) agreed with Mr. Allan that 
the Federal Council should be very active in educational 
matters. 

Mr. E. G. Hall (N.S.W.) agreed with both the previous 
speakers. In his opinion the Federal Council was the 
appropriate body to stimulate interest in all academic 
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questions. The Federal Council must not allow any 
other body to take the lead in such matters. 

Mr. F. W. Avenell (W.A.) expressed the opinion that 
the Federal Council should make the question of uni- 
formity of legislation a very live issue. 

The motion for adoption of the report was unani- 
mously carried. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 

A statement of receipts and payments for the period 
May 8, 1951, to July 28, 1953, was submitted by the 
Honorary Treasurer, Mr. R. S. F. Greig, who moved its 
adoption. The statement showed a_ balance of 
£446/18/3 in May, 1951, and at the end of the period 
the balance was £1151/15/-, which included £703/15/- 
held in trust for the Kodak Travelling Scholarship. 

Mr. T. D. H. Allan (W.A.) suggested that in future 
roneoed copies of Financial Statements should be pre- 
pared and circulated to members some weeks before the 
date of meetings. 

The President said this could be arranged 


DELEGATES’ EXPENSES. 


The question of delegates’ expenses arose, and it was 
agreed that where a delegate was not representing 
his State as an accredited representative at Confe- 
rence, or did not receive full expenses from his State 
organisation, the whole or portion of his expenses should 
be met from the Federal Council. A resolution to this 
effect was carried. 


ELECTION OF PRESIDENT. 


Mr. Morieson announced that with the conclusion of 
the formal business his term of office as President of 
the Federal Council expired. 

He did not propose to stand for re-election, and had 
pleasure in nominating as President Mr. W. R. Cutler, 


who had acted as Vice-President since the inception 
of the Federal Council. 

Mr. K. S. Porter supported the nomination. He said 
they had every confidence in Mr. Cutler, and thought 
he would do very much to advance the plans of the 
Federal Council. 

There being no further nomination, Mr. Cutler was 
elected. 

Mr. Cutler thanked the members for electing him. 
He said he had been exceedingly happy to work under 
Mr. Morieson, who had been at the head of the Council 
through a very difficult period. He wished to pay 
tribute to Mr. Morieson as a capable President and 
as a valued friend. 


ELECTION OF VICE-PRESIDENT. 


Mr. Greig nominated Mr. Long, but it was pointed 
out that, with the transfer of the Presidency from 
Victoria to New South Wales, Victoria would have 
only one representative. It was likely, therefore, that 
Mr. Long would no longer be a member of the Federal 
Council. 

Mr. Porter then nominated Mr. R. S. F. Greig as 
Vice-President. The nomination was seconded by Mr. 
Holloway (S.A.) and carried unanimously. 

Mr. Greig said he appreciated the honour, and his 
State also felt honoured that he had been elected to 
the position. 


HONORARY TREASURER. 
Mr. T. D. H. Allan was elected Honorary Treasure! 
on the motion of Mr. Porter, seconded by Mr. Greig. 
HONORARY SECRETARY. 
Mr. F. C. Kent was reappointed Honorary Secretary. 
(At a subsequent meeting Mr. Kent tendered his resig- 
nation, which was accepted with regret.) 


THANKS TO RETIRING PRESIDENT. 


Mr. E. G. Hall moved that the Council record its 
appreciation of the services rendered by Mr. Morieson 
and for his valuable contribution to the work of the 
Council since its inception. The motion was carried 
with acclamation. 


RESIGNATION OF Mr. F. T. HOLMES. 


The Secretary reported that Mr. F. T. Holmes had 
tendered his resignation as a member of the Federal 
Council. The members referred feelingly to the enthu 
siastic manner in which Mr. Holmes had represented 
his State, and expressed deep regret that he now found 
it necessary to resign, 

Mr. Holmes’ resignation was accepted with regret, 
and it was resolved that a letter conveying the appre 
ciation and goodwill of the Federal Council be sent 
to him. 

The Secretary reported that the Tasmanian Society 
had not as yet named a successor to Mr. Holmes. 

The Council adjourned at this stage to hear an 
address by Sir Earle Page, Commonwealth Minister 
of Health, to Conference delegates, and resumed its 
discussions at 3 p.m 


ACTIVITIES OF THE FEDERAL COUNCIL. 


The future activity of the Federal Council was dis- 
cussed when the Council resumed. Mr. Porter (S.A.) 
said that more positive action was needed to get before 
the members the necessity for maintaining the profes 
sional aspect of pharmacy. He felt that could be done 
better by means of a Federal Society than their present 
set-up. 

Mr. Greig said Queensland submitted the first remit 
in 1946 for establishment of a Federal Society, and 
had never wavered in its opinion that such a body was 
very necessary. Mr. Morieson said his views were in 
the report which he had read, but the Victorian Council 
when it discussed the matter had recorded its opposition 
to the formation of a Federal Society. 

Mr. W. R. Cutler said New South Wales was com- 
pletely in favour of the formation of a Federal Society 

Mr. Fitch said Western Australia must oppose the 
proposal because of the peculiar position legally in his 
State. 

Mr. Crisp (Tas.) said he could not speak on behalf 
of the Society. Personally, he thought the idea was 
sound. 

Mr. Greig said Queensland’s view was that a body 
similar in organisation to the Guild should be set up 
with a Federal Council at the head, and State branches 
with complete autonomy. 

After further discussion it was resolved on the motion 
of Mr. Porter, seconded by Mr. Cutler, that in the 
opinion of the Federal Council a Pharmaceutical Society 
of Australia shculd be formed, and that steps be taken 
to that end 


ROYAL CHARTER. 


Mr. Cutler said that there had been agitation for 
some time in the State Society to secure recognition 
by the granting of a Royal Charter. 

The Federal Council, in his opinion, was the only 
body which could properly make an approach for a 
Royal Charter, as its functions were purely professional 
and ethical. 

Mr. Cutler outlined to the meeting discussions which 
he had had in London, and which indicated complete 
support for such a move from the Pharmaceutical 
Society of Great Britain. He said he asked Mr. Kent 
to undertake the preliminary steps, and had secured 
a copy of the petition of the Pharmaceutical Society 
of Great Britain for its recent supplementary charter. 
Mr. Kent said he had carefully considered the pro 
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position and had examined the English petition. He 
had formed the opinion that the first step could not 
be taken until a formal resolution had been passed 
by the Federal Council that a petition should be sul 
mitted for the granting of a Royal Charter. 

Mr. V. G. Morieson moved that the Federal Council 
apply at the earliest possible moment for the grantin 
of a Royal Charter. 

The motion was seconded by Mr. Greig, supported 
by Mr. Read, Mr. Long and Mr. Fitch, and carried 
unanimously. 


RECIPROCAL MEMBERSHIP. 


Mr. H. C. Martin said this question had been put 
forward by South Australia. If an Australian Society 
were formed, it would, of course, be unnecessary to 
proceed with the matter at all. The reason for intr 
ducing the question was that when some membe 
travelled interstate they had in some instances been 
required to join other societies. If a member of another: 
society came to South Australia, he was automaticall) 
joined up. His Council was of opinion that som 
reciprocal arrangement should be made. It was resolved 
on the motion of Mr. Martin, seconded by Mr. Port 
that reciprocal membership between the State be 
inaugurated until such time as a Pharmaceutical Societ 
is formed. (Western Australian members did not vot 
on the motion.) 


KODAK SCHOLARSHIP. 


The President submitted a brief report on the award 
of the Kodak Travelling Scholarship to Mr. J. G 
Manning. He said this matter was fully dealt with in 
the Presidential report which he had read. The actior 
of the Executive was endorsed 


ADELAIDE CONFERENCE ON EDUCATION. 


As these recommendations were listed for considera 
tion in the full Conference, it was resolved to defe1 
discussion until then. 


LABELLING OF PROPRIETARY MEDICINES. 


The following letter from the Pharmaceutical Council 
of Western Australia was read:— 

“Recently a number of preparations containing 
amphetamines have been marketed by G.P. Product 
under the names of: 

Multi — B Plus. 
B.C.M.. Plus. 
Codiphen Plus. 

As the name does not indicate the nature of the 
additional drug, it is likely that confusion will aris« 
In fact, we have already had a case in which B.C.M 
cum Phenobarb was dispensed, as the chemist had 
not heard of B.C.M. Plus, and interpreted the plu 
to mean Phenobarb. 

As no doubt other States are having similar diffi 
culties, we are wondering whether the Federal 
Council would take up the matter with the firm 
concerned,” 

Mr. Cutler said he thought this was a matter which 
could be handled properly by the Medico-Pharmaceu 
tical Liaison Committees. Mr. Porter said he would 
agree with that. They would get support from the 
medical profession. Mr. Nicholas said trouble can bs 
expected in Western Australia. If a doctor ordered 
Multi-B Plus the patient would get Amphetamin« 
instead of Phenobarbital. 

Mr. Cutler said he would like a lead as to how they 
could act. 

Mr. Porter said he thought the best plan was to get 
the support of the British Medical Association. Mr 
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Greig said he did not think they would get very far 


by writing to manufacturers. 

Mr. Fitch said he thought manufacturers would take 
notice if the Federal Council approached them. 

Mr. Fitch moved that the firm of G.P. Ltd. be written 
to pointing out the danger of adding the word “plus” 
to the names of certain preparations without stating 
the added item in the name. 

After some further discussion the motion was re- 
ubmitted in the following terms: That a letter be 
written to G.P. Ltd. informing them that in actual 
practice pharmaceutical chemists and medical prac. 
titioners alike found their nomenclature for some pre- 
parations confusing. The motion in these terms was 
moved by Mr. Fitch (W.A.), seconded by Mr. Greig 
(Qld.), and carried. 


ADVERTISING OF PROFESSIONAL SERVICES. 

The Chairman called for reports from all States. 

Victoria: Mr. Kent reported that the Victorian Society 
had circulated all members, quoting the Brisbane Con- 
ference resolution, and was securing substantial 
measures of co-operation from chemists. 

Mr. Greig said that no action had been taken in 
Queensland 

Mr. Crisp said nothing had been done in Tasmania. 

South Australian representatives reported that the 
matter had been handled through the Pharmacy Board 
n South Australia. Section XIX of their Act gave 
the Board the power to deal with cases of unprofes- 
ional conduct, which would cover unethical adver- 
tising. 

The Brisbane resolution had been interpreted strictly 
nd action in South Australia had been effected. 

New South Wales representatives reported that they 
had found it almost impracticable to do anything 
effective because of the conditions existing in that State. 
Mr. Fegent said that on occasions the Society had 
equested members to cease using the words “consulting 
chemist”. 


MEDICO-PHARMACEUTICAL LIAISON 
COMMITTEES. 


The Chairman asked State representatives to report 
on activities of the local Medico-Pharmaceutical Liaison 
Committees. 

Queensland: Mr. Greig reported that few meetings 
had been held. Medical representatives were not very 
enthusiastic at the beginning, and had not at any meet- 
ing brought forward suggestions for discussion. 

Western Australia: Mr. Allan reported that no meet- 
ings had been held during the current year. In that 
State it was fairly difficult to accumulate sufficient 
items to make an agenda. 

Victoria: Mr. Long reported that quite a number of 
meetings had been held and a variety of subjects of 
mutual interest had been discussed. 

Arising from the meetings, very important advances 
had been made in having the A.P.F. adopted as the 
basis of hospital pharmacopoeias. Prescribing and dis- 
pensing difficulties had been discussed, and pamphlets 
dealing with these and with legal requirements under 
the Dangerous Drugs and Poisons Regulations had been 
issued by the two professions. 

Tasmania: Mr. Crisp reported that they had not had 
more than one meeting in the last two years, but there 
was good personal understanding between medicine and 
pharmacy in that State. 

South Australia: Mr. Porter said a very successful 
joint meeting of members of the B.M.A. and members 
of the Pharmaceutical Society had been held. There 
was an attendance of about 130. The meeting was 
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given details of the work and functions of the Liaison 
Committee, and a number of matters brought forward. 
Two or three meetings of the Liaison Committee had 
been held, and had led to considerable improvement 
in relationships. Chairmanship of the Committee alter- 
nated between the B.M.A. and pharmacy. At the last 
meeting held in May, 1953, there was a long discussion 
on drug containers, and the B.M.A. agreed to circularise 
members on certain points concerning prescribing and 
dispensing under P.B.A. Generally speaking, the opera- 
tion of the Committee in South Australia was satis- 
factory. 

New South Wales: Mr. Cutler said not many meetings 
had been held because of lack of subject matter. How- 
ever, when controversial matters arose they were sent 
on to this Committee for consideration. 

In reply to a question by Mr. Long, the Secretary 
reported that reports of meetings held in all States 
were circulated to each State. 

Mr. Fitch said he regretted that steps had not yet 
been taken to proceed with a Federal Medico-Pharma- 
ceutical Liaison Committee. 

Mr. Cutler said the personnel of the Committee had 
been approved, but he had been advised that there 
were no items for an agenda. 

Reports were formally received. 


DESIRABILITY OF APPROVING A CODE OF 
PROFESSIONAL CONDUCT. 


The Chairman said this item had been submitted by 
the New South Wales Society. 

Mr. W. Read stated that his Society had considered 
this matter for quite a while. 

The existing P.A.A.N.Z. Code of Ethics was not well 
known in his State, and copies were not readily acces- 
sible. Further, they did not consider it to be com- 
prehensive enough. His State had therefore drawn up 
a code which they would like to have considered. The 
code was primarily prepared for presentation to the 
Council of the New South Wales Society, but he felt 
that it would be of interest in other States and that 
their comments would be helpful. 

It was agreed that, as the matter would come before 
Conference, further discussion was unnecessary. 

It was resolved, however, on the motion of Mr. R. S 
F. Greig, “That the Federal Council approves of 
the desirability of adopting a Code of Professional 
Conduct.” 


NATIONAL SERVICE TRAINING. 


‘he position in all States was outlined, and members 
a that to the best of their knowledge the interests 
ol lents under the National Service Training Scheme 
were reasonably well protected. It was felt that legal 
difficulties could best be dealt with in the States con- 
cerned. 

The meeting closed with a vote of thanks to the 
Chairman for the manner in which he had conducted 
the meeting.

OBSERVATIONS ON PHARMACEUTICAL 
CONDITIONS IN U.S.A. AND U.K. 


Comments by M. C. N. Bell, President, Pharmaceutical 
Society of New Zealand. 

Mr. C. N. Bell had some interesting observations to 
make on his return journey, which took him through 
Sydney and Melbourne, after attending the British 
Pharmaceutical Conference in London in September. 

Mr. Bell is the President of the Pharmaceutical 
Society of New Zealand, which he represented officially 
at the Conference. On October 7 he was present by 
invitation at a meeting of the Council of the Phar- 


maceutical Society of Victoria and was welcomed by 
the President, Mr. Ivan J. Thompson. After the meet- 
ing he gave the members of the Council some of his 
ee of pharmacy in Great Britain and the 
U.S.A 

Mr. Bell said it would be presumptuous of him to 
comment very much on conditions in Australia as he 
had been in the country for only two days. The 
overall impression he had gained was that neither 
Australia nor New Zealand need feel ashamed of their 
pharmacies. Compared with pharmaceutical establish- 
a in other countries, they made a very good show- 
in 

Mr. 3ell said he had noticed a pharmacy in Melbourne 
described as a “Drug Store. He thought this was 
inadvisable. Just recently he had been in Switzerland, 
where there was a population of 4,000,000, and at any 
given time there was a tourist population of 4,000,000 
visitors as well. Visitors included many Americans, and 
some of the Swiss thought they would be smart if they 
called their pharmacies “drug stores.” Many did so 
They had no legal protection over the title “drug store” 
in. Switzerland, and consequently it was not very long 
before some smart business people got on to the job 
and drug stores sprang up all over Switzerland. The 
Pharmaceutical Society tried to stop the practice. The 
Government put it to public vote but was beaten, with 
the result that there were more drug stores than phar- 
macies in Switzerland today. 

Mr. Bell expressed the opinion that if the public 
thought a drug store was something better than a 
pharmacy, they were looking for trouble. ‘“Druggeries” 
in Switzerland did not dispense prescriptions, but they 
performed nearly all of the other functions officially or 
unofficially associated with a pharmacy. They stocked 
all the ethical proprietaries and were constantly sailing 
close to the wind. Sometimes they carried on illegal 
practices, such as selling restricted drugs. 

Mr. Bell said that he had been twice in the United 
States in the last two years, and had been interested 
to observe conditions there. The development of the 
drug store into the big chain store had some reaction 
on pharmacy, especially since students were being 
trained in the Universities. 

The proposal now was to increase the course in phar- 
macy from four years to five years. The courses in 
U.S.A. were good, but those who graduated were not 
very satisfied with working in a drug store. The num- 
ber of purely ethical pharmacies was increasing. Many 
of the proprietors came into close touch with doctors 
and a very substantial part of their business was the 
supplying of pharmaceuticals to doctors. They were 
able to supply the doctors at the same price as the 
wholesale houses. He understood that the margins 
would not pay them very well, but the contacts were 
invaluable. Those he had spoken to assured him that 
they were able to make it pay. 

Since his last visit to the United States the wages 
of qualified chemists had gone up and that was causing 
a number of the chain drug stores to sell their stores 
to their assistants. Such stores were no longer a pay- 
ing proposition. 

Mr. Bell said he believed the drug store filled a real 
need in the suburban districts in the U.S.A. There 
were no small shops, as Australians and New Zealanders 
knew them. Supermarkets had taken their place. 
Everyone had a motor car and did not seem to mind 
going long distances. The result was that the drug 
store which had supplied and added to its supply 
had grown into the multiple-purpose shop. Late: 
developments, however, indicated a trend back to the 
purely ethical pharmacy. 

In most of the Continental countries, said Mr. Bell, 
and in Great Britain, the number coming forward into 
pharmacy were too great and the number of chemists’ 
shops was too great. They did too little dispensing 
in relation to the total volume of business; conse- 
quently, nearly all Continental countries were forced 
to adopt a system of licensing. 
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Conference of Pharmacy Boards 


A conference of representatives of State Pharn 
Boards met in the Stawell Hall on Friday, August 14 
1953.

Review of Recommendations of Brisbane Conference 
and Reporis on Subsequent Implementation. 


Registration of Aliens. 


The Queensland representative stated that the Board 
had been unsuccessful in its efforts to have legislatior 
passed to provide for a two-year probationary period 
before registration could be granted. At the moment, 
if the applicant’s Certificate of Qualification was rec: 
nised, the Board could not refuse registration. 


South Australia: Amendments to the Act had 
made in 1952, and registration of foreign chemists could 
be granted if tne applicant satisfied the Board that 
he possessed an adequate knowledge of English and 
was able to pass an examination. He could be required 
to serve a period not exceeding three years. Each 
case was dealt with on its merits, but complete control 
was in the hands of the Board.

Western Australia: Legislation had been amended to 
give the Council discretionary power to grant conc« 
sions or to prescribe training or examinations as co! 
sidered necessary. The Council had complete contro] 
Regulations had not yet been gazetted, but the Council 
was dealing with one applicant for registration It 
would require that the applicant should have a prope 
knowledge of the English language. 


Mr. Callister, Victoria, stated that in Victoria a per- 
sonal interview with applicants was arranged The 
Board usually required a period of apprenticeship to 
be served. In a number of cases concessions of 
or two years of the academic course had been granted 
The Victorian Board had two or three foreign chemist 
enrolled in each year of the pharmacy course. Wag 
paid to such students in some cases were on the ba 
of those fixed fot unqualified assistants, 


New South Wales: In State, the Minister had 
agreed to a suggestion made by the Board that the 
Act be amended to give the Board power eith« ti 
grant registration straight out where the applicant 
could prove high qualifications by documenta 
evidence, and power to require applicants holding lesse? 
qualifications to approach the Sydney University auth: 
rities in respect of advanced status. Such applican 
could be required to attend lectures and pass_ in 
Chemistry I and Botany I, or attend and pass Materia 
Medica only, or sit for a qualifying examination onl) 
No apprenticeship would be insisted upon. 


Naturalisation of Applicants for Registration. 
Nothing had been done by any States in this matte:

Reciprocal Agreements—Standardisation of Procedure. 
The South Australian Board had considered 1! 
matter, and had endeavoured to adopt any suggestion 
which were considered desirable. No action had bee 

taken by the remaining State Boards. 
Temporary Registration. 


The Victorian Board indicated that, while no actio: 
had been taken to provide for emergency registratior 
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the idea should not be dropped. This form of regis- 
tration was not advocated at present, but it would be 
kept in mind. 

Other States had taken no action. 


Control of Dangerous Drugs in Travellers’ Cars. 


The Victorians stated that, while the legislative 
control in their State was satisfactory, difficulty was 
experienced in policing the Regulations relating to 
custody, etc. In the case of ordinary poisons, provision 
for custody was not very effective, although a better 
degree of compliance with regulations for custody was 
being achieved following an educational campaign. The 
30ard had power to require doctors and all other autho- 
rised persons to observe the conditions of safe custody 
for Dangerous Drugs. 

In Queensland similar control to that in Victoria 
existed, while the Health Department exercised control 
in South Australia. In answer to a question put to 
Victoria by the Western Australian representatives as 
to whether a prosecution could be sustained if a poison 
was left carelessly in a home, reply was given that, 
while such action was possible, the Board’s represen- 
tatives could not remember a case The Victorian 
Registrar, Mr. F. C. Kent, quoted a case in which 
strychnine found its way into a can of cream and a 
successful prosecution followed. 

In New South Wales, the new Poisons Act, due for 
implementation very shortly, would provide for the 
safe custody of poisons, but not Dangerous Drugs, 
which did not come under the control of the Board. 


Review of New Legislation Since the Brisbane 
Conference. 


Western Australia reported that new amendments to 
their Act allowed a chemist to conduct two shops, 
with the proviso that he must be domiciled in Western 
Australia. 

In Victoria, amendments to the law were in respect 
of poisons. A.P.C. tablets and powders had been re- 
moved from control by ministerial actions, and there 
had been a reclassification of synthetic cocaine sub- 
stitutes and drugs used in motion sickness remedies. 

Regarding Anti-histamines, preparations for external 
use were now covered in the 2nd part of the 2nd 
Schedule, and were sold by chemists and general 
dealers without prescriptions. The Board had included 
in this category, by its own interpretation, eye and ear 
drops. 

Sex hormones were now full prescription drugs, and 
were controlled as such. The drugs A.C.T.H. and Cor- 
tisone were now under prescription control. 

Several insecticides had been brought under control 
in the 4th Schedule (dealers, florists, grocers, etc.). 
Examples quoted included Parathion H.E.T.P. and other 
organic phosphates. 

Thallium: A poisons book entry was now required 
for Thallium and any preparation containing Thallium. 

Heroin: Al] any 
proportion were were 
no exemptions. 

Controls had been relaxed on veterinary preparations 
of pencillin for the treatment of mastitis. Stock foods 
containing antibiotics had been freed from control pro- 
vided they were registered under the Stock Foods Act 
and did not make claims which were prohibited by 
the Regulations 

Synthetic Hypnotics: General discussion on the medi- 
cinal value and control of these drugs ensued.

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Porter (South Australia) said his Board favoured a 
blanket clause in Acts to control synthetic hypnotic 
substances not included elsewhere in Schedules. He 
considered that the psychological aspect played up in 
advertisements was absolutely wrong, and that Boards 
should do something about it. The Western Australian 
representatives agreed. In Queensland it was stated 
these drugs were included in a restricted schedule. 


New legislation in South Australia now allowed a 
chemist to open a branch pharmacy as well as the 
principal shop. When such branches were established, 
one must be closed while the other was open, unless 
a registered man was in charge at each shop, when 
both could thus operate. It was stated that only two 
or three branch shops had been established. 


The Regulations under the Pharmacy Act of South 
Australia had been modernised. They were now set 
out in parts, instead of numbers. Provision had been 
made for a country chemist to maintain a depot to 
which he was entitled to send medicines for patients 
to pick up. Such medicines were required to be 
suitably wrapped and labelled. In the event of another 
chemist establishing himself in business at the place 
where the depot was in use, the Board had power to 
withdraw the authority for the depot. 

The Victorian delegates informed Conference that 
in regard to depots a benevolent view had been taken. 
A chemist could arrange for prescriptions to be col- 
lected at a depot, but the dispensed medicines could 
not be distributed from a depct unless a registered 
person was in charge. A common carrier could deliver 
made-up prescriptions to his own depot ‘for subsequent 
collection by patients. 

No new legislation in Tasmania had been passed, 
but the Board was redrafting the Poisons Act based 
upon the Model Act submitted to a previous Conference. 


Mr. Porter (South Australia) inquired as to the legal 
position in other States where a man owned two shops 
and did the dispensing for both. He was advised that 
in Victoria and New South Wales it was necessary to 
show that there had been an actual dispensing of a 
prescription by an unqualified person without super- 
vision before a prosecution could succeed. The fact 
that the shop was open for business did not render 
the owner liable for a breach of the law. In Victoria, 
the owner or manager of the shop was required to be 
named to the Board for each establishment maintained. 


The Chairman (Mr. Townley) said that, apart from 
the proposals already outlined regarding aliens, the 
Board, through a Sub-Committee, was endeavouring 
to alter the procedure for training apprentices in shop 
time. When legal advice was available as to the extent 
to which the present Regulations could be utilised, steps 
would be taken to have additional Regulations passed. 


Banning of Heroin. 


Following action taken by the Commonwealth to 
prohibit the import of heroin into Australia, the Vic- 
torian Board had recommended that time be allowed 
for using existing stocks. 

In South Australia and Tasmania, heroin had been 
under prescription control for years, and no action had 
been taken to ban its use completely in those States. 

Heroin had always been controlled as a narcotic in 
Western Australia, and the Board favoured action to 
prevent its manufacture locally. 

New South Wales considered that some thought 
would have to be given to the question of imposing 
a complete ban on the use of this drug. 


Standardisation of Tablet Sizes and Shapes. 


All representatives agreed that action should be taken 
to standardise the size and shapes of tablets now in 
general use. There was always an inherent danger to 


children from gaily coloured and ae flavoured 
tablets. Victoria quoted a case in which a fatality 
occurred when a child ate green coloured Q.E.S. tablets 
These had been previously discarded by the owners 
and thrown away, but were later found and eaten by 
a child. 

Certain individual manufacturers had attempted to 
standardise different sizes for every strength of range 
of particular drugs, but there had been no acceptance 
of the matter as a principle. 

Mr. Callister (Victoria) said there was a very grave 
danger when tablets of the same size contained drugs 
of different strengths. When approached, the B.P. Re- 
vision Committee considered that this question was one 
for determination by the manufacturers themselves. 

Mr. Greig (Queensland) considered that the confe- 
rence of Boards should recommend a reference to the 
Standards Association with a fresh approach to the 
B.P. Advisory Committee. 

A sample tablet label overprinted in large figures 
with tablet strength was submitted by the Chairman, 
Mr. Townley, and examined by members. 

It was decided that: 

“It be a recommendation of this Conference of 
Boards that the Standards Association be asked to 
set the standard sizes and weights for tablets of 
scheduled poisons contained in Poisons Schedules of 
Australia, presented in more than one strength.” 
The question of coloured tablets was referred back 

to the various Boards for consideration. 


Commonwealth Control: It was moved by Mr. Avenell 
(Western Australia) and seconded by Mr. Porter (South 
Australia) that this item be discharged from the agenda. 
Carried. 


Validity of Prescriptions for Dangerous, Restricted and 
Specified Drugs when presented in a State in which 
the prescriber is not registered as a medical practitioner. 


This item was included in the agenda for discussion 
in view of the number of occasions in which visitors 
to other States find that prescriptions, valid in their 
home States, are not legally dispensable when presented 
in other States. 

It was stated that this difficulty was most prevalent 
in border towns where patients have to cross the border 
to have a prescription dispensed. Mr. Greig (Qld.) said 
that it was impossible for a chemist in one State to 
identify the signature of a doctor in another State. 
Western Australia considered that it might be possible 
to have some form of Commonwealth control of medical 
registration or that individual State Registers of Medical 
Practitioners could be amended to include doctors 
registered in other States. 

It was decided that this matter should be taken to 
Federal level through Pharmaceutical-Medical Liaison 
Committees. 

National Service Trainees. 


All States reported that their relations with the 
Department concerned were harmonious and that co- 
operation was good. 

In South Australia training was undertaken from 
January to April, so that trainees missed only one or 
two lectures in the first term. The Defence authorities 
have even given trainees special leave to attend lectures. 
Indentures were extended to cover the time served in 
camp. 

Victoria reported conditions similar to those operating 
in South Australia. The Victorian College arranged 
for students to start late in second year, and facilities 
were provided for such students to catch up with their 
missed lectures. In New South Wales, January to April 
was the popular period for training, but Air Force 
training presented some difficulties. In this latter

regard South Australia indicated that the long 


Force period could be served in two parts. 

In Queensland, Western Australia and Tasmania c: 
ditions were reported to be similar. 

Reciprocal Agreements—A General Review. 

On a motion by Messrs. Porter/Crisp it was resolve: 
“That this conference of Boards reaffirms its previou 
resolution that all Boards should advise other Board 
when chemists are deregistered by disciplinary action 
Carried. 

Model Poisons Law—Consideration of Mr. E. F. 
Lipsham’s Draft. 


In the temporary absence of Mr. Lipsham, Mr. K 
Porter (South Australia) stated that Mr. Lipshan 
wished this matter to be considered in the light of the 
first five principles enunciated in the draft. 

Principle No. 1: ‘That all safeguards should be 
directed towards conveying adequate warning at the 
point of use, because there is greater danger with 
persons who are not familiar with the correct handling 
of poisons. Primary consideration is therefore necessary 
with labels and containers.” 

This principle was adopted on the motion by Mes: 
Porter/Avenell. 

Principle No. 2: “The major subdivisions of poison 
must be on/a basis of use and not entirely on potency 
The potential use should decide the class of vendoi 
(both wholesale and retail) who should handle any 
specific poison. All vendors should only sell within a 
definite range of poisons.” 

Mr. Callister said that substances such as penicillin 
should be fitted into some section, as it was not in the 
public interest that they should be sold indiscrimi 
nately. Victoria was having trouble with open chain 
ureides. These were described as poisons, but a mas 
of evidence showed that some were not very poisonous 
A suggestion by Mr. Callister that the words “and 
substances which it was not in the public interest to 
sell indiscriminately” was dealt with later. 

Messrs, Porter/Avenell moved that Principle 2. be 
accepted, and this was carried. 


Principle 3: “An adequate definition of wholesale 
dealing is essentiai so that sales by individual whol 
salers and/or manufacturers may be restricted to ons 
or more of the following groups of purchasers:— 

(a) to other wholesalers to sell again, 

(b) to retail vendors, 

(c) to consumers who use specific poisons in con 
nection with their work.’ 

This principle was adopted. 


Principle 4: “The packing of poisons should be 
stricted to manufacturers, wholesalers and retail pha: 
macists.” 

It was explained that the object of this was to cove! 
retailers who purchased poisons in bulk and then rv 
packed them in smaller quantities. 

Mr. Avenell suggested that the wording be amended 
to read “licenced” manufacturers and “licenced” whole 
salers. Carried. 

Principle No. 5: “Sales by retail should be limited 
in accordance with the needs of the public and th« 
skill of the vendor concerned.” 

The application of this principle occurred in case 
where advice was necessary at the time of sale. 

On the motion by Messrs. Porter/Crisp, Principle N: 
5 was adopted. 


Extra Principle, No. 
seconded by Mr. Porter, 
added listing substances 
being poisons, should be 
public safety.” Carried. 


6, proposed: Mr. Callister, 
moved: “That a schedule be 
which, while not necessarily 
controlled in the interests of 
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Vote of Thanks. 

The Conference recorded its appreciation of Mr. 
Lipsham’s work in compiling the Model Poisons Law. 

In order to carry Mr. Lipsham’s proposals further, 
Mr. Avenell suggested that all Boards should now con- 
sider the Schedules (not the principles) and provide 
information showing the provisions which govern the 
ale and use of identical poisons in all States. Mr. 
Porter suggested a date three months in advance of 
a Conference, so that each State could provide details 
of conditions of sale and control for the information 
of Boards and manufacturers. Mr. Fitch said that a 
Conference of representatives of Boards should meet 
in Melbourne or Adelaide in March, 1954, in an endea- 
vour to prepare a uniform schedule of poisons controls. 
He was supported by Victoria, whose representatives 
said that they would be happy to assist in any move 
which would lead to uniformity. Victoria was prepared 
to circulate copies of data from Boards. 

Mr. Kent pointed out the difficulties in getting Health 
Department to agree to such a conference. Mr. Braith- 
waite thought that the Commonwealth Government 
might take action in the matter. 

After considerable discussion it was moved: “That 
this Conference of Boards is of the opinion that it is 
desirable that uniform scheduling of poisons be achieved 
and that the only satisfactory way to do this is fo 
the Federal Government to call a conference of State 
bodies to include a pharmaceutical representative from 
each State, and that a representative from this Con- 
ference should discuss with Dr. Metcalfe the way in 
which such conference could be arranged.”’ Carried. 

Mr. Braithwaite agreed to make the first approach 
to the Commonwealth authorities. 


Red Colouring of Labels on Medicines. 

Following discussion of this matter at the Brisbane 
Conference, Board representatives reported little action 
towards implementation. 

New B.P.—Date of Operation. 

All Boards agreed that September 1, 1953, should be 
adopted as the date upon which the new B.P. should 
operate in all States. 


GENERAL BUSINESS. 


Poisons Records. 
It was suggested that the list of poisons causing 
deaths, which are compiled by all States, should show 
the official names of the poisons causing deaths. 


Gift Parcels Containing Prohibited Exports. 

This was discussed, but no action was proposed. 
Tasmania reported having sent a “circular” in this 
matter to Canberra, but found that nothing could be 
done. The Western Australian representatives point 
out that in one instance goods in question were not 
actually exported from Australia, but were distributed 
from stocks held in England. 


Tinct, Opii. 

Victoria inquired if there were provisions in other 
States covering the distribution of Tinct. Opii for vete- 
rinary purposes without a prescription. No special 
provisions were reported. 

Education Matters. 

Conference recorded the fact that it was anxious to 
hear of the results of discussions which would take 
place in Conference proper on this subject. 

End of Conference. 

Conference ended at 4.45 p.m. after Mr. Braithwaite 
and delegates expressed satisfaction at the manner in 
which the Chairman, Mr. Townley, had conducted the 
deliberations.

3. Withdrawal of the Pharmaceutical Society of New 
Zealand from the Association. 


That the withdrawal of New Zealand from member- 
ship of the Association be accepted with regret. 


4. The Name of the Association. 


That the name of the Association be changed to The 
Pharmaceutical Association of Australia. 


That following the change of name of The Phar- 
maceutical Association, the constitution and rules which 
hitherto governed the affairs of the Pharmaceutical 
Association of Australia and New Zealand be and are 
hereby accepted and adopted as applicable to the Phar 
maceutical Association of Australia, subject to the in- 
corporation of such changes in verbiage in the con- 
stitution and rules as may be considered necessary by 
the Executive. 


5. Memento for Mr. Attiwill. 


That a suitable book be obtained and presented to 
Mr. Attiwill, and that all delegates present should sign 
the fly-leaf of the book before presentation to M1 
Attiwill. 


6. Letter of Appreciation to Mr. Olver (N.Z.). 
That a letter of appreciation to Mr. Olver for hi 
contribution be forwarded. 


7. Title—Pharmaceutical Chemist. 

That the Association press for the adoption of the 
title “Pharmaceutical Chemist” in lieu of the combinate 
form “Pharmacist” in Acts of Parliament, Regulations 
and elsewhere. 


8. Packaging of Proprietaries. 

That all States be asked to furnish the Conference 
Executive with lists of ethical packages which are con 
sidered not satisfactory for purposes of dispensing, and 
after consideration by the Executive, the manufacturers 
concerned be contacted with a view to obtaining the 
considered necessary improvement. 


9. Television. 

That the Association appear before the Royal Com 
mission on Television to protest against broadcasting 
of unethical advertisements for pharmaceutical lines. 


10. Pharmaceutical Education. 


That the Conference should urge State authorities 
to have a careful examination of the Course of Colleges 
of Pharmacy for elimination and modification of 
subjects that are archaic and irrelevant to the com- 
petent performance of the work of a pharmacist and 
for the introduction of subjects that have a practical 
bearing on such work—e.g. business »ractice, cost ac- 
counting and relations with the public—and that pro- 
vision be made for revision of the Course from time 
to time to meet changing needs. 


That Conference should urge State authorities that 
student bodies should be invited to state views on the 
general principles of pharmaceutical education. 


11. Pharmaceutical Benefits. 
That Conference express its 
current practice concerning— 


dissatisfaction with 


(a) reduction in price of Pharmaceutical Benefits 
without adequate notice; 
(b) removal of Pharmaceutical Benefits from the for- 
mulary without notice; 
(c) restrictions upon the prescribing of Pharmaceu 
tical Benefits without notice 
That this Conference does support and endorse the 
action of the negotiating committee and especially 
support the continuance of negotiations along the 
present lines. 


12. Coat-of-Arms. 
That the Association apply to the College of Heraldry 
for the registration of a Coat-of-Arms. 


13. A.P.F. Editorial Committee. 

That Conference extend to both Dr. Stanton and Mr. 
Callister sincere congratulations on the wonderful job 
they have undertaken. 

That Mr. N. C. Manning be appointed to the position 
of co-editor. 

That some tangible appreciation of her work be sent 
to Mrs. Manning. 


14. Standards of Professional Conduct (N.S.W. Remit.) 

That the present code of ethics and this paper from 
New South Wales should be circulated to all States, 
and that those States be asked for a report to be sent 
back to the Association 


15. Price of Ethicals. 
“That the Association approach manufacturers urging 
that the only price to be quoted to doctors by detailers 
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in respect of ethicals be the Guild dispensed price.’ 
(W.A. Remit.)\—That this remit be circulated to the 
various States, 


16. Course of Instruction—Service Over the Counter, etc. 


That the N.S.W. Remit—“That a short course of in 
struction be compiled dealing with service over the 
counter, customer satisfaction, presentation, etc.’’—be 
handed over to the Federal Council of the Guild for 
discussion at their Federal Council meeting to be held 
in October. 


17. Scientific Section at Association Conferences.

(b) The rank of the Senior Pharmaceutical Officer at 
Army and R.A.A.F. Headquarters to be Lieut.- 
Colonel and Wing Commander respectively. 

(c) Specialist allowance to be granted to all pharma 
ceutical officers. 


21. Conduct of Pharmacies. 

That the Association take steps to implement the 
resolution carried at the Brisbane Conference that the 
Pharmacy Laws throughout Australia be amended, 
where necessary, to provide for one man, one shop. 


22. Non-publication of Names of Drugs.

ASSOCIATION DELEGATES AND MEMBERS VISIT 
JOHNSON & JOHNSON PLANT 


On Friday, August 14, as part of the official pro- 
gramme of the 20th Australasian Pharmaceutical Con- 
ference, members and delegates visited the plant of 
Johnson & Johnson Pty. Ltd., at Botany, N.S.W. 

Conference members met in Martin Place, Sydney, 
and travelled to Johnson’s plant by Pioneer Coaches, 
arriving at the factory at 1.45 p.m. 

On arrival at the plant, members were broken into 
small groups of 6 or 8 and each group was led by a 
“guide.” We understand that the “guides” were, in 
the main, Johnson & Johnson Sales Division execu- 
tives and representatives plus a number of the com- 
pany’s production executives. The organisation was 
excellent. Each party toured the plant on a _pre- 
arranged schedule, the “guides” having control sheets 
that ensured that all visitors saw every part of the 
plant and spent adequate time on each department to 
enable everyone to see just 
what was behind the com- 
pany’s production opera- 
tions. 

Very few of the chemists 
or their wives expected to 
find such a large, modern 
factory, and many com- 
mented on the _ pleasant 
working conditions. They 
were interested to learn 
that the colour scheme 
throughout the plant had 
been planned by Miss Mar- 
garet Lord, the well-known 
interior decorator. Each 
section of the factory is 
carried out in varying pastel 
walls and ceilings, and the 
girls working in the factory 
have a variety of brightly 
coloured uniforms. Eac 
girl has a choice of three 
colours, and the uniforms 
are made available by the 
company. 

Although the visitors ex- 
pected to see the manufac- 
ture of lines such as Baby 
Powder and Tek, most of 
them were quite surprised at the extent of the machin- 
ery necessary to produce high quality Cotton Wool in 
quantity, and at the variety of cotton products that 
were produced, which were entirely unknown to them, 
such as Gauze Sponges for hospital use, Dental Rolls for 
dental use, Filter Discs for Aitering milk, ete. They 
were interested, too, in the Plaster section, where Z.O. 
and Waterproof Adhesive Plaster and “BAND-AID” 
Adhesive Bandages are produced. Many did not rea- 
lise that Johnson & Johnson produced such a range of 
Industrial Masking Tape, both cloth and paper backed. 


Probably the biggest surprise was in the Suture 
section, where visitors were shown the production of 
Surgical Catgut from the raw material right through to 
the finished product, packed in sterilised containers 
suitable for immediate use in hospitals. 
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Visit to Johnson & Johnson’s plant at Botany. 


Another highlight of the visit, and one which was of 
great interest to chemists, was the modern, wel! 
equipped laboratory. It was difficult to maintain th: 
time schedule in this section because the visitors wer: 
so interested in the available equipment. 

Despite the large contingent that visited the plant 
the inspection went off very smoothly and the schedul 
was closely adhered to. All groups finally returned to 
the company’s canteen at 4.45 p.m. In the pleasant 
atmosphere of a cocktail party and accompanied by 
background music, members were officially welcomed 
by Mr. R. A. Walters, a Director of the company. M1: 
Cotterell replied on behalf of the conference delegation 
and said that Conference members had been ver 
pleased to have the opportunity of inspecting th 
modern plant. He said that he was quite sure that the 
majority of the visitors had been surprised to find that 
the Johnson & Johnson manufacturing organisation wa 
as big as it was. The extent of the manufacturin 
plant, the attractive surroundings and pleasant work 
ing conditions had made a very big impression on th 
delegates 

After a pleasant hour in this modern cafeteri 
specially decorated for the occasion with the shield 
of each State of Australia and New Zealand, and beaut 
ful floral decorations, the party joined the Pionee 
Coaches for return to the city. 

KODAK DINNER. 

There were 40 guests representative of the vari 
Federal and State pharmaceutical organisations at th: 
dinner tendered by Mr. Edgar Rouse, Chairman 
Directors of Kodak (A’asia) Pty. Ltd., at Ushers Hot 
Sydney, on the night of August 14 
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At the conclusion of an excellent dinner, Mr. Rouse 
announced that there would be only three speeches. 
He also announced apologies from Messrs. Prince and 
Cameron, of New Zealand, and from Mr. K. G. Attiwill. 

There was a new fight on in New Zealand, and that 
had kept the New Zealand visitors away, he said.

Mr. Mitchell said it was a great privilege to be 
entrusted with the toast of the Interstate visitors. He 
found it not difficult at all to propose the toast, having 
had quite a long contact with pharmacy in a number 

States. He had been fortunate in meeting a lot of 
pharmacists, and probably had been able to see phar 
macy from an angle that might be different to theirs 
He had seen it at close contact with the people on 
vhom he called. He knew the wonderful job done by 
pharmacists and the community service they gave. He 
ealised that in proposing the toast of pharmacy they 
all had a very common interest, because, after all, 
health was everything. 

All work and no play, they were told, made Jack 
: dull boy. There was no doubt that pharmacy played 

very important part in their everyday life. It was 
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obvious that the Government recognised that now, and 
whilst there might be various thoughts on that question, 
it was obvious that pharmacy was becoming more and 
more recognised. The main thing for him tonight was 
to tell them how pleased they were to have them as 
their guests. 

During their stay in Sydney they would undoubtedly 
have many toasts and assurances of good wishes. What- 
ever good wishes for pharmacy were incorporated in 
the words he was saying on behalf of his colleagues 
and himself, he hoped their conference would be most 
successful, and that all the visitors to New South Wales 
would have a very enjoyable and pleasant time. 

Mt. Mitchell asked his colleagues to rise and drink 
with him the health of their guests and of pharmacy.

Mr. Walter C. Cotterell, President of the Pharma- 
ceutical Association of Australia, responded.

Chemists really thought they were more 
than merchants. They performed many professional 
duties, and it behoved all to uphold the dignity and 
honour of their profession.

It was the responsibility of 
the teachers to see that the students were imbued with 
the ideals of the profession and would uphold the true 
ideals of pharmacy. Pharmacy was still misunderstood 
at times. The pharmaceutical profession over the last 
few years had taken a very important step in setting 
up the various departments connected with Federal 
pharmacy. 

He wished to thank Mr. Rouse and his colleagues, 
who were firm supporters of pharmacy. 

During the address by the Minister of Health, Sir 
Earle Page, on the morning of August 13, one of the 
members rose and questioned Sir Earle Page’s reference 
to “skulduggery” between the medical profession and 
the pharmaceutical profession. He thought there might 
be a little skulduggery at this dinner. They had one 
of the medical profession present in the person of their 
friend Edgar Rouse, who had been elected an honorary 
member of the B.M.A. (Applause.) He knew that Mr. 
Rouse would be a very firm friend of pharmacy—he 
always had been and always would be.

At our last general meeting, held at the College on 
Oct. 1, our guest speaker was Lady Dixon. The Presi- 


dent, Miss Caird, welcomed a large number of members, 
and said, introducing Lady Dixon, that she had a link 
with pharmacy in that her brother, Mr. Alan Brooks- 
bank, has lectured to us during the war on Gas Recon- 
naissance, and her daughter, Anne, has chosen phar- 
macy as her profession; also her father, the Reverend 
H. A. Brooksbank, was for many years one of the 
examiners of the Pharmacy Board. 

Lady Dixon gave us a most interesting talk on her 
trip to England for the Coronation, when, with the 
Prime Minister and Mrs. Menzies, and Dr. and Mrs. 
Evatt, the leader of the Opposition and his wife, she 
and Sir Owen Dixon, the Chief Justice of Australia, 
were the guests of Her Majesty and the British Govern- 
ment. 

Sir Owen and Lady Dixon flew from Sydney to San 
Francisco, where they felt that it was America’s Corona- 
tion as well as England’s. Everyone was so interested 
in all the preparations and excited to meet someone 
who was actually a guest invited to be present at the 
ceremony in Westminster Abbey. From San Francisco 
by air to New York, and from there direct to London, 
where the atmosphere was already one of excitement 
and festivity, which increased as the day for the Corona- 
tion approached. 

Lady Dixon described the magnificent decorations 
along the route from the Palace to the Abbey, and told 
of the many hundreds of people who camped in the 
streets the night before, wet through in pouring rain, 
so they would have a front line position to see the 
Queen go by—also of the rehearsals of the procession, 
so the horses would get accustomed to drawing the 
carriages and to the noise and crowds; ana the timing 
be correct to the minute. The organisation of every- 
thing connected with the Coronation was superb. 

The scene in the Abbey was one of great splendour 
and yet of great simplicity. The Queen, so regal and 
serene, yet so young-looking and so alone during the 
ceremony, and afterwards, in spite of the tremendous 
strain, both emotional and physical, for such a long 
period, was so fresh-looking and happy on her return 
drive to the Palace and later when she acknowledged 
the cheers of the thousands of people from the balcony. 

Highlights of the Coronation week celebrations which 
Lady Dixon told of were, following the Coronation, the 
State Banquet in the Throne Room at Buckingham 
Palace, and the very large evening reception, also at 
the Palace—the Gala Performance at Covent Garden 
of “Gloriona”’; the thanksgiving service at St. Paul’s 
Cathedral, and the great Naval Review at Spithead. 

Before leaving England, Sir Owen and Lady Dixon 
stayed with several friends in the country—the Lord 
Chancellor and Lady Simonds, near Winchester, Lord 
and Lady Javitt, near Bury St. Edmunds, and Sir Ray- 
mond and Lady Evershed near Kings Lynn, and also 
visited ‘“‘Nollehom,” the seat of the Earl of Leicester, 
one of the stately homes of England. Lady Dixon 
said how sad it was that, because of the economic 
situation—high taxation, death duties, etc., so many of 
these beautiful and historic homes are gradually falling 
into disrepair and disuse. The Government has taken 
over several as trusts or National Museums, but has 
reached saturation point, and so many more will 
eventually be lost. 

In summing up, Lady Dixon spoke of some of the 
glories of British history and of the enduring and great 
aualities of the British character. She said the Corona- 
tion had caused a great upsurge of patriotism and faith 
in the future. The world owed much to Britain and 
needed her wisdom, experience and guidance in the 
years ahead. 

In proposing the vote of thanks to the guest speaker,

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PHOTOSENSITISATION IN CATTLE 


Photosensitisation is an inflammation of the skin 
affecting cattle grazing on green pastures. The condi- 
tion is actually caused by the presence of certain organic 
materials in the bloodstream which sensitise the skin 
to the light rays of the sun. 

Certain plants, such as trefoil, St. John’s Wort and 
summer grasses, have at various times been regarded as 
the cause of this condition. Grazing on improved 
pasture rich in subterranean clover, and also on almost 
any lush improved pasture rich in chlorophyl and low 
in fibre content, appears to induce the condition in 
many animals. 

Discussing symptoms of the condition, Mr. S. A. 
Mountjoy, Veterinary Officer of the Victorian Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, states that they occur only on un- 
pigmented portions of the skin and then only when the 
animal is exposed to bright sunlight, chiefly during the 
spring, summer and early autumn months. 

Lesions occur commonly on the upper part of the 
body, around the face and eyelids and on the ears. The 
udder and teats of cows are often affected and also the 
white parts of broken-coloured animals. 

The first symptoms are a reddening and then swell- 
ing and itchiness of the affected parts. The animals 
appear dull, stay in the shade as much as possible and 
lose their appetite. The skin then becomes “dead,” 
assuming a hard and scaly appearance. The affected 
skin will eventually separate and peel from the under- 
lying tissue. 

The raw surfaces become irritated and may quickly 
turn septic. They also may be struck by flies unless 
care is taken. 

When the teats and udders of milking cows are 
affected it is often difficult to withdraw the milk. In 
such cases there is also danger of mastitis developing. 

Treatment of photosensitisation consists mainly in 
moving the affected animals from the pasture contribut- 
ing to the condition and putting them in a paddock with 
ample shade to protect them from the sun’s rays. An 
allowance of hay should be provided. 

The affected parts should be dressed with an anti- 
septic ointment. If any signs of constipation are present 
a purgative of Epsom salts will prove beneficial. 

The animals may also be protected by smearing the 
susceptible light-coloured or white parts with an oily or 
greasy dressing mixed lamp black. -This acts in the 
same way as the pigment in dark skin, which protects 
the skin from penetration by the sun’s rays. A strong 
solution of ordinary washing blue painted on the lighter 
patches has also been found useful as a protection.

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Practical Pharmaceutics at Perth 
Technical College 


(A Paper by Mr. E. J. Nicholas, Pharmacy Department, Perth Technical College.) 


The Perth Technical College, a unit of the Depart- 
ment of Education of the W.A. Government, is respon- 
sible for the academic training of the W.A. pharmacist. 
Previous to 1951 there were no facilities for the teach- 
ing of practical pharmaceutics, the main emphasis being 
placed on practical chemistry. At some considerable 
expense the Education Department, late in 1950, com- 
pleted and equipped pharmaceutical laboratories. These 
were built over the existing chemistry facilities, and 
consist of a dispensing laboratory, parenteral fluid 
laboratory, storeroom, combined office and reference 
library, small lecture theatre and a small chemical 
laboratory. Accommodation was planned for 24 students 


other end of the laboratory has a series of shelves for 
galenicals, no pharmaceutically prepared preparations 
being stored in the storeroom. The _ laboratory 
exceptionally well lit with natural south light from high 
large windows, and with carefully selected and placed 
artificial lights. The wall separating the dispensing 
laboratory from the office, store and parenteral fluid 
laboratory is panelled with clear glass so that the sen- 
sation of brightness is increased. The walls are painted 
with a cream coloured enamel to a height of 7 feet, 
and the wall above that is white. Four benches con 
tain sixteen units with the bench tops at two levels, 
and two benches have flat tops, one of which is ré 
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Plan of the accommodation. 


at the one time, but it is now realised that 20 is the 
maximum. The laboratory is arranged with six 
benches, each consisting of four units. This arrange- 
ment allows a group of 20 students to be divided into 
5 groups of 4 students in each, for the allocation of 
work. Thus a student’s work may be carried out:— 

(a) Individually, as with most dispensing. 

(b) In conjunction with his colleague on the same 
bench, as in viscosity, surface tension, etc., deter- 
minations. 

(c) The four students in the one bay may be given 
the one assignment, as in the preparation of 
sterile materials. 

A small fume cupboard opens into the laboratory 
from the storeroom wall. A hand basin is situated 
near the entrance to the parenteral fluid laboratory, 
and the large autoclave is located between the paren- 
teral fluid laboratory and the store. A small bench for 
the storage of such apparatus as mills, homogenisers, 
pH meter, etc., is on the office wall. The wall at the 
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served for special apparatus and special work. Each 
unit is a complete dispensary, with its own balance, 
sets of glass measures, mortars and pestles, spatulas, 
etc., and on its shelves are the basic liquids, solids and 
powders. A vacuum pump is shared by each two units. 
A set of medicaments for each session is placed on the 
shelves at the end of each bay. The flat top bench 
has proved more practical than the two level benches, 
and each unit could be about one foot longer. At the 
end of each bench is a counter-type balance and two 
analytical-type balances are provided for the whole 
laboratory. The lecture theatre has seating accom 
modation for 24 students, and the small laboratory has 
wall benches and a separated section for balences, 
which is also used as a minor store for materials wait- 
ing clearance for despatch. 

Practical pharmaceutics is taught in each of the four 
years of the course. In the early stages when plan- 
ning the courses the costs of materials had to be con- 
sidered. The Chief Chemist of the Government Stores, 
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the late Mr. R. Elphinstone, was consulted, and it wa 
planned that if I were to guarantee the preparation 
made by the students, he would arrange for them to be 
used through the Government Stores Drug Depot; the 
raw materials and ingredients would be returned from 
the Drug Depot tc the pharmaceutical laboratories. Due 
consideration was given to the types of preparations, 
and the responsibility involved; the Education Depart- 
ment was approached, and agreed to the scheme, and 
also agreed to cover the wastage of materials through 
failure. This system was tried experimentally early in 
1951, and found to function satisfactorily, and today 
it is a major factor in pharmaceutical education in W.A 
It provides the opportunity for the students to handle 
all preparations in reasonable quantities. It has 
brought reality to the practical course and rapidly 
develops in the student a sense of responsibility that 
has to be experienced to be appreciated. It also intro- 
duces to the student, systems of checking and contro] 
that he would not experience in the ordinary course of 
his apprenticeship. 

All preparations selected are of value for some de- 
finite exercise, and a number of unstable types of pre- 
parations are included to ensure the student having 
experience in these, but these never leave the labora 
tories, and are used for further exercises as assay, etc 
(e.g., Eusol, Penicillin Cream). An important side to 
the work are those exercises intended to familiarise the 
student with the materials and the preparations they 
are handling, as for example wt./ml. viscosity, surface 
tension, interfacial tension, etc., determinations and 
assays of the completed and bulked preparations. Raw 
materials are also closely examined to ensure quality, 
for example, Yellow Soft Paraffin is checked not only 
for its B.P. requirements, but also for its colour, con 
sistence and fibre length, all the water used is checked 
for its pH, chloride content, and dirt in suspension; all 
glass containers used for parenteral fluids are checked 
for limit of alkali. 

The work is given to the students in the form of 
assignments on duplicated sheets. All preparations are 
discussed in lecture some time before the students are 
involved in their preparation. Directions as to the 
method of preparation are not supplied on the sheets 
(but cautions may be added). All the standard refer- 
ences are available to the student. If the preparation 
lends itself to it (e.g., many in the A.P.F.) it is put in 
the form of a hand-written prescription, with the usual 
subscription and signature, requiring interpretation and 
label writing. All prescriptions are priced by the 
student using the Guild Pricing System. Prescriptions 
are interspersed with the galenicals. Attached to each 
assignment are four to six questions concerning the 
product, its method of preparation or its uses. The 
answers are returned with the product and its report. 
Marks are allotted for each preparation and for the 
answers to the questions. The marks involve not only 
the finished preparation, but the method and technique 
employed by ~ student, the supervisor having the 
authority to record negative marks during the session. 
A student commences a preparation only when he has 
obtained a signature from a supervisor indicating that 
his calculated —— are correct. All potent medica- 
ments are only issued on request and are checked 
on the balance or in the measure, again a signature for 
checking must be obtained. All the preparations (ex- 
cept sterile materials) are bulked. The bulked pre- 
paration undergoes further treatment (clarification, 
milling, homogenisation, etc.) or assay, if possible, 
before it leaves the laboratories. Further treatment is 
usually carried out by the first and second year 
students as exercises in clarification, use of the filter 
press, etc. 

The work as dealt with in each of the years is 
briefly as follows:— 


First Year. 
First assignments consist of determination of the 
sensitivity of the dispensing balance and _ counter 
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balance, checking the calibration of the weights, and 
the calibration marks of the measures and containers. 
The requirements of the Weights and Measures Act 
are studied at the same time. In this way a healthy 
respect is developed towards the honest dispensing 
balance and its weights; at the same time the balances 
and weights are given a careful annual check. This is 
followed by exercises involving the methods of drying 
and comminution of drugs dealing with vegetable, 
crystalline and waxy materials, and the sifting and 
grading of powders. Dilutions involving wt./ml., and 
the determination of wt./ml. are carried out, and the 
diluted materials when bulked are checked by assay. 
This is followed by the preparation of syrup, aromatic 
waters, and ointment bases. The handling of bulked 
materials and the methods of clarification are also an 
important section of this year’s work. The aim in the 
first year being to acquaint the student with the need 
for accuracy, cleanliness and neatness in his work, to 
familiarise him with simple processes, and to develop 
the idea of a pharmaceutically elegant finish to a pre- 
paration. The materials prepared by the first year 
student do not leave the laboratories. 


Second Year. 

The student now has a backing of some physical 
chemistry and an introduction to Materia Medica. His 
assignments include checking the distilled water and 
overhauling the still. Checking the limit of alkalinity 
of the glass coutainers used for parenteral fliuds. 
Checking the quality of such drugs as Bentonite, Kao- 
lin, Magnesium Trisilicate. The preparation of gly- 
cerins, liquors, and the assays of these materials. The 
preparation of mucilages, magmas, etc., and the ele- 
mentary comparison of viscosities. Simple syrups and 
spirits. Elementary extraction process (e.g., Syr. Tolu.). 
Dispensing of powders, bulk and _ individual dose. 
Granulation of powders. Simple ointments. In this 
year’s work the student is involved in more complica- 
ted and exacting types of preparations and their con- 
trol by assay, as well as the control of raw materials by 
test. Most of his preparations as Strong Ammonium 
Acetate Solution, Arsenical Solution, Tolu Syrup, etc., 
are sent out from the laboratories. 


Third Year. 

Assignments cover the remainder of the syrups in 
common use, as Sur. Ferr. Phosph. Co., Syr. Glycero- 
phosph., Co., etc. Here the system is of value as many 
of these preparations are only worth while making if 
made in quantities of 1 or more pints. More compli- 
cated liquors as Adrenalin Hydrochloride Solution, 
Chloroxylenol Solution, Bismuth Ammonium Citrate 
Solution, as well as simple solutions as Liq. Thymol. 
Co. are prepared. The extraction of vegetable drugs 
is covered fully in this year, and preparations represen- 
tative of each extraction process are prepared. 

Illustration 4 shows a bench in use for such extrac- 
tions. Each unit has its own percolators, but the mills, 
tincture press, etc., are common to the whole labora- 
tory and are set up on the individual’s bench when 
required. The preparations involve quantities of one 
pint or more. During the extraction of drugs the 
student is also dealing with prescriptions involving mix- 
tures, paints, gargles, lotions, etc., as well as assign- 
ments for bulk materials as Calamine Lotion. Here also 
the student studies viscosity, particularly as applied to 
suspending agents, and carries out viscosity determina- 
tions using Ostwald viscometers on various mucilages 
and magmas and by experiment correlated his deter- 
minations with suspending powers. Finally the work 
involves ointments, and the first assignments consist 
of a close examination of the ointment bases for m.p. 
range and consistence. 

Melting point range determination. The ointments 
vary from prescriptions involving small quantities 
packed in tubes to bulk ointments in 2-lb. lots. Through- 
out the course the students are encouraged to use 
modern methods, and with ointments he is given the

(10) Checking for clarity. (11) Examination of emulsions. 


(12) Tablet making, mixing and granulating. (13) Disintegreting test. 
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opportunity to increase the fineness of his product by 
means of hand-operated mills. 

Handmilling an Ointment (illust. 5)—Pastes, poul- 
tices and Gelatin of Zinc (5 lb.) are prepared with the 
ointments. Again with the pastes the consistence of 
each type of base is measured by means of the pene- 
trometer. In this year he also deals with the pre- 
paration of solutions for the eye and spirits as Sp 
Ammon. Aromat. 

Altogether the student completes in this year 130 
assignments. 

Fourth Year. 

The student has now completed his chemistry and has 
a good background of pharmaceutics. About 45 per 
cent. of his laboratory time is spent in the prepara- 
tion of sterile materials. The parenteral fluid labora- 
tory is 8 ft. by 10 ft., the walls finished with a glazed 
paint and the floor a green smooth concrete, repainted 
at regular intervals. The corners of the room are 
rounded, the benches are of stainless steel with built- 
in supports. Filtered air is blown in through the ceil- 
ing to maintain a slight positive pressure. A U.V. Lamp 
is fitted to the ceiling so that the room can be sterilised 
before carrying out aseptic procedures. On the north 
bench is placed an incubator, hot air oven, and the 
Water for Injection Still. Water for Injection Still is 
made of Pyrex glass fitted with a steam trap, and the 
water is collected in 1 litre flacks with an external 
ground stopper. The flacks are sterilised as they come 
from the Still. 


Autoclaving Water for Injection 

This still produces 3 litres a day and the flasks are 
tagged with red Durex tape and a preparation sheet 
and then stored. Each time water from this still has 
been tested before autoclaving it has been found to be 
sterile. At intervals the water is tested for absence of 
pyrogens, this has not become a regular feature yet, 
but as we become more organised I hope that it will 
be done at least every month. The preparation of 
sterile materials is carried out on the bench on the 
south side. 

The first assignment in this section is the preparation 
of containers and apparatus. The student spends 6-8 
hours preparing containers for sterilisation. These in- 
clude ampoules, serum phials, clinbritic bottles, eye 
ointment tubes, ointment tubes. Rubber caps are also 
prepared and stored in bacteriostatic and/or antoxidant 
solution. The next assignment is the sterilisation of 
these materials. 

A group of four students is involved in the preparation 
of sterile materials twice a week. They work in pairs, 
During this year each pair of students are preparing the 
following in the order given:—- 

Sodium Chloride Injection in ampoules (12-50, de- 

pending on size). 

Aneurine Hydrochloride Injection (50 v 1 ml. am- 

poules). 

Atropine Sulphate Injection (12 x 10 ml. rubber cap- 

ped serum vials and 24 x ampules 1 ml.). 

Procaine 2% Sterile Isotonic Solution (16 x 60 ml. 

clinbritics). 

Morphine Sulphate Injection (50 x 1 ml. ampoules). 

Aneruine Hydrochloride Injection (40 x 5 ml. rubber 

capped serum vials). 

Procaine Hydrochloric 1% Sterile Isotonic Solution by 

filtration (16 x 60 ml clinbritics). 

Procaine and Adrenaline Injection—by filtration (16 

x 60 ml. clinbritics), 

Eye Ointment (24 tubes), 

Penicillin Ointment (24 x tubes). 

Penicillin Eye Ointment (24 x tubes). 

Penicillin Cream (6 x tubes). 

From the first assignment the student is trained in 
aseptic procedures, so that he gets all his practice 
before actually dealing with filtration methods. In each 
assignment he is required to-— 

Pour nutrient solid medium into petri dishes. 


Carry out the sampling of an injection for sterility 
tests. 
Prepare the sterile preparation and expose the 
petri dishes at various points during the prepara- 
tion. 

4. Prepare 1 litre of Water for Injection. 

It is amazing how the student is able to reduce the 
count in the exposure dishes as he gains experience. 
Carrying out the sterility tests on the earlier prepara- 
tions which are sterilised by a positive method (auto- 
claving or heating with a bactericide) is excellent train- 
ing for the latter part of the course, when the sterility 
test becomes part of the process of filtration. 

Solutions used for the sterility tests are afterwards 
tested for pH, using the glass electrode and isotonic 
solutions are checked for their freezing point. The 
student completes the assignment by checking each 
container for clarity, labelling and recording. Some of 
the scenes in the parenteral fluid laboratory are: 
1.—Sodium Chloride Injection in Ampoules, (Illus. 6) 

Ampoule filling apparatus is a product of the Tech- 
nical College. The idea originated in the laboratory, 
was improved, made workable and drafted by the 
Engineering Department, pattern was made in the Col- 
lege Patternmaker’s Shop, cast in the College Foundry, 
and machined in the College Fitting and Turning Shop. 
the sealing of ampoules as carried out by the young 
lady is the method of drawing out, which we have 
found to be the more reliable. Tae ampoule sealing 
machine was made in the College. 
2.—Aneurine Hydrochloride in Serium Phials. (Illus. 7) 

Here the ampoule filling machine is adapted to fill 
5 ml. into serum phials. There is a burner between 
each operator and the materials. Operator in the back- 
ground is filling and the other is capping. Note the 
sintered glass funnel in the flow line, which is used to 
ensure clarity. 
3.—Procaine Isotonic Solution in Clinbritics ((Illus. 8) 

Solution has been clarified by means of the sintered 
glass funnel, and is being filled by the lady student in 
the background into the clinbritic bottles. Note the 
skirt in which the filling is conducted. The young lady 
in the foreground is capping the containers. By means 
of two forceps the caps are placed in the bottle and 
the skirts turned down without touching with the 
fingers. It is important that this technique be learnt 
before the filtration processes are commenced. Note 
the use of the flame. 

4.—Procaine and Adrenaline Injection by Filtration. 
(Illus. 9) 

This is filtration using a Seitz filter and capping by 
aseptic procedure. Lady in the background is filling, 
and male student in the foreground is capping the 
bottles with eseptic procedure. Note the use of the 
flames. Negative pressure is used and the filling unit 
is contained in an old type LV. bottle, from which the 
bottom has been removed. A sintered glass funnel 
is used after the Seitz filter to ensure that no fibres 
are carried over. 

6.—Checking the Clarity (Illus. 10) 

This lamp is our own design and has a strip light at 
the top and the bottom so that the container is bathed 
in the light, the two compartments are white and black 
to pick up white and black particles respectively. The 
only difficulty with this lamp is that it is too efficient. 

In the foreground is the ampoule cutting machine, 
which ensures the ampoules being cut to the same 
length, and in front of the taps is the ampoule washing 
machine. This works off the hydraulic negative pum 
and is used to wash the ampoules by spraying with 


hot Teepol Solution, followed by distilled water, and 
finally with Water for Injection. 

The efficiency of our methods and techniques used in 
the preparation of parenteral fluids is shown by the 


results. In 1952 500 of our sixty ml. clinbritics of 
Procaine Hydrochloride Injection alone were used in 
hospitals throughout the State without one reaction 
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occurring. When the total number of our injections 
used during the year is considered it must be realised 
that we have some authority for the teaching of the 
preparation of sterile materials. We plan as soon as 
— to extend this to the preparation of I.V. solu- 
ions. 

A further important section of this year’s work is th« 
preparation of emulsions. This is commenced with an 
examination of the surface activity of the common 
emulsifiers by the determination of surface tension and 
interfacial tension. This is completed by studies of 
phase volume ratio, stabilisers, methods of preparation, 
viscosity, etc. Here again the student is encouraged tc 
use modern methods. 

Ex m of Emulsions (Illus. 11) 

Emulsions are examined under a microscope, and 
fitted on the bench is an Ostwald viscometer. The pre- 
paration of emulsions and creams is taught as a science 
rather than an art, and the student is prepared to dis- 
cuss mathematically the work required to produce an 
emulsion using a specified emulsifier, the nature of the 
stabilisers and concentrations required. 

Suppositories are part of this year’s work, but are 
dealt with towards the end of the year, when the 
student is carrying out mixed work as revision for 
his examination. 

Tablet making is also carried out in this year. The 
students work in pairs and produce three batches of 
tablets by compression, the assignments for this year 
being— 

1. Aspirin Tablets, 3000, 

2. Phenobarbital Tablets, 2000. 

3. A.P. and Codeine Tablets, 1000. 

Tablet Making 

Illustration 12 shows the process of mixing and 
granulating. We are experimenting with a small hand 
granulating machine to replace the tedious hand method 
shown. 

Earlier in this work an electric oven was used for 
the drying of the granules and found very inefficient 
After some experiment an Infra Red Oven was de- 
signed using ordinary infra red drying lamps, a simmer- 
stat and a small blower. The efficiency of the machine 
is remarkable and granules containing 20 per cent. of 


moisture are dried in approximately 12 minutes. Re- 
drying of granules if necessary can be carried out in 
a few minutes. 

Tablets are punched out on a hand tablet machine. 
A further batch of tablets is made by moulding. Fur- 
ther assignments in this work consist of examination of 
the quality of tablets, including uniformity of weight, 
assay and disintegration. 

Disintegration Test 

The illustration No. 13 shows the disintegration 
test, using a machine similar to that described by 
Berry. The Vickers hardness testing machine in the 
Engineering Department is also used to obtain figures 
concerning the hardness of our tablets. 

In summarising, I would state— 

1, The pharmacy students of the Perth Technical 
College prepare practically all types of pharmaceuticals 
for use in hospitals. 

2. Owing to the nature and volume of the pharma- 
ceuticals despatched and used in hospitals, the Phar- 
macy Department of the Perth Technical College has 
the experience to be authoritative in pharmaceutics. 

3. The Pharmacy Department is practically self-sup- 
porting and so should not want for any apparatus, etc. 

I wish to express my gratitude to Mr. Ray Davis, 
Principal of the Perth Technical College, for his sup- 
port and encouragement, and the other members of the 
staff of the College, who have helped to devise and have 
made much of the apparatus, which is unprocurable. 
I also wish to thank the Pharmacists and Officers of the 
Government Stores, whose support is essential. I thank 
also other W.A. pharmacists, hospital and otherwise, 
who in supporting us realise that we are not competing 
with them, that our preparations are made once a year 
only, and are despatched to assist them not to com- 
pete with them. These pharmacists realise the impor- 
tance of pharmaceutical education, and that the pre- 
sentation of any form of medication is the right of the 
pharmacist.

Pharmaceutical Education in New 
Zealand—A Survey

The history of pharmacy in New Zealand has not 
been written and accordingly the early developments 
in pharmaceutical education are known only in outline 

he Pharmacy Board was set up in 1880 and almost 
from its inception required candidates for registration to 
pass a prescribed examination, with the exception that 
some were granted recognition by virtue of their having 
ractised as pharmacists for a specified period. The 
rst examination was held in July, 1882, and for the 
next forty years the Board conducted examinations at 
three stages—Pharmacy A, B, and C. On October 1, 
1926, Pharmacy A was replaced by University entrance 
as the pre-requisite to being indentured to a pharmacist. 
In 1937 a new and comprehensive syllabus was pre 
scribed under the Pharmacy Regulations, but this was 
not proceeded with, due, in the first place, to the lack 
of facilities for teaching to the prescribed standard, 
and later to the advent of the Second World War. 

During all this period the Board itself conducted no 

teaching instituiton; what instruction was available

being obtained from various tutors and coaching col- 
leges, best known of which was probably that con- 
ducted by the late S. A. Pryor in the Society's Building 
in Wellington. In 1943 statutory provision was given 
the Pharmaceutical Society of New Zealand to establish 
and maintain a College of Pharmacy. A College was 
accordingly established in 1944 in that section of the 
Society’s Building in Wellington previously occupied 
by Mr. Pryor. 

Until the war years examinations in both B and C 
were conducted every six months and there was no 
regulation governing the period of service in pharmacy 
pre-requiste to being able to present onself for exami- 
nation. Theoretically, at least, it was possible for a per- 
son to sit and pass both Section B and Section in 
the same years. As soon as the responsibility for the 
teaching of pharmacy was vested in the Board, it 
became apparent that this situation was quite unsatis- 
factory, and in 1945 regulations were made, providing 
for a minimum apprenticeship of four years before pre-

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senting for the Section C examination, the Section B 
examination being taken after the first two years. This 
still applies today, with the exception that certain 
apprentices who have satisfied the University in sub- 
jects of the B examination, may sit for Section B after 
one year. These regulations also provide that, while 
the subjects of Section B may be studied by personal 
attendance at, or by correspondence with, the College 
of Pharmacy, or by attendance at certain approved 
technical colleges, students in Section C subjects must 
enrol with the College and carry out the prescribed 
course either by personal attendance or correspondence. 

In the case of correspondence sudents, provision js 
made for compulsory attendance at the College for a 
period of three weeks during the year in which they 
first present themselves for examination. Apart from 
this compulsory course, it is only in the case of students 
living in Wellington that any tuition is given during 
working hours. The inadequacy of these facilities is 
clearly apparent to all pharmacists. I shall now trace 
the history of the attempts by the Board to rectify this 
position. 

In 1946 Mr. S. E. Wright, M.Sc., Dip.Pharm., was 
appointed Principal of the College. Speaking with the 
authority of his knowledge of Australian and other 
overseas methods of training, he was able to show the 
Board that a radical change was necessary, and set 
about the task of convincing Pharmacy, the Government 
and the University of the urgent nécessity for raising 
the training of pharmacists to University level. The 
Board took its first step in August, 1946, approaching 
the then Minister of Health for his views on the matter, 
and supplying him with a copy of S. E. Wright’s report 
to the Board regarding education of Pharmacists. This 
report suggested a two-year course; the first to be taken 
at either of the four University Colleges, consisting 
of chemistry, physics and zoology or biology, at a level 
similar to that of the medical intermediate examina- 
tion. It proposed that the second-year course be under- 
taken at Otago Medical School, in the subjects of phar- 


maceutics, pharmaceutical chemistry, pharmacognosy, 
aren and bacteriology. Provisions for a two-year 
prenticeship, either before or after the second-year 
University course, were also included. The Minister 
replied in Dece mber that, on the whole, he did not 
view the proposal favourably, and gave a number of 


specific objections. He suggested, in conclusion, that, 
as the College in Wellington had only recently been 
established, it might be reasonable to wait a number of 
years to see how the existing arrangements worked. 

The Board, however, persisted, and in April, 1947, 
a deputation waited on the Minister to press the neces- 
sity for the change. A Cabinet shuffle resulted in the 
Health portfolio being reallocated. In July, 1947, the 
new Minister proposed that a committee to report on 
pharmaceutical education be set up. The Minister 
nominated Professor E. F. D’Ath and Mr. J. S. Peel, and 
the Board its President, Mr. C. N. Bell. The committee 
completed its investigations with despatch, but, in 
spite of several requests from the Board, the report 
was not released by the Minister until 1949. The 
report recommended that University training 
be instituted and that the course should follow in 
general that outlined earlier by Mr. Wright. The report 
was discussed by the Professorial Board, University of 
Otago, who agreed to a proposal to assist the Pharmacy 
Board in implementing the proposals for University in- 
struction in Pharmacy, and made it clear that they 
would not agree to any reduction in the standard of 
education as set out in the report. 

In the meantime the publication of the B.P., 1948, 
clearly underlined the necessity for urgent action and 
a second deputation waited on the Minister in August, 
1948, and _ pressed for the Government's. de- 
cision. It was not until August, 1949, that, fol- 
lowing representations to the Prime Minis- 
ter, the Minister of Education replied, on behalf of the 
Government, that he accepted the principle that the 
Government should take responsibility for pharmaceu- 
tical education at University level. He concluded: “A 


course in the University is a matter for the University.” 
As the University of Otago had already agreed that 
it was able and willing to institute such a course, it 
seemed that the main obstacle had been overcome by 
the Government’s acceptance of the principle involved. 

But in the general election in 1949 the Labour Govern 
ment was defeated and the present National Govern- 
ment assumed office. In the following three years the 
old ground was traversed with successive Ministers of 
Health in the new Government. 

In June, 1952, the Minister, after repeated deputations 
and written submissions, at last replied that he agreed 
that the training of pharmacists should be improved, 
accepted the principle that some instruction would have 
to be provided by the University, but reiterated his 
reservations regarding the establishing in Otago of the 
only course in subjects of the professional examination. 
He commented, however, that “there is some doubt 
whether the special subjects relating to Pharmacy 
could be adequately taught outside the medical school.” 

Having discussed the matter with his colleague, the 
Minister of Education, the Minister of Health suggested 
that the Board should now approach the University 
of New Zealand to ascertain to what extent existing 
courses could be used and if it be necessary to estab 
lish a new course at Otago Medical School for some 
subjects, to raise with the Council of the University 
of Otago the question of providing such instruction 
and the additionai staff and facilities required. This 
was accordingly done in September, 1952, and since 
then the University has been investigating the position, 
with the intention that, having sought the opinions of 
the councils and science faculties of the constituent col 
leges, the Senate of the University of New Zealand may 
reach a decision at its meeting in September, 1953 
The Government will then make its final decision. 

Traversing the history of recent negotiations, one is 
struck by the fact that the fate of a proposal for a 
change, which is so obviously necessary, has been so 
dependent upon changes in Cabinet and in Govern- 
ments. Hopes of an early agreement were found to be 
without foundation, and in retrospect one may wonder 
whether it was wise not to proceed with some radical 
improvement in the facilities of the present College, 
rather than to wait, in the hope that Government agree- 
ment would render this unnecessary. Whether the final 
decision is favourable or unfavourable, the delay will 
have cost almost a generation of pharmacists the oppor- 
tunity of being trained to the minimum standard neces- 
sary for fulfilling Pharmacy’s role in the modern health 
service. The students themselves are keenly conscious 
of the inadequacies of the present curriculum and just 
as keenly desirous of raising their qualifications. Many 
of the present students and, indeed, some of the recently 
qualified pharmacists entered Pharmacy in the belief 
that they themselves would participate in the new order. 
That this has proved not be the case will be to their 
everlasting regret 

A striking indication of the fact that students realise 
the need for personal instruction is given by the fact 
that an increasing number of students |from other 
centres are seeking positions in Wellington, so that 
some, at least, of their training can be carried out at 
the College of Pharmacy. For example, of the forty 
students attending the class for second-year “C” students 
fifteen have previously received only soreande nce 
tuition in Pharmacy subjects, and have now come to 
Wellington to attend the College. This influx has, of 
course, thrown an increasing strain on laboratory 
facilities, which are now even more inadequate than 
at the time of the “Wright Report.” If this trend con- 
tinues the organisation of classes in Pharmacy during 
the hours at present available will virtually impossible. 


In conclusion, I should like to stress that, whethe1 
or not the immediate decision of the Government :: 
favourable, the progress of medicine in general, and of 
pharmacy in other countries in particular, is convincing 
more and more pharmacists of the need for change, and, 


under such conditions, change cannot be long delayed 
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Medical Services 


Concern at Increasing Costs. 

The report of the Director-General of Health to the 
Honourable Minister for Health contains interesting 
references to medical and pharmaceutical services in 
New Zealand for the period reviewed. 

Emphasis is laid on the increasing cost of the services 
It is pointed out that the increase for 1952-53 was 
£1,069,324, the principal increase being for medical and 
pharmaceutical benefits. Annual payment under each 
of these headings now exceeds £3,000,000. The report 
states that this expenditure is very difficult to control, 
as it depends to a large extent on the public demand 
for medical attention. Increasing population and the 
rising cost of drugs and medicines are also given a: 
factors which account for a material portion of the 
continued increase in expenditure. 

The increase in the cost of pharmaceutical benefits 
for the period over the preceding period was £587,617 

Increases were relatively small in both maternity 
and hospital benefits, where expenditure bears a direct 
relationship to services more or less fixed in quantity 

The main increase in cost for medical benefits was 
for the general medical services provided by medical 
practitioners. 

Doctors’ Remuneration. 


It is pointed out in the report that the increase in 
cost of medical benefits was not due to a general 
increase in the earnings of medical practitioners, but 
to an actual increase in the number practising. The 
number of doctors in practice in New Zealand, it is 
stated, increased by 376 in the last five years, but the 
increase in the past year was 142. 

The number of medical practitioners claiming from 
the Social Security Fund on behalf of their patients 
in excess of £5000 per annum has been considerably 
reduced, Satisfaction is expressed at this tendency 
which is attributed to co-operation with the British 
Medical Association in New Zealand. 


Distribution of Medical Services. 

Reference is made to the irregular distribution of 
medical practitioners in the various health district: 
This is a problem which faces many countries and i 
not common to New Zealand. The Director-General 
says it has been a disturbing feature of the general 
medical service in the Dominion, and the continued 
disinclination of medical practitioners to practise in 
rural communities, even in special districts where hous 
ing and income are assured, is a worry. By way of 
explanation it states that this state of affairs is probably 
due to the effect of social security on the laws of supply 
and demand. 


Pharmaceutical Benefits. 

Almost ten million prescriptions were dispensed 

during the year for a total expenditure of £3,015,833. 
The report says: “There is no doubt that pharma- 
ceutical benefits present a real problem in a system 
of social security medicine, because, excluding surgery, 
harmaceutical substances are the main weapons used 
the medical profession for preventing and treating 
disease. The problem reveals itself in a continuous 

increase in the value and number of prescriptions.” 


Factors Leading to Expansion. 


The Director-General discusses three important 
aspects of the problem. Impetus to the ever-expanding 
volume of prescriptions dispensed, he believes, is given 
by (i) the publicity given to “wonder drugs,” (ii) the 
continual introduction of new and efficient drugs, and 
(iii) irresponsibility because of freedom from cost. 


in New Zealand 


(i) Publicity: This is an influence which is hard to 
control. The matter is complicated by the amount of 
publicity given to the discovery and the amazing success 
of new drugs, resulting in continuous pressure on the 
medical profession for prescriptions, a situation which 
the profession finds difficult to resist. 

(ii) New Drugs: Associated with publicity, states the 
report, are the continued advances in medical science 
in the form of new and effective drugs, most of which 
are costly and include a proportion which must be 
taken permanently. 

(iii) Irresponsibility in Supply and Use: Some space 
is taken up in discussing this aspect of the problem. 
It is pointed out that where drugs are free there is 
considerable wastage either from over or unnecessary 
prescribing or from failure of patients to complete 
treatment. 

It is concluded, therefore, that it is inevitable that 
the value of pharmaceutical substances will continue 
to increase and that the task of administration will be 
to ensure that there should be as little wastage as 
possible. 


A Corrective Measure. 

Comment is made that in its endeavours to minimise 
wastage of drugs, economies were secured during the 
year 1952-53 by reducing the period over which pre- 
scriptions could be issued from 30 to 15 days with one 
repeat and by limiting the number of tablets of a 
certain antibiotic to 10 per prescription. 


Surveys Produce Informative Data. 


In order to obtain concise information on the con- 
sumption of pharmaceuticals, two surveys were taken 
during the year. One of these involved 41,281 pre- 
scriptions examined in the Otago Health District by 
the Officer of Health and the Officer in Charge of the 
Pricing Office; the other of 10,000 prescriptions in the 
four District Pricing Offices assisted by Head Office. 
The results of the survey are summarised in the table 
which appears on the next page. 


DANGEROUS DRUGS AND POISONS. 


The following are the only references in the report 
dealing with Dangerous Drugs and poisons:— 


Heroin. 


The consumption of heroin during 1942 showed a 
further drop to 2 kg, and it would seem likely that the 
control now provided by the Dangerous Drugs Regu- 
lations will prevent consumption rising above this 
figure. 

Poisons. 


Control of the highly toxic organic phosphorus com- 
pounds used in the fruit- and vegetable-growing indus- 
tries has been taken a stage further. During the year 
a conference was held with representatives of the com- 
mercial and industrial interests concerned, and their 
ready co-operation was obtained. During last session 
the Poisons Amendment Act 1952 was passed, and this 
enables these and any other highly toxic materials 
that may in future be introduced into the agricultural 
industry to be more strictly controlled. In some cases 
their sale will be restricted to commercial growers, 
while special requirements as to labelling will be en- 
forced. Regulations to give effect to this are in course 
of preparation. 

The requisite care in the handling and use of these 
materials is being provided for in regulations under 
the Health Act.

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Pharmaceutical Firm Establishes Model Drug Store 
to Demonstrate Modern Merchandising Aid 
for Pharmacists

A revolutionary step in drug store merchandising, 
model drug store, has been set up in Newark, New 
Jersey, by McKesson & Robbins, Inc., of New York 
to demonstrate new principles of merchandising esp¢ 
cially adapted to the retail pharmacy. The store show 
how a total of more than 5000 drug items can be di 
played to increase impulse sales, co-ordinate store traf 
fic, improve customer service, and help sell related 
lines and larger items. According to H. C. Nolen 
McKesson-Robbins’ Vice-President, the model store is 
the answer to severe competition from super-market 
co-ops., grocery chains and other, on proprietary item 

In unveiling the model drug store, r. Nolen di 
counted dire predictions that the drug store is fast 
disappearing from the American scene and said that 
druggists were being fully awakened to the danger of 
competition from non-drug outlets and were puttin; 
themselves into a strong position to meet competition 
on its own ground and with its own weapons. Although 
acknowledging the growing competition and smartea 
merchandising techniques of the super-market, the food 
chains and other types of retailers who have invaded 
the drug store field, Mr. Nolen emphasised that they 


have not been successful in making serious inroads 
in the backbone of the drug store’s business, which is 
the pharmaceutical and proprietary medicine market. 

Design of the model drug store was based on con- 
clusions the company reached after several years of 
research. These included, Mr. Nolen said, the follow- 
ing: 

1. Consumers want service when they buy drug 
products. They will buy some toiletries and sundries 
without service, and that is why super-markets and 
syndicate stores have made inroads in these areas. 
3ut, when Mr. and Mrs. Consumer want drug products, 
they want service and a_ personal, professional-type 
of service which neighbourhood drug stores are render- 
ing 

“2. Another conclusior we reached was that shoppers 
are national-brand conscious and desire to buy brands 
which they have become acquainted with by means of 
advertising and publicity. 

“3. Again, consumers want shopping made easy fo! 
them. They want to see merchandise displayed attrac- 
tively and plainly price-marked.

“4, Departmentalisation is a major factor in increas- 
ing the size of consumer purchases. 

“dS. Most all drug merchandise (about 87 per cent.) 
moves over the wrapping counter in typical drug stores. 

“6. We concluded that neighbourhood drug stores 
have been operated so successfully for a number of 
reasons, among which the following are of vital impor- 
tance: 

(a) Professional atmosphere; 

(b) Complete stocks; 

(c) Personalised service; 

(d) Convenience of location; 

(e) Convenience of store hours; 

(f) Consumer confidence. 

“7, On the other hand, we believe that super-markets 
and other mass merchandisers owe their success in a 
large part to: 

(a) Open display of merchandise; 

(b) Plainly price-marked items; 

(c) Modern, well-lighted, clean stores; 

(d) Concentration on a few, fast-moving brands; 

(e) One-stop shopping; 

(f) Belief that these stores sell at lower prices 

In view of these conclusions, the company’s 
modernisation programme for druggist and chemist 
retailers stresses what Mr. Nolen calls the “exclusive 
advantages” of the drug store, i.e., professional atmo- 
sphere, personalised service, customer confidence and 
complete stocks, combined with modern equipment to 
get convenience, open display, price marked merchan- 
dise and departmentalisation. 

The programme is built around eight major store 
departments which depend on rapid turnover of fast 
moving nationally known products. These ar« 

Hair care, Cough and cold remedies 
Baby needs, Pain relievers, 
Vitamins, Laxatives, and 

Oral hygiene, First Aid items.

Since the research showed that 87 per cent. of a drug 
siore’s business is done at the wrapping counter, the 
greatest changes were made there. Present counters, 
Mr. Nolen said, were generally too small to offer 
sufficient display space, many are old-fashioned and 
add little eye appeal to merchandise, 

McKesson’s modernisation programme streamlines 
the wrapping counter by making it into attractive dis 
play space. A 21-foot section capable of showing 4418 
different items is the basis of the plan. It is called the 
“self-selector” (as distinguished from self-service). Here 
are concentrated the items making up 87 per cent. of 
drug stores’ proprietary sales. The _ self-selector is 
equipped with fluorescent lighted signs and is organised 
by the eight major departments, so laid out as to 
encourage purchase of related products. 

In conclusion, Mr. Nolen said that retail druggists, 
aroused to the threat of non-drug competition, can, 
through modernisation, “face the future confidently 
with a programme combining the methods that have 
worked successfully for others yet retain the indivi 
duality of the drug store as an institution.”

Chemical Control of Insects and Mites 


By T. W. Hogan, M.Agr.Sc., Senior Entomologist, Biology Branch. 


Ill. THE ACARICIDES. 


[Reprinted from “The Journal of Agriculture” (Victoria), August, 1953.] 


Parts I and II of this series of articles on the Chemical Control of Insects and Mites appeared in the October 
and December, 1952, issues of “The Journal of Agriculture” (Victoria). 


In recent years the control of mites attacking horti- 
cultural crops has become one of the most important 
problems in the fruit and vegetable country. The rise 
in the status of mites as pests has been associated 
with the use of the new organic insecticides, particularly 
DDT, which are not only ineffective against many 
species of mites, but destroy many of the valuable 
predators and parasites normally keeping the mite in 
check. The result has been that many of the control 
programmes using such materials as white oil emulsion, 
lime sulphur, wettable sulphur and winter: oils have 
been insufficient to cope with the greatly accelerated 
rise in numbers. 


No marked advances in mite control to correspond 
with those which took place in insect control occurred 
until the advent of parathion. This material proved 
not only a good insecticide, but also an excellent 
acaricide, and came into general use for the summer 
control of mites; it is still the principal material used 
for this purpose in Victoria today. 


Parathion has a number of disadvantages, of which 
the most serious is its high toxicity to warm-blooded 
animals. In addition, it has a comparatively short 
residual effect, and as it is not ovicidal, two successive 
sprays are often required to achieve satisfactory mite 
control, since eggs may hatch after the first spray has 
lost its effect. Furthermore, there have been reports 
of strains of mites resistant to parathion both with 
aerosol applications in glasshouses and in orchards. 


A more recent development has been the discovery 
of the systemics, Schradan and Systox, and these are 
still probably the most efficient acaricides known. But 
these, too, have a high toxicity to mammals, and the 
fact that they are absorbed into the plant and cannot 
be removed, except by lapse of time, has caused con- 
siderable concern to the Health Authorities, who have 
not permitted their use commercially in Australia. In 
any case, the high cost of these materials imposes a 
limitation. 


The lack of a completely satisfactory acaricide for 
summer control of mites has led to intensive research 
for better materials, particularly in U.S.A. 


The result has been that a series of highly efficient 
acaricides are now appearing, most of them free of the 
disadvantages associated with the early phosphates. 


General Properties. 

The new acaricides vary in their mode of action. 
They may be effective against the active stages of the 
mites only, against the eggs, or even summer eggs 
only, while a few are effective against all stages. Little 
or no fumigant action has been reported with the 
majority of them. All have persistent residues to some 
degree, and the most promising ones have the very 
important feature of low toxicity to warm-blooded 
animals. A rather surprising fact is that some of them 


are not only specific to mites, but also to particular 
mites. 

Some of the new materials, because of lack of effect 
on adults, or slowness of action, are unsatisfactory for 
the control of heavy infestations because of the delay 
before full control is achieved. Such acaricides are 
better used as preventive sprays, and can be incor- 
porated in a insecticidal spray where a regular schedule 
of such sprays is used. 

Phytotoxicity. 

In a general way it can be said that any new 
acaricide will not become available commercially unless 
it has a satisfactory record of freedom from damage 
to plants when used at the recommended strengths. On 
the other hand, practically all of them have had some 
phytotoxic effects reported; sometimes on particular 
species or varieties of plants, other times under special 
climatic conditions. Therefore, although it can be 
assumed that these materials are not severely phyto- 
toxic, caution should be observed whenever one is used 
in a district for the first time. 

The following list of acaricides includes those already 
available commercially and others which are expected 
to be available in the near future. 


Aramite (88.R.) para tertiary butylphenoxy isopropyl 
chlorethyl sulphite. 

A brownish liquid formulated as a wettable powder 
or emulsive. Aramite has given outstanding results 
against citrus mites in American trials, but is reputed 
to be poor against bryobia mite (Bryobia praetiosa 
Koch), 

It is specific to mites, having little or no action 
against insects, beneficial or otherwise, and may take 
about four days to take full effect, particularly when 
used at the lower concentrations. Only the active 
stages of the mites are killed. The residue is persistent 
and remains effective for several weeks. 

Aramite has low toxicity to warm-blooded animals, 
has a Satisfactory record as far as phytotoxicity is 
concerned, and is compatible with most agricultural 
chemicals, sulphur being one important exception. 


Azobenzene (C;oH),N_). 

Azobenzene is an orange red crystalline solid, and 
has proved a highly satisfactory ovicide for mites in 
glasshouses, used as a smoke or low vapour pressure 
fumigant. Recently there have been reports of strains 
of mites resistant to this material, and as it is apt to 
injure plants, it appears likely that other materials will 
replace it in the future. 

Dimite. 

The formulated product of D M C, di (para chloro- 
phenyl) methylcarbinol, Dimite is a white crystalline 
solid. It is an analogue of DDT, but, unlike DDT, is 
an efficient acaricide; in fact, it is regarded as the most 
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efficient of the nun-systemics. Unfortunately, it 
difficult to manufacture, and therefore very expensiv: 
It is an ovicide, and in tests has given control of r« 
spider eggs at a concentration of 0.0125 per cent 

In a general way DMC is safe to use on plant 
but like DDT, affects cucurbits and is reported 
injure citrus at high temperatures. Only moderate 


toxic to mammals and compatible with most agricultural 


chemicals; stable in the presence of alkali, but unstabl: 
to acid. 


DNOCHP (dinitro ortho cyclohexyphenol). 
DNOCHP is a yellow solid usually formulated as the 
dicyclohexylamine salt, e.g. DN-111. Although hig! 
efficient against most mites, and only moderately tox 
to mammals, this material has very little mar 
between effective dosage for mite control and dam: 
to plants. 


DCPM (K1875) bis (para chlorophenoxy) methane. 
DCPM is a whitish solid formulated as a wettal 
powder known as Neotran. Its principal applicatior 
has been for citrus mites, against which it is toxic t 
both eggs and adults, but is stated to be much Ik 


satisfactory against bryobia mite. An_ important 


property is its extremely low toxicity to mammal 
reported to be one-tenth that of DDT, 


DPS (Diphenyl sulphone). 


DPS is one of the materials tested by English work« 
and found effective against both egg and adult sta 
of the European red mite (Paratetranychus pilo 
(C and F); but the same workers showed PCPBS (q.\ 
to be superior. As DPS is also somewhat phytotoxi 
it is likely to be exploited commercially only if som¢ 
special property is found or the formulation improved 


EPN (Ethyl para nitrophenyl thionobenzene 
phosphonate). 


An organic phosphate and, like most of this g: 
possesses both insecticidal and acaricidal prope: 
EPN has proved an outstanding residual acaricid¢ 
certain species of mites, but is poor against bryol 
Its toxicity to mammals is rather higher than n 
of the other materials, and it can be absorbed 
inhalation or by skin contact, thereby adding to 
dange! Some phytotoxicity has been reported 
apples and cucumbers, but, in general, it is not 
garded as unduly phytotoxic.

Despite very good acaricidal properties, it appe 
less promising than several other materials. 


Genitoil 923 (dichlorophenyl benzenesulphonate). 

Genitol 923 is still in the experimental stages 
although results have been poor on some specie 
mites, it is of interest in having given good cont 
of bryobia when used as a preventive spray. 


Malathon (Compound 4049) (dimethyl dithiophosphate 


of diethyl mercaptosuccinate). 

Malathon is a brownish liquid formulated a 
wettable powder or emulsive.

Its toxicity to mammals is low, does not harm pl!

unstable in alkali, and should not be used with Bor- 
deaux mixture. 
Although still in the experimental stages, sufficient 
known about it to indicate that it will be important 
commercially in the near future. 


Ovotran. 


Ovotran is the formulated product of K6451 (para 
chlorophenyl parachlorobenzene sulphonate). A specific 
acaricide characterised by long residual action reported 
to be of three to five weeks’ duration. Ovotran, as 
the name implies, is primarily ovicidal, but is reputed 
to kill other stages at higher strengths. 

The initial effect after application is delayed because 
of the slow and incomplete kill of adults, and where 
heavy infestations are present admixture of a quicker- 
icting material may be desirable. Effective against 
most mites, including bryobia, and comparatively harm- 
less to beneficial insects. In general has a good record 
of safety to plants when used at appropriate strengths, 
very low toxicity to mammals, and compatible with 
most agricultural chemicals. Unlike many of the 
thers, it is stable in the presence of alkali. 

Ovotran can be regarded as one of the most pro- 
mising of the new acaricides because its long residual 
action and efficient ovicidal action gives an excellent 
final clean up of mites despite the initial slow effect 
It is comparatively cheap and is in general use in 
U.S.A 

PCPBS (para chlorophenyl benzene sulphonate). 

PCPBS is closely related to K6451 in chemical struc- 
ture and, like that product, is mainly ovicidal, but is 
effective against the summer eggs only. English 
research workers report that it can kill eggs on the 
opposite side of the leaf to that to which the spray 
is applied. They state that the residual action continues 
for about 14 days. Most of the work has been in con- 
nection with the European red mite (paratetranychus 
pilosus (C. and F.)), but it has also been shown to be 
effective against some other species, but very little 
appears to have been done against bryobia mite. 

It is compatible with most other agricultural 
chemicals and extremely low in toxicity to mammals. 
Its chief disadvantage appears to be its initial slowness 
to show effect and, for this reason, it is best used as a 
preventive spray, or with the admixture of a quick 
icting material if a heavy infestation is involved, and 
can be regarded as having, very similar to Ovotran, 
great promise, but little is known as yet about its 
performance against those mites of special interest in 
this State. 

Sulphenone. 


Sulphenone is the formulated product of Compound 
R242 (para chlorophenyl phenyl sulphone). 

This acaricide is effective against a wider range of 
nites than most.of the others. While regarded a 
being ineffective against insects, some results in experi 
mental plots are taken to indicate that it is toxic to 
mite predators It is effective against the active stage 
of the mites, i low acting, but has a very persistent 
residue. 

While not the most potent acaricide in the terms of 
ctual quantity of active ingredient required, its cost 

low, and it may be economic to apply a greater 
mount to achieve the same effect. Bryobia mite is 
one of those controlled by this material. It is safe to 
use on plants at the recommended strength, has low 
toxicity to mammals and good compatibility with agri- 
cultural chemicals. 

Amongst materials effective against both mites and 
insects is chlorthion. This is an organic phosphate 
related to parathion, but much less toxic to mammals. 
Althhough still in the experimental stages, it shows 
considerable promise 
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Important in the field of dermatology

Your Camera—Correct Exposure Outdoors. 


For the owners of box cameras Verichrome film has 
sufficient exposure latitude to take care of the normal 
variations of daytime lighting conditions outdoors, ex- 
cept under the most adverse weather conditions, when 
it sometimes becomes necessary to give a brief time 
exposure (with the camera on a firm support) to obtain 
a good picture. On the other hand, the possessor of a 
more advanced type of camera using perhaps different 
types of films for various occasions needs at all time to 
exercise a little care in the adjustment of shutter speed 
and aperture settings in order to obtain the best possible 
negatives that his equipment is capable of producing 

Now there are two ways in which the amount of light 
reaching the film can be varied: (a) The shutter provides 
a range of speeds which limit the time the light is 
allowed to act upon the film emulsion. (b) It is also 
possible to control the quantity of light by changing the 
dianhragm setting. 

One has the choice of several methods of estimating 
the correct settings of shutter speed and aperture. Pos- 
sibly the most arbitrary system is to fix a basic exposure 
such as 1/100 second at f/16 for Verichrome and 1/100 
second at f/22 for Super-XX film. Both of these expo- 
sures refer to distant landscapes or seascapes, without 
foreground objects and in brilliant sunshine at or near 
the midday hour. All other exposures are then esti- 
mated by reference to the basic exposure with due allow- 
ance for subject type, condition of light, time of day, 
etc. The success of this method depends a great deal 
upon the experience of the photographer. 

The necessity for previous experience is obviated by 
the use of a simple exposure table or inexpensive dial- 
type calculator. Exposure tables are supplied in most 
camera reference manuals and handbooks. Still more 
accurate estimates can be made with a visual-type expo- 
sure meter, several types of which are available on the 
local market. 

Direct readings of the light value are possible, how- 
ever, and absolutely reliable settings are indicated for 
every occasion with a modern electric exposure meter, 
which is an invaluable aid, especially for those who fre- 
quently use colour film. 

The above remarks suggest that it is rather necessary 
to take a little trouble over this matter of exposure. 
That is so—but, remember, without good negatives good 
photography is impossible. 

On Choosing a Camera. 

When the purchaser is a complete novice in photo- 
graphy, the choice of one’s camera may seem to be quite 
a problem; there seem to be so many models and their 
prices cover such a wide range. 

It is really not difficult to decide upon a camera once 
you make up your mind just what you expect to derive 
from your photography. Thus, if it is your aim to make 
photography your hobby and to go into the subject more 
deeply as your knowledge increases, you would be well 
advised to buy one of the more advanced, more expen- 
sive Kodaks, which can be the foundation of your photo- 
graphic kit. Again, if you contemplate the charms of 
colour photography, it would be advisable to consider 
one of the 24 x 36 mm. precision miniatures with high- 


grade lenses. The Kodak Retinette and Retina cameras 
are of this latter type. 

If, on the other hand, your idea of photography is 
simply a means of obtaining family snapshots and you 
do not wish to go to much trouble apart from the actual 
taking of the snaps, your purpose would be served by 
obtaining a simple box camera such as the Brownie 
Model “C.” This camera is quite inexpensive, it has 
no complicated controls to worry you, and, though sim- 
plicity itself in operation, it is capable of producing 
pictures of excellent quality for filing in an album. 

Close-up shots, such as portraits and pictures of the 
baby, as well as ordinary snapshots, are possible with 
the Brownie Model “D,” which has a built-in portrait 
lens to ensure perfect focusing on such occasions when 
intimate pictures are called for. 

The Brownie Model “E” is more advanced, but by no 
means intricate in use. It is possible with this model to 
include cloud effects in landscapes and to take pictures 
at night by means of a flash attachment that is readily 
mounted on the camera. 

Should you prefer an easy-to-use box-type camera 
that will take flash pictures and yet produce 12 of them 
on each roll of film, then your choice is obviously the 
Kodak Duaflex camera. 

More economical still is the Brownie Reflex camera, 
which provides 12 pictures (18 in. x 1§ in.) on the less 
expensive V127 film. This camera is the ideal one for 
beginners, as its large, brilliant viewfinder permits the 
user to see his subject in almost actual picture size before 
he shoots. What is more, it permits the making of flash 
pictures when a Kodak Flasholder is attached.

BREACHES OF DANGEROUS DRUGS 
REGULATIONS 
Victorian Chemist Fined. 


Mr. Ian Alfred Silverwood, pharmaceutical chen 
Edithvale, was proceeded against at Chelsea Court 
August 21 for breaches of the Dangerous Drugs Regul 
tions, The charges related to failure to keep recé 
of transactions in the Dangerous Drugs Registe: 
keep all Dangerous Drugs locked up. 
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A fine of £5 was imposed on the charge of failing to 
keep accurate records and £3 for failing to store 
Dangerous Drugs apart from other goods. Costs 
amounting to £3/5/6 on each charge were awarded. 

Evidence was given by Senior Det. R. S. Ritchie, of 
the Police Drug Bureau. He said that when he visited 
the pharmacy on January 8, he found the Dangerous 
Drug cupboard wide open and bulging with goods. It 
was so full that it could not have been closed and 
locked. He found one Dangerous Drug away from th« 
cupboard on an open shelf. 

Silverwood told him that the cupboard was too full 
and he was using it at the time of the inspection. 

Silverwood told the Court that the discrepancies 
in the Register were arithmetical and he had made 
an honest mistake. 

The Magistrate, Mr. Cuthill, S.M., when convicting, 
said he was satisfied that Silverwood had not been 
indulging in any “‘funny business.”

GREAT BRITAIN 


London, Sept. 9, 1953. 


Medical Education. 

The first world congress on medical education has 
just been held in London and was attended by 450 
interested doctors under the chairmanship of Sir 
Lionel Whitby. Professor E. J. Wayne, of the Chair 
f the Practice of Medicine at Glasgow University and 
Chairman of the Joint Committee on the National 
Formulary, speaking on the teaching of pharmacology 
and modern therapeutics, said that although clinicians 
in Great Britain had been in the forefront of the drive 
to assess scientifically the claims of both old and new 
remedies, much of this information and an appreciation 
of the methods used had not yet percolated to the older 
generation of general practitioners. There was now, 
however, no excuse for the medical school which turned 
out qualified men and women, who did not know which 
facts about drugs and methods of treatment wert 
ecurely based and without a healthy scepticism about 
new remedies. 

‘We are living at a time when an increasing number 
of drugs with great potentialities for good and evil 
are being put into the hands of the practising physician 
Unless a sound foundation is laid during the student’s 
undergraduate career, it is unlikely that he will eve1 
learn how to discriminate between effective and in- 
effective remedies or between radical and symptomatic 
treatment. Moreover, many drugs now used are poten 
tially dangerous and, when given needlessly or wher 
afer ones would suffice, expose the patient to unjus- 
tifiable risk In this country the advent of the 
National Health Service has drawn our attention to the 
large amount of money which is spent on drugs, and 
two recent surveys by Professor Dunlop (see earlie1 
News Letters) and his colleagues have shown how 
much of this is spent on purely symptomatic remedi¢ 
or On preparations such as tonics and vitamins, which 
re probably used chiefly as placebos. A perusal of 
the advertisements in medical journals from other 
countries suggests that medical practitioners there art 
equally uncritical of the claims made by the manufac- 
turers of drug The only remedy for this state of 
iffairs is adequate undergraduate training in the funda- 
mental scientific principles on which drug therapy 
hould be based. The cultivation of a critical attitude 
hould be encouraged, so that after qualification the 
tudent will be able to make an intelligent selection 
from the large number of remedies offered to him by 
the commercial firms.”

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“A course in pharmacology can, of course, provide 
a connected picture since many groups of drugs have 
much in common in respect of their mode of adminis- 
tration, absorption, fate in the body, and therapeutic 
and toxic effects. The main difficulty in planning such 
a course is to decide how much information should be 
given about drugs which illustrate no general principle 
and which are important solely because they are used 
by the practising doctor. In my view, most courses 
in pharmacology are excessively burdened by descrip- 
tions of obsolete or obsolescent drugs. In this country 
too much attention is given to drugs used in the treat- 
ment of tropical diseases and parasitic infections. Every 
student should, of course, have heard of the substances 
used in treating amoebic dysentery, leishmaniasis and 
hook-worm infestation, but detailer descriptions are out 
of place. Most pharmacologists, moreover, unless they 
have access to the wards, tend to continue to teach the 
drug therapy of yesterday so that in the past students 
received full information about the use of mercury in 
syphilis long after it had been abandoned by the 
venereologist, and they still fail to realise that penicillin 
and not an organic arsenical is the essential drug in 
the treatment of this disease. It would be of advan- 
tage to the student if every teacher revising his lecture 
notes would remove from them an amount equivalent 
to each new section he includes.” 


Chemistry and Medicine. 

Professor E. C. Dodds, of the Middlesex Hospital, 
London, said that there were three distinct periods 
in which the medical student received chemistry as 
an educational subject. First there was inorganic 
and physical chemistry in the first year, organic chemis- 
try and biochemistry in the second and third years, 
and in the final years there was chemical pathology. 
When consideration was given to the best kind of 
syllabus, however, difficulties soon became apparent. 
“The professor of chemistry will in many instances 
maintain that the only satisfactory chemical education 
for a medical degree is chemistry up to the B.Sc. 
standard. Anything less than this is said to savour of 
cramming and will not give the student the broad 
vision that he really requires if he is going to make 
the most of chemical knowledge in medicine. Unfor- 
tunately, the physicist will say the same thing, and 
so will the botanist and the zoologist, and if we pur- 
sue this idea to its logical conclusion we would have 
to predicate that a medical course would take some 
ten to fifteen years.” 

Many attempts, Professor Dodds continued, had been 
made to arrive at the ideal chemical syllabus, but 
most of them had failed because the revisers had ‘not 
realised that there was a very definite limit to what 
could be taught in the time to normal boys and girls. 
The whole teaching of chemistry should be aimed at 
an understanding of the structure and properties of 
those substances which occur in the body and took 
part in metabolic processes, i.e., proteins, fats, carbo- 
hydrates and purines and their intermediate products. 
It would also be necessary to include the structure of 
certain drugs and substances used as therapeutic agents. 
With regard to practical work, he thought that the 
student should only be taught to do experiments which 
he could carry out properly, and if he had to perform 
experiments involving quantitative methods, then he 
should do so in such a way as to obtain accurate results. 

New Standard for Saccharin Tablets. 

A Statutory Order has been made defining a new 
standard saccharin tablet. Each tablet: 

(i) shall contain not less than 0.18 grain and not more 
than 0.22 grain of saccharin or the equivalent 
weight of soluble saccharin; 

(ii) may contain as excipient sodium bicarbonate with 
or without other suitable substances. The total 
amount of excipient shall not exceed four times 
the maximum quantity of saccharin; 


(iii) shall not contain more than 5 per cent. water- 
insoluble matter, nor less bicarbonate than that 
required to render the saccharin completely soluble 

The use in food of all other artificial sweetening 
substances, except saccharin, has been prohibited. In 
effect, this will stop the sale of saccharin tablets which 
contain dulcin, as previously permitted by Regulation 


British Association. 

The British Association has been holding its annual 
meeting at Liverpool and in the chemistry section there 
was a discussion on chemotherapy and antibiotics. 
Dr. F. L. Rose, of Imperial Chemical Industries, said 
that no one knew just how or why nature had chosen 
to elaborate such complex structures found in some 
of the antibiotic molecules, but it could be surmised 
that they had been devised as a means of self defence 
during the processes of evolution to minimise the com- 
petition between primitive forms of life. According 
to the report in the “Times” newspaper such syn 
theses had had to be based on the chemical processes 
normally occurring in the cell concerned, and while 
those were of unmeasured scope it was clear that 
limitations did exist. The organic chemist, on the other 
hand, while compelled as yet to utilise simple mole 
cules, had the advantage that he could employ chemical 
groupings and structures that’ were unknown and 
foreign to nature, with the result that he was often 
able to achieve the same useful therapeutic effect 
with more accessible compounds, as exemplified by the 
use of the sulphonamide radicle in the sulphanilamide 
class of drugs. The elaboration of the antibiotics must 
have resulted from the prodigal use of the method of 
trial and error over long periods of time. The chemist 
proceeded along more logical lines, and on the basis 
of accumulating experience, and an increasing know- 
ledge of the chemistry of vital processes, had been 
able to direct his efforts with considerable success 
against most of the major diseases that afflicted the 
animal organism. 

“With the great increase in knowledge of the chemis- 
try of living cells a more rational ge to chemo- 
therapeutic discovery is now possible, and chemists 
are able to go a considerable way in devising likely 
drugs on paper before they put their ideas into prac- 
tice in the laboratory. So far no really outstanding dis- 
coveries have come through these means, although the 
high score of near misses augurs well for the future.” 

Referring to the five principal antibiotics of known 
constitution in present day use, penicillin, streptomycin, 
chloromycin, aureomycin, and terramycin, Dr. B. A. 
Hems, Glaxo Limited, said that if one supported the 
present day assumption that all drugs acted by inter- 
ference with metabolites essential to the growth of 
the parasites, the only one of those five antibiotics that 
bore any resemblance to known metabolites was 
chloromycetin. Up to now, he said, research on syn- 
thetic analogues of antibiotics had not brought for- 
ward anything useful. Their structures appeared to 
be remarkably specific, and their discovery had given 
a great fillip to research work into the mechanism of 
drug action.

Branch Representatives’ Meeting. 

The Branch Representatives’ meeting, at which 
problems of practical training were discussed, was 
mentioned briefly in the last News Letter. This meeting 
occupied nearly four hours and, contrary to the views 
expressed not many years ago, there was not a single 
voice in favour of an apprenticeship or more than two 
years nor of apprenticeship before the intermediate 
examination in the basis sciences of chemistry, physics 
and biology had been passed Papers were read by 
Mr. Fernley Wallis on retail practice, by Mr. E. J. 
Fitchett on hospital training, by Mr. E. K. Samways, 
of Allen & Hanburys Ltd., on manufacturing practice, 
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and by Professor H. Brindle, of Manchester Universit 
on training from the teaching standpoint. After the 
discussion Mr. A. T. Sissons described training in tl! 
Australian States. There was a wide divergence 
opinion on whether one year after the academic 
was finished or two years before was the more sa 
factory method. Mr. Fitchett said of the hospitals that 
the dice was heavily loaded in favour of the post 
graduate. He had saved a year, and the demand 
such a pupil were less heavy on the training masté 
Mr. Samways said that the features of a “good” trainings 
could be summarised: (1) Leading the trainee into the 
habit of unbiased and careful thought on all problen 
(2) Accuracy and cleanliness. (3) Building up a rela 
tionship founded on a two-way loyalty. (4) Seeing { 
the master’s angle that, however, imaginative his he 
may be, his feet stay firmly on the ground. This i 
allusion to the commercial aspect so well dealt with |} 
Mr. Fernley Wallis. (5) Relating theory and practic: 
and showing their interdependence. (6) Handing h 
or allowing him to develop and acquire, what tl 
Americans call “know how.” 

For the retailer Mr. Wallis pointed out the student 
who had served his pupilage had obtained an additiona 
ground work in pharmacy law. The right type 
conscientious employer was essential, and no othe 
should undertake the responsible and vital duty. Pr: 
fessor Brindle thought that some apprentices mig! 
still be regarded as a source of cheap labour, and 
pharmacist who looked on pharmacy in this light woul 
complain bitterly if all the training was of the post 
academic type. He thought the conscientious pha! 
macist wasted much time in trying to train pre-graduat 
apprentices, and many individuals were now refusin

to take apprentices. “During his practical training,” 
aid Professor Brindle, “the pupil should assimilate 
the atmosphere of pharmacy in a way which he cannot 
ucceed in doing during his academic course. This 
atmosphere is intangible but very real. In absorbing 

and becoming absorbed by it, he becomes a phar- 
macist—if he has completed his academic training. 
Otherwise I claim he is too raw and inexperienced 
eally to assimilate it. He should also become expert 
n certain operations by repetitive work which he 
annot carry out in the pharmacy school. But here 
igain it must not be by the low grade technician’s ‘rule 

f thumb’ method, but by the professional route, fol- 

ywing the academic training. Methods of storage of 
rugs and the layout of a pharmacy or dispensary are 
best learnt in actual practice. I should like to put 
orward another argument in favour of post-graduate 
practical training It is good for the pharmacist in 
practice to have contact and work with students who 
have recently completed their academic course. They 
vill bring a fresh outlook into his life and sometimes 
perhaps a little new knowledge. The experienced 
pharmacist has much which he can pass on to the 
tudent, but he himself will assuredly derive some 
benefit from the association. 

It may be argued that all these things will be picked 
ip during the first few years’ experience as a phar- 
macist in any case, and therefore the period of practical 

aining could be elimirated. This is argued by many 
teachers. It is important that the student should bs 
made to feel that he is still a pupil for at least one 
year after he has passed his qualifying examination. 
He must sense that it is still his duty to apply himself 
to learning and acquiring the attributes and experience

International Meeting. 


Many of the representatives who had been in London 
went on to the 15th General Assembly of the Inter- 
national Pharmaceutical Federation, which was held in 
Paris. The total attendance was over 2000, and 35 
countries, including Australia and New Zealand, were 
represented. As nearly 80 scientific papers were sub- 
mitted, there was a considerable decentralisation of the 
activities. Dr. Hést Madsen, President of the Federa- 
tion, presided, and at the final session he handed over 
to Sir Hugh Linstead, who will be in charge of the 
next Assembly, which has been fixed for London in 
1955. Dr. Host Madsen has been President since 1935, 
and the University Section of the Federation has been 
asked to organise a special meeting every two years, 
at which a Dr. Hést Madsen medal will be awarded. 
The French Government has made Dr. Hést Madsen a 
Chevalier de la Légion d’Honneur. 

The hospital section had a very full agenda at four 
sessions. Mr. S. J. Hopkins, of Great Britain, reviewed 
methods of sterilising surgical dressings. The Pharma- 
ceutical Journal abstract of his paper reads: He said 
that the importance of sterilised dressings in modern 
aseptic surgery was admitted, but there was definite 
need for a stricter control of the sterilisation process 
by a responsible officer. The principles of the process 
were simple, but often were difficult to apply in practice 
because of the poor design of drums and sterilisers. 
The almost universal reliance placed on pressure gauges 
as thermometric indicators was regrettable, and poten- 
tially dangerous, as such gauges were not designed for 
this work. Visual indicators, such as those based on 
the hydrolysis of ethylene chlorhydrin or the sumliba- 
tion of benzoic acid, reacted to dry as well as moist 
heat, and, although chromium sesquichloride was free 
from this disadvantage, the colour change was not sharp 
enough to be reliable. A new type of drum was sug- 
gested. This should have adequate venting with an 
arrangement whereby the vents are opened automatic- 
ally when the drum is placed on the peg of the cradle 
and at the end of the process automatically closed. 
The author expressed the view that the hospital phar- 
macist should take a greater interest in future in this 
rather neglected field of sterilisation. 

Mr. T. D. Whittet, pharmacist at University College 
Hospital, London, spoke on the teaching of pharmacy 
to medical students. He emphasised the need for 
medical students to be taught pharmacy from the pre- 
scriber’s point of view, and not from the pharmacist’s. 
Medical students should have a knowledge of the drugs 
and preparations available for treatment, methods of 
formulation of incompatibility, the correct writing of 
prescriptions, economics of prescribing, influence of in- 
stability on prescribing, and the contents and authority 
of the B.P.C. and National Formulary. 


Retention Fee Raised. 

A most widespread shock for individuals is the pre- 
liminary announcement by the Council of the Phar- 
maceutical Society that, when its by-laws are modified 
following the grant of a new Charter, the retention fee 
will be raised to £4/4/- from the existing £2. In certain 
cases pharmacists over 70 will not be required to pay 
this fee, and a modified fee of 2/2/- will be payable 
by pharmacists overseas. The proposed by-laws will 
also allow for the change-over to one Register of phar- 
maceutical chemists only. 


Doctors Review the N.H.S. 

In 1950 the British Medical Association decided to 
review the N.H.S. as it affected general practitioners. 
A postal questionnaire, with a limited number of 
questions, varied for each group, was sent to groups 


of 500 practitioners, and in additional personal calls 
were made in a field survey of 188 doctors. Being 
regarded as suppliers of medicaments is a problem 
which worries many doctors, and three mentioned 
written shopping lists were presented to them which 
made them feel like grocers. The Committee, which 
prepared the final report, think that the size of the 
nation’s drug bill is due in part to over-prescribing, 
but this is not entirely the fault of the general prac- 
titioner. He is stimulated by the demand by patients 
for expensive prescriptions recommended by hospitals 
or by hearsay. Over-prescribing is defined as “the 
prescribing of expensive equivalents instead of com 
paratively inexpensive medicaments, and the use of 
more poptilar, more complicated, and more expensive 
remedies in the place of simple inexpensive drugs which 
are therapeutically as effective.” New remedies art 
regarded by some doctors almost as panaceas, and there 
is danger, for example, of sulpha drugs taking the plac: 
of diagnosis. The Committee, believing that many 
doctors could, with advantage, review their prescribing 
habits, recommend the National Formulary 1952 as “an 
excellent basis for the self-education of the doctor in 
the art of prescribing at once economically and effi 
ciently.” All members of hospital staffs should also b« 
supplied with copies. 

The Committee think that the nation’s drug bill will 
continue to increase, because it is difficult for local 
medical committees to act (as they acted under N.H.I.) 
because of the delay in pricing prescriptions. Doctors 


are urged, therefore, to exercise the greatest care in 
prescribing in order to counteract the rise in the drug 
bill. Discrimination in prescribing should be taught in 
the schools, and that “economical prescribing is usually 
good prescribing” should be realised by all. 


Cost of the Service. 

The Annual Report of the Ministry of Health for 1952 
states that the total cost of the National Health Services 
in England and Wales for the 1951-1952 year was £434 
million, of which £348.5 million was charged to 
Exchequer funds. Approximately 15,400 pharmacists 
dispensed 216,773,000 prescriptions, about 11 million 
below the 1951 total, and received £41.7 million. A 
representative sample showed that costs rose throughout 
the year, although dressings fell in price. The cost of 
antibiotics used was estimated at £6 million, of which 
half was attributable to penicillin. 


Common Cold Virus. 

The common cold virus has been cultivated at the 
Research Unit controlled by the Medical Research 
Council at Salisbury, and the following statement has 
been issued jointly by the Ministry of Health and the 
Council:— 

“This announcement means that after seven years of 
patience and perseverance we can record a step forward 
in trying to solve exactly how the common cold is 
caused and develops. Its main importance lies in this. 
At long last a means has been found of cultivating the 
virus, and there are thus prospects of being able to 
study it in the laboratory. Up to now we have only 
been able to study its behaviour indirectly by inoculat- 
ing human volunteers. 

“This new advance does not mean, however, that our 
need for human volunteers is over. We have a long 
way to go yet before we can hope to dispense with 
their services. Indeed, we have now reached a crucial 
stage where success in attaining the next objective will 
very largely depend on an adequate flow of human 
volunteers being maintained for the researches at the 
Common Cold Unit at Harvard Hospital, Salisbury. 

“The next step, not yet achieved, is to discover how 
to recognise the presence or growth of the virus in the 
cultures by some other way than inoculating volunteers 
One method, for example, would be by ‘visualising’ it 
by the aid of the electron microscope. 

“All that can be claimed at the moment is that a first 
step has been taken in the right direction. Neverthe- 
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less the prospects for further progress may be regarded 
as reasonably good. 

“All those thousands of volunteers who have so fal 
taken part in the experiments at Salisbury can justi- 
fiably claim a part of the credit for the progress so 
far achieved. We would like to take this opportunity 
of thanking them for their public-spirited action, and 
to express the hope that we can still count on thei 
support as well as that of new volunteers so that 
research can go forward without let or hindrance. 

“It has been found possible to produce a series of 
colds from material cultivated in tissue cultures of 
human embryonic lung. Serial cultures up to and 
including the tenth have produced colds. However, 
only about 10 per cent. of people—13 out of 130 
inoculated with those cultures actually developed cold: 
This is a decidedly lower percentage than is achieved 
when filtrates of cold secretions are used. In thes« 
cases the percentage of colds produced has varied 
between 27 per cent. and 57 sd cent. in different year: 
The smaller numbers of colds produced by the new 
cultures may possibly be accounted for by the virulence 
of the virus being lowered in the course of cultivation.” 


Value of Cortisone Queried. 

In the special treatment number of “The Practitione: 
disappointment is expressed on the effects of cortison« 
on rheumatcid arthritis. Cortisone can have a pr¢ 
found and gratifying effect in suppressing the activity 
of rheumatoid arthritis, but the early effect can only be 
maintained by progressively larger doses, and prolonged 
treatment may entail a host of difficult and even dange 
rous side-effects. This is the view of one expert and the 
professor of medicine, D. M. Dunlop, of Edinburgh, who 
reviews advances in his subject, suggests there is some 
evidence “that in the long run the ultimate state of 


patients controlled by cortisone is no better than those 
controlled by adequate doses of aspirin,” and that befor¢ 
using cortisone it is necessary to “balance very car‘ 
fully the beneficial effects which may be expected to 


accrue from its administration against the risks which 
its use involves.” Against the disappointing conclusion 
must be balanced the fact that the effect of cortisone, 
even if temporary, has done much to advance ou! 
knowledge of rheumatoid arthritis, and may have 
brought us nearer a final solution of the problem. 


Scottish Health Centre. 

Some months ago a description was given in a New 
Letter of the first Health Centre to be opened in 
Scotland. The Executive Council for Edinburgh ha 
now informed the Department of Health that there i 
no evidence to justify the opening of the pharmacy 
in the Centre for three hours in the evening. It had 
been suggested that this should be done on an experi 
mental basis for a six months period. The Executive 
Council based their decision on information from local 
pharmaceutical contractors who stated that over a 
period of years they had not had any demand for late 
opening. Incidentally, it might be noted that in th 
report on the Health Service by general practitione: 
mentioned above, many doctors now regard Health 
Centres only as a possible means of taking thei: 
surgeries away from their homes.

SOUTH AFRICA 


Death of Dr. Karl Bremer 
The entire medical and pharmaceutical profession i 
much saddened by the untimely death of the Ministe: 
of Health, Dr. Karl Bremer. His one great interest 
was the health of the nation, and he strove at all time 


to create the best medical and pharmaceutical services 


to further his ideal. 
Several years ago, before his appointment as Ministe: 


he sat as Chairman of the Committee of Enquiry into 
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Pharmaceutical Education, and produced a report en- 
visaging far-reaching changes. Had he lived his would 
have been the task of introducing into the House of 
Assembly the Bill giving effect to these changes and 
bringing into force some of the long awaited legislation. 


Dispensing by Doctors. 

The Act entitled the “Medical, Dental and Pharmacy 
(Amendment) Act” of 1953, will go down in history as 
the “Bremer Act”—a tribute to his ideals and achieve- 
ments. 

The Bill has already been read for the first time, 
and pharmacy, as a whole, was not pleased to learn 
that one little paragraph had been left out. A small 
one, but an important one. It said quite simply that 
doctors would no longer be allowed to dispense pre- 
scriptions if there was an established chemist within 
two miles. It has been said that this particular clause 
had the blessing of organised medicine, and it was 
not expected that there would be any opposition. How- 
ever, from within the ranks of medicine, came the pro- 
tests of vested interests, and pharmacy’s hopes have 
once more been dashed. 

That the clause is a vital necessity to the mainten- 
ance of an efficient pharmaceutical service is apparent 
to all, even to those who oppose it from self-interest. 
Recently, in a country town, tapping an area over 100 
miles in diameter, I came across a chemist who dis- 
pensed only 300 prescriptions per year. 

The late Minister of Health had long realised that this 

was the reason why chemists were reluctant to practice 
in the country, and why in consequence the Govern- 
ment must perforce operate clinics and dispensaries in 
these areas. It also explains why a chemist friend of 
mine in business in a country area, catching my some- 
what satirical glance at a display of jewelry and radios 
in his shop, shrugged his shoulders and said in his 
best French: “Que voulez-vous? We must live!” 

It is, of course, possible that someone may propose an 
amendment to reintroduce this clause when the Bill 
comes to the discussion stage. Unfortunately, there are 
no pharmaceutical members in the House, and few 
interested in pharmacy and its problems. 


Apprenticeship Period May Be Reduced. 

The Act will give the Board power to reduce the 
period of apprenticeship to two years. There is still 
quite a lot of opposition to this, the retailer arguing 
that it takes a year to train the apprentice to be some 
use in the pharmacy. But is the primary function of an 
apprentice to be of use? I venture to think not, and 
offer thanks that my own master regarded me as a pupil 
and everything I did was a lesson of one sort or an- 
other—even bottle washing. 


Medical Specialists 
Recently the S.A. Medical Council came across a dif- 
ficulty when a medical practitioner challenged its right 
to maintain a register of specialists. The Courts upheld 
the doctor’s contention and the Council’s Register of 
Specialists became a back number. Only temporarily 
though, as legislation was hurriedly rushed through to 
regularise the situation. 
Prescription Only Drugs 
The Amendment Act will introduce the new class of 
“Potentially Harmful Drugs,” substances which will be 
available on prescription only. The list of pharma- 
copoeial names is short, but the list of proprietaries con- 
taining them totals over 300! Fortunately, no registra- 
tion of prescriptions is necessary, the pharmacist being 
trusted not to sell these drugs without a prescription. 


Free Medical Services. 
A slight contretemps has arisen in the province of 
the Transvaal with regard to free hospitalisation. An 
Ordinance of 1946 provides for free hospitalisation for 


1953.

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all residents. This was a somewhat ambitious pro- 
gramme since for one thing there were not enough beds 
in the provincial hospitals to house them all. As a 
result accommodation was sought in private hospitals, 
but this step was soon shown to be ultra vires. Patients 
still have the right to consult their own doctors, whose 
fees they pay as also those of the auxiliary specialists. 

A new Ordnance is now planned in which whilst the 
patients get free nursing, bed and food, they must pay 
for all auxiliarry services, including medicine. With 
regard to medicines, a nice point arises. Are these to 
be provided at normal hospital prices, thus providing a 
cut price medicine service? Retail chemists will, of 
course, object to this, since not only is it direct in com- 
petition with them, but will undoubtedly set the public 
asking the question: “Why can’t the chemist provide 
medicine at the same price?” 


Dispensing by Doctors 

If on the other hand the hospitals provide medicines 
at normal prices. then they. are indulging in trading, a 
thing which the Government cannot do! 

It would seem that the only solution is for a pre- 
scription to be issued which would be collected by the 
chemist and then the dispensed medicine returned to 
the hospital. This would, of course, benefit those 
chemists established in the vicinity of the hospital, 
and would make emergencies difficult to handle. For 
emergencies there would seem to be no alternative to 
maintaining the normal dispensary. In which case the 
dispensary might as well perform its normal function 
and provide all the medicines free! 

Just how the problem will be solved I de not know, 
but official pharmacy will strive hard to prevent any 
further infringements of its already fast vanishing pre- 
rogatives. 

Pharmacy Board Fiections. 


The Pharmacy Board elections will be held this year, 
and doubtless the electorate will want to know just how 
the future Board will react to the present difficulties. 
Of the members of the Board, six are elected by the 
general body of the pharmaceutical profession, and four 
members are nominated by the Minister, two being 
representatives of chemists and druggists and one re- 
presenting the teaching institutions—the final one being 
Deputy Secretary for Health, as a kind of observer. 

The Pharmaceutical Society, at its recent general 
meeting, came to the conclusion that the Board ought to 
be enlarged since the number of chemists has increased. 
The official notice calling the election shows that the 
number of members has not increased. Since the Board 
assumes office for a period of five years, it will be some 
time before the possibility of an increase comes again. 


Native Magic. 

In the news at present is the prosecution of a native 
herbalist. The Medical, Dental and Pharmacy Acts 
restricts the manufacture of medicines for human use 
to the chemist and druggist. Startling is the fact that 
there is a large trade in what is described as Sonda- 
wane Fat and Sondawane Skin. This is an animal the 
body of which consumed, confers upon the consumer 
the qualities of bravery and strength. Strange as it 
may seem there is no such animal, never has been, save 
in the mind of the buyer and the imagination of the 
seller. 

Whether the ethics of selling such products are any 
worse than those of many a chemist is a moot point. 
So far there has never been any suggestion of a code 
of ethics for advertising pharmaceutical products. The 
possibility of creating one is rendered difficult by the 
fact that a great many proprietaries are marketed by 
people who are not chemists, and whose only interest 
lies in the profit to be made in selling proprietaries. 
However, the adverts published by many a chemist 
leave a nasty taste in the mouth of those of us who have 
a few ethics and a little conscience. 


New Factory 
Amongst the new ventures in South Africa is the 
establishment of a factory in Durban for the manufac- 
ture of Elastoplast dressings. The new factory of Allen 


& Hanbury, in Durban, was recently severely damaged 
by fire. It will be some six months before it is rebuilt. 


New Minister 

Since beginning this letter, I learn of the apyoint- 
ment of the new Minister of Health.. Dr. A. J. van 
Rhyn, Administrator of South West Africa, will take 
this portfolio as well as that of the Ministry of Mines 
Dr. A. J. van Rhyn is not a medical man, but a “pure” 
chemist, and has not at the moment a seat in Parlia- 
ment. 

Appointment in Swaziland. 

An advertisement in the current issue of the S.A 
“Pharmaceutical Journal,” seeks a_  dispenser-store 
keeper-radiographer for Swaziland. Swaziland is a 
native protectorate entirely isolated within S. Africa, 
and still administered by the British Government. The 
salary offered is £840, plus £132 C.O.L.A., and the Swazi 
land Government is not likely to find the paragon they 
seek in the Union—not at that price! 


The Register of Chemists 
The S.A. Pharmacy Board reports that at the moment 
there are 2376 chemists on the Register, and 548 ap- 
prentices. With some 1495 pharmacies in the Union, 
the latter figure shows that a large number of pharma- 
cists are neglecting their duty in not training appren- 
tices.

Looking for a few things which might interest my 
confreres in Australia, I came across an advertisement 
of a chemist’s shop for sale. Established for 8 years, 
the figures quoted “in extenso” are:

General Smuts’ Home 

A strange but interesting ceremony took place in 
Johannesburg recently, when Mrs. Smuts, widow of the 
late Field Marshal Smuts, Prime Minister of South 
Africa, unveiled a plaque to commemorate the fact 
that the chemist’s shop bearing the plaque is built on 
the site of the Smuts’ first home in that city. This home 
was first occupied by the future Prime Minister and his 
wife in 1897, and it is symptomatic of our time that 
where a modest home once stood—a 12-storey building 
now houses a pharmaceutical enterprise grown from 
small roots. 

The New Three Year Course 

Recently under discussion in the Union is the sylla- 
bus for the new three year qualification. It would 
be simple to follow blindly the British lead and copy 
the British Ph.C., but conditions in South Africa, as in 
Australasia, are different to those in Great Britain. 

It will be accepted that chemistry and physics must 
be two of the subjects of the first examination, as at 
present. Whether botany and zoology should be the 
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other two or whether they should be telescoped int: 
biology and the subject of mathematics introduced 
one point which must be well considered. 

In the second year, pharmacy, pharmacogno 
pharmaceutical chemistry, pharmacy law and physio 
logy are the usual subjects, but constitute a rathe 
heavy study load, rather more than is carried by thi 
average degree student. In fact, it becomes abundantly 
clear that in considering the extension of the cours¢ 
to three years it is easy enough to stretch it to four! 

The third year presents some difficulty, it is simpl 
enough to include enough chemistry to make the quali 
fication the equivalent of a degree in chemistry, ex 
tending it with pharmaceutical chemistry and perhap 
pharmacognosy, but is this what is required? For my 
own part I would sooner see a course of advanced 
pharmacy added, to include a series of lectures and 
practicals on “Formulation.” This would deal with the¢ 
multifarious problems of preparing and packing rem¢ 
dies, right down to considering the composition of the 
closure and the gum on the label! 

This would fit a pharmacist for the many jobs in 
manufactories, for South Africa, like Australia, ha 
many factories manufacturing for overseas houses. It 
would also, of course, fit him for retail life, since every 
pharmacist likes to prepare at least one remedy of h 
own. 

New remedies could occupy a great deal of this third 
year course, much of this is now included in pharma 
cology and physiology, but it is questionable whethe: 
a pharmacist should acquire too much knowledge of 
pharmacology, if the knowledge is to increase hi 
counter prescribing propensities. 

Nevertheless he should certainly acquire enough 
knowledge of the newer remedies to cause the docto: 
to turn to him for his information. If this type of 
association develops it will not be long before the 
doctor gives up voluntarily his dispensing.

Market Report 





LONDON MARKET REPORT. 
October 9, 1953. 


During the past month there have been few important 
changes in the drug market. 

Ergot has continued to fluctuate from day to day, 
but the peak appears to have been passed. The present 
price in London is 25/- per lb. and 21/- to 22/- for 
shipment. 

Ipecacuanha is still moving upwards. The current 
rates per lb. are: Colombian, spot, 52/6 and c.i.f., 47/-; 
Nicaraguan, spot, 57/6 and c.i.f., 54/-. Matto Grosso 
is no longer offered in London. 

Cascara bark is dearer for shipment at 245/- per cwt., 
but spot rates are unchanged at 290/- for this year’s 
bark and 315/- for 1951. 

It is difficult to obtain forward offers of buchu leaves. 
Spot rates are steady at 2/- per lb. 

The forward position of Italian squill is obscure, and 
holders have marked up their rates to 60/- per cwt. 

Vera Cruz jalap is dearer at 3/6 per lb. for material 
containing 11.2 per cent. resin. 

Among the pharmaceutical gums, tragacanth has been 
reduced to the following rates per cwt.: First quality, 
select ribbon, £110-£115; second quality, £90-£95; third 
quality, £72-£77; fourth quality, £50-£55. Other rates 
are: Pale to yellow, £40-£43; yellow leaf, £25-£28; 
brownish, £15-£20; “hoggy,” £10-£15; and siftings, £8-£10. 

Florentine orris root has gone up to 160/- per cwt. 

Some Zanzibar cloves are reported as afloat and are 
worth 6/6 per lb.; spot are unchanged at 8/6 and ship- 
ment at 5/3 per Ib. 

African ginger has fallen to 85/- to 90/- per cwt. on 
the spot and 81/- c.i.f. The Jamaican variety is 105/- 
and 97/6 per cwt. c.i.f. 
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Cardamons are fractionally easier. 

There has been no improvement in the turmeric 
situation. 

Chinese menthol is scarcer here, and holders ask 
from 36/- to 38/- per lb. for duty paid material; the 
replacement value is around 31/6 per lb. 

Shellac has dropped by 30/- per cwt. within the last 
few weeks. The present price is 240/- per cwt. for T.N. 

On the whole, essential oils have been firm. 

Eucalyptus has gone up to fully 5/3 per lb., and 
aniseed is now 6/- per lb. 

Hand-pressed Sicilian lemon oil is worth 49/- per lb. 
and 45/- per Ib. c.i.f. 

Peppermint is weak. Sales of Chinese have been 
made at 23/- per lb., and shipment rates are 21/-. 

The only important change in pharmaceutical and fine 
chemicals has been a reduction in mercurials. The new 
rates per Ib. in 7-lb. quantities are: Ammoniated 
mercury, 21/9; mercuric perchloride, lump, 20/3; 
powder, 19/11; calomel, 22/3; red and yellow oxides, 
22/9. 

Slight adjustments have been made in heavy mag- 
nesium carbonate.

EXPERIMENTS IN PEST CONTROL 


Flies in Wintertime. 








Experiments in the control of blowflies in refuse 
which have been carried out during the past year by 
the Pest Infestation Research Board of the Department 
of Scientific and Industrial Research have shown that, 
although synthetic insecticides have prevented blowflies 
from emerging, an instance has been discovered of the 
flies developing an immunity. This is now entailing a 
reversion to the pyrethrum mixtures. 


The board’s report for 1952, published on July 8, 
1953 (Stationery Office, London, 2/-), states that at a 
railway siding in north London, where refuse is col- 
lected and sorted, it was estimated that at the height 
of the season there were about 25 million blowfly grubs 
in 15,000 square feet of ground covered by the tracks. 
Normally, more than 108,000 blowflies a day would 
have emerged from the area, but the ground was treated 
with insecticides and for a total cost of about £100 the 
local borough council was able virtually to prevent 
any blowflies from emerging during 1952. By feeding 
some blowflies on a radioactive phosphorus salt and 
releasing them from a refuse depot in Islington, it was 
also discovered, by placing traps over a radius of two 
miles, that the flies covered at least a mile a day. They 


were found in shops, canteens, factories, hospitals, etc., 
and all the trapped flies that were examined carried 
food-poisoning organisms. 

The discovery of a group of flies heavily resistant to 
DDT and BHC insecticides was made after the prepara 
tion of the present report. It is said to be the first 
authentic case in this country and occurred in flies 
on a rural open-air tip. By alternating between syn 
thetic insecticides and pyrethrum mixtures at about 
each life-cycle period, it is hoped to achieve the same 
measure of control. 

A second discovery made recently seems to answet 
the poser of where flies get to in the wintertime. It 
has been found that a band of warm air always present 
up to 6 in. above a refuse tip enables flies to breed 
and complete their life-cycles throughout the winter 
Their lifetime is at least a month.—Reprinted from “The 
Times,” London, July 9, 1953.

TASMANIA NOT A CLEARING HOUSE FOR DRUG 
TRAFFIC 


The Collector of Customs, Mr. L. P. Reilly, was 
reported on September 9 to have stated that his Depart- 
ment had carried out investigations and that these 
revealed no evidence that Tasmania was a clearing 
house for drug traffic to the mainland. 

Mr. Reilly was commenting on allegations that Tas- 
mania was engaged in large-scale smuggling trans- 
actions with other States. He said inquiries had failed 
to substantiate evidence suggesting that opium and 
other drugs were being landed in Tasmania in quan’ ity 
and forwarded by ordinary mail channels to mainland 
buyers, 


AMENDMENTS OF THE NATIONAL HEALTH 
(MEDICINES FOR PENSIONERS) REGULATIONS. 


1. These Regulations shall come into operation on 
the first day of September, 1953. 

2. Regulation 5 of the National Health (Medicines 
for Pensioners) Regulations is amended by adding at 
the end of sub-regulation (1) the following definition:

Mr. Bostock further asked why the Government 
discontinued the wastage allowance to chemists in 
tion to sulpha drugs. 

The following reply was given by Mr. Townley 
Minister for Health: 

“The flat rate system in respect of prescription 
pensioners was arrived at some time ago by mut 
agreement between the Pharmaceutical Service G 
of Australia and the Government, but it was not 
factory. Indeed, no flat rate system of dispensing 
ever proved satisfactory, and the Government fre 
recognises that fact For that reason, at the end 
last year, discussions were held with the Guild 
the object of formulating some other approach to 
pricing, dispensing, and so on, of prescriptions prepa 
under the pensioners’ medical scheme. The outco: 
of those discussions was that a new scheme was p 
posed. Briefly, it meant that as many prescriptior 
possible should be pre-priced by officers of the Dey 
ment of Health and that the balance, which could 1 
be pre-priced, should be priced by the chemists th. 
selves. On the 2nd April last the Guild wrote to 
Government and asked if it would put this new scl 
into operation as soon as possible. The request 
made for the obvious reason that chemists were lk 
money under the flat rate scheme. On the 17th J) 
last we wrote to the Guild, stating that we were | 
pared to put this scheme into operation and that it co 
operate from the Ist September! However, at t 
stage the chemists indicated that they were no lon 
in favour of it. This matter is the subject of neg 
tions at the present time. It is not correct to say 
there is no wastage table for sulpha drugs. Sul; 
diazine and another drug, known as mixed sulph 
mides, sell at a high rate. From memory, sulphadi: 
represents approximately 15 per cent. of all tablet 
are dispensed, whereas the sulphonamides represent

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approximately 21 per cent. For that reason, the Govern- 
ment is of the opinion, and I think reasonably, that as 
these tablets have such a high velocity, they should be 
ubject not to the wastage table that applies to tablets 
sold in tens and dozens, but to a special table. Sulpha- 
diazine has been under that special wastage table ever 
since last year. The Government now proposes that, as 
the mixed sulphonamides have reached a velocity of 
approximately 20 per cent., they also should come under 
a special wastage table, but not the one that applies 
to the smaller quantities of tablets. When honorable 
members appreciate that 65,000,000 of these sulpha tab- 
lets are dispensed annually, they will see that it is 
necessary for the Government to examine the position 
very carefully in order to avoid unnecessary expendi- 
ture of the taxpayers’ money. The Government is will- 
ing, and always has been willing, to discuss these 
matters at any time with the Pharmaceutical Service 
Guild of Australia.” 


HEPARIN. 


Senator Amour, through Senator Aylett, asked the 
Minister for Repatriation, upon notice on September 9, 
whether it was a fact that doctors in New South Wales 
had been requested by the Repatriation Department 
not to use Heparin, which was reported to be benefi- 
cial in heart cases, and was listed as a free drug by 
the Department of Health. 

Senator Cooper furnished the following answe1 
which had been supplied by the Minister for Health: 

‘l. Heparin is beneficial in some forms of heart 
rouble, but its beneficial effects are considered to be 
restricted to the acute phases, little or no beneficial 
ffects accruing from continued use. Heparin is listed 

a free drug by the Department of Health. 

2. No. In an isolated case it came to the notice of 


Department that a Repatriation local medical officer 
rdered on the requisite prescription form for a depart- 
nental patient heparin for about six month As thi 
prolonged use of the drug did not conform with the 
methods proved by experience generally and at the 
Repatriation General Hospital, Concord, the Repatria- 
tion local medical officer was informed that, at thi 
hospital, heparin was prescribed only in the acute 
phases of the coronary disease, and then for only about 
18 hours, intravenously, followed by dicumerol.” 


POLIOMYELITIS. 


Question in Parliament Concerning Use of 
Gammaglobulin. 


On September 10, Senator O’Byrne asked the follow 
ng question in the Senate: 

Is the Minister representing the Minister for Health 
vare that the new wonder drug gammablobulin ha 
achieved very satisfactory results in the prevention of 
poliomyelitis in the United States of America, and that 
the injection of gammaglobulin in the use of school 
hildren is becoming a widespread practice in that 
yuuntry? Are the Commonwealth Serum Laboratori 
anufacturing this wonder drug? Will the Minister 
nform the Senate of the practicability of such injection 

eing made available for Australian children?” 
Replying on September 16, Senator Cooper said 
Minister acting for the Minister of Health had furnished 
e following information: 
Gammaglobulin is not a drug but is a protein asso 
ated with immunity extracted from whole blood by 
process of fractionation. Installation of a fractiona 
n plant at the Commonwealth Serum Laboratories 
proceeding The practical value of gammaglobulin 
an agent for mass immunisation against poliomyeliti 
ist not be overestimated In the United States of 
{merica’ it was found to confer significant but not 
mplete protection for a period only of five week 
There is a possibility that the transient protection con 
rred by gammoglobulin during an epidemic may 
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prevent the development of active and enduring im- 
munity by natural means. 

“To provide the gammaglobulin required for the 
temporary immunisation of all children in Australia, 
some 2,500,000 bleedings of whole blood from donors 
would be necessary. The total Red Cross bleedings for 
all purposes in Australia last year were approximately 
150,000. It will be evident that mass protection by 
gammaglobulin is not a practicable method of prevent- 
ing poliomyelitis. With this in mind, authorities in the 
United States of America have recommended that 
gammaglobulin be reserved for protection against 
measles and infective hepatitis and that means for 
immunisation against poliomyelitis be sought in the 
development of a safe and effectual vaccine. Methods 
of producing a suitable vaccine have not yet been 
devised, but in order that the Commonwealth Serum 
Laboratories may be fully informed in the technique 
of poliomyelitis vaccine production, the Commonwealth 
last vear detached a medical officer from the staff of 
the Commonwealth Serum Laboratories to undertake 
in the United States of America two years’ study of 
research and production techniques.” 


IMPORTATION OF DRUGS. 
Departmental Overlap. 

Senator Robertson, in the Senate on September 16, 
asked the Minister for Trade and Customs if he could 
say whether control over the entry of drugs into Au 
tralia was divided between his Department and the 
Department of Health. 

If that were so, he asked, would not such dual 
control be liable to cause error? 

He asked if the Minister would investigate the pos 
sibilities of establishing a narcotics bureau to be staffed 
by trained personnel and to be the responsible autho- 
rity. 

In his reply, Senator O’Sullivan admitted that there 
was a certain amount of dual control. The Department 
of Trade and Customs issued licences for specific drug 
at the request of the Department of Health, but actual 
entry of the drugs was controlled by Trade and 
Customs

Mr. Greig said this Council had really never 
discussed the matter as far as restriction of advertising 
was concerned. He pointed out that the resolutions of 
the Sydney Conference would be published in the 
September Journal, and he thought it would be advis- 
able for members of the Council to discuss the matter 
after perusing the discussion thereon at the Conference. 

Mr. Greig moved that this matter be deferred until 
next meeting. Seconded by Mr. Williams. Carried. 

(2) Attaching copy of letter received from the Phar- 
macy Board of South Australia, concerning the resolu- 
tion passed at the Brisbane meeting of the Association, 
urging that the use of red colouring on labels on con- 
tainers of non-poisonous substances should be dis- 
couraged. After discussion it was agreed that this 
matter be held over until next meeting, so that further 
enquiries could be made. 

(3) Advising the next meeting of Section “O” for the 
Advancement of Science will be held in Canberra in 
January, 1954. Enquiring if any Queenslanders will 
be attending this meeting. 

Mr. Greig moved that no official representation be 
sent from this Society and that the Pharmaceutical 
Association be advised that as far as can be ascertained, 
no one will be attending from Queensland. Seconded 
by Mr. McCaskie. Carried. 

From “The Australasian Journal of Pharmacy,” en- 
quiring if it would be possible to assist in extending 
the subscription list for the Prescription Proprietaries 
Card Service. Specimen cards had been forwarded to 
the office, so that when opportunity arose, the type of 
service offered could be shown. Also, if any visits 
are made to country centres, the cards could be shown 
to country members. Members said these cards were 
certainly an asset for the information they provided, 
and wherever possible they would be happy to assist 
in extending the subscription list. 

From Mr. K. G. Attiwill, advising that the Thera- 
peutic Substances Bill is expected to be introduced in 
the House of Representatives shortly. Pointing out 
that this Bill is designed to stamp out the ‘“back-yarder” 
from the drug industry and also to stop the importation 
of sub-standard drugs into Australia. Advising that 
he will obtain copies of the Bill as soon as possible. 
Noted

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vapour, spray or dust, or absorbed through the skin. 
Although it was a dangerous preparation to handle, it 
could be purchased without restriction by the general 
public. He felt that the Council would be lacking in 
its duty if it did not take the matter up with the Health 
Department. The antidote for treatment recommended 
that a doctor’s prescription be obtained for an emer- 
gency supply of six atropine tablets. 

Other members said it appeared to be quite an easy 
matter to obtain this insecticide, which was frequently 
recommended, and they were concerned with its ready 
availability to the public. 

After discussion, Mr. Greig moved that a letter be 
written to the State Health Department, advising that 
the Society’s attention had been drawn to the easy 
availability to the public of E605 which, if not used 
with the greatest of care can have serious consequences. 
In view of the dangers of this insecticide to the public 
and the antidote specified on the bottle, requesting that 
the Government take action to restrict the sale of such 
preparations, to ensure the safety ‘of the public gene- 
rally. Seconded by Mr. Williams. Carried. 

Thanks to the Retiring President, Mr. Greig.—The 
President said he would like to say “thank you” to Mr. 
Greig for his services to the Council during the past 
four years when he was Presiient. Mr. Greig had 
generously given of his time and services to further 
the interests of the Council and the Society, and he had 
much pleasure in moving that a vote of thanks to Mr. 
Greig for the services he had rendered to the Council 
be recorded in the minutes. 

Mr. McCaskie said he had much pleasure in second- 
ing the vote of thanks. He did not think that many 
members, apart from the Council, realised how much 
work Mr. Greig had performed for the Society. He 
hoped that Mr. Greig would be associated with the 
Council for many years to come. 

Mr. Williams endorsed the remarks of the previous 
speakers and said he hoped that the Council would 
have the services of Mr. Greig for many more years. 

Miss Chalmers said she would like to thank Mr. Greig 
on behalf of the Women Pharmacists’ Association for 
his ready assistance at all times. Mr. Greig had 
recently been a tower of strength in the remodelling 
of the Women Pharmacists’ Constitution, and they 
appreciated the assistance so readily given at all times. 

Mr. Gardner said he would like to add his word of 
appreciation for the work Mr. Greig had undertaken 
on behalf of the Society. 

On being put to the meeting, the motion was carried 
by acclamation. 

In reply, Mr. Greig said it was very kind of members 
to express their views as they had done. Anything 
he had done during the past four years for the Society 
had been a pleasure. He felt it was not the prerogative 
of any one person to stay in office too long. Mr. Martin 
was kind enough to act as President during his absence 
overseas. Mr. Greig said it was his good fortune to be 
President of the Society during the conference in Bris- 
bane in 1951. He could assure members of the Council 
that it was his hope that he would be a member of 
the Council for some time, and that he would be only 
too happy and willing to assist at any time. 

Mr. Greig said he felt that Pharmacists, not only in 
this State, but all over Australia, little realised the 
value of the Council. They took very little interest in 
it, but it was the Societies, not only in Australia, but 
all over the world which were the first organisations 
in pharmacy to set a professional and ethical standard 
which continues today.

The State Branch Committee of the Queensland 
Branch of the Guild met at Drysdales Chambers, Bris- 
bane, on October 15, at 8 p.m.

The President said it was his’ pleasure to welcome 
Mr. Duffield, of Townsville, who was Chairman of the 
Zone in that Centre. He trusted that Mr. Duffield’s 
visit to the committee meeting would prove enjoyable 
and interesting. 

In passing, Mr. Lenehan said he felt sure that all 
members of the committee would be very pleased to 
know that apparently agreement had been reached with 
the Government over P.M.S. Dispensing because the 
Federal delegate had received a telegram conveying 
information which was most encouraging. 

Visit to Chief Inspector, Factories and Shops.—Mr. 
Ienehan reported that inspectors of the Department 
have been calling on chemists in the city and suburbs, 
and from reports to hand from members, it was learnt 
that some inspectors had been giving various rulings 
such as not allowing Heinz baby foods, Horlicks malted 
milk, razor blades, films, to be displayed. When these 
reports came to hand from members, he felt that he 
should visit the Chief Inspector and ascertain the true 
position. Mr. Lenehan said Mr. Bennett, the Chief 
Inspector, informed him that it was quite in order for 
pharmacists to display Heinz baby foods, Horlicks 
malted milk, razor blades and films. 

New Patents and Toiletries List.—The Secretary re- 
ported that advice had been received from N.S.W. 
Intimating that the new list would be available at 
the end of Octeber, instead of earlier as was proposed, 
so that as many prices with the new revised sales tax 
could be included, thus obviating as much correction 
as possible when the list is printed. 

New Tablet Price List.——Mr. Chater reported that he 
had compiled new prices for the Tablet List, also up-to- 
date prices covering complete dispensed prices for 
A.P.F. preparations and Liquid Ethicals. The list was 
now in the printers’ hands and should be available in 
a few weeks’ time. The President thanked Mr. Chater 
for the excellent work he had done in compiling these 
complete dispensed prices. 

Medical Benefits Fund.—The Secretary reported that, 
following Mr. Jessen’s statement in Parliament con- 
cerning apathy being shown by chemists respecting 
Medical Benefits, a country member had written, point- 
ing out that some of the claims made by Mr. Jessen 
are correct in many respects, particularly concerning 
the supply of claim forms. The member said he had 
personally called at the office in Brisbane for a supply 
of claim forms, only to be told that it was too expensive 
to have these forms lying about with all agents, and 
that clients wishing to make a claim would have to 
write to the office when claims were required, 

The Secretary advised that she had written to the 
Manager of the Medical Benefits Fund, bringing this 
matter to his notice and requesting that all country 
members be supplied with a quantity of claim forms. 
She had also drawn attention to the fact that reminders 
being sent to subscribers concerning renewal of pay- 
ments made no mention of payment being made to the 
local chemist-agent and she enquired if in future it 
would be possible to include on such notices and on 
all advertisements the words “pay your subscription 
to your local chemist.” 

In reply, Mr. Allison advised that all chemists 
throughout the State had been issued with a statutory 
demand form, and on their forwarding this form, stat 
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ing their requirements, his office would supply 
needs as promptly as possible. 

Concerning the reminder notices for renewal of pre 
miums, Mr. Allison advised that as they were to receiv 
a fresh supply of reminder notices from the print 
they had added the words “pay your contribution 
your local Chemist.” 

The Secretary said she proposed to submit anoth: 
communication which had been received from a countr) 
member. To his letter, the member attached a circula 
which had been distributed by the Medical Benefit 
Fund to suppliers of a Co-operative Dairy Associatior 
urging suppliers to authorise the association to deduct 
from the monthly cream cheques, Medical Benefit Fund 
contributions. Many country towns where there ars 
chemists in business are serviced by this Co-operative 
Dairy Association. The member pointed out that he 
has diligently promoted the sale of Medical Benefit 
Insurance and has advised and assisted clients con 
cerning the insurance to be taken out and in completins 
claim forms. About 60 per cent. of the population ir 
his neighbourhood could be regarded as dependant 
of cream suppliers to the factory mentioned. As agent 
he and other chemists would be deprived of 60 per cent 
of their scope for insurance business, but still required 
to be the fund of information and advice that the 
were at present. 

After discussion, it was agreed that a copy of thi 
communication should be taken up with the Manage: 
of the Fund, for his comments thereon. If found nece 
sary, representation should also be made to the Con 
mittee of Management. 

Prices of Colgate Products.—Mr. Delahunty reported 
that he had had an interview with Mr. Langley, Genera! 
Manager of Colgates, who had promised that his con 
pany would do all it could to curb price-cutting in 
this State 

Mr. Delahunty also reported that he had represented 
the President at the broadcasts to present third prize 
in Australia to Mr. G. Gardner, of Rutter’s Phar 
macy, for the display competition sponsored by Colgaté 
Palmolive. Mr. Delahunty said he was invited to say 
a few words in the broadcast and in doing so he had 
brought in about the service provided by the Guild 
Family Chemist. 

The President thanked Mr. Delahunty for his report 
and also for having represented the Guild at the pr« 
sentation function.

It dealt with the pay- 
ment of an after-hour fee for “urgent” medicine. The 
clause did not clearly stipulate if the patient had to 
pay the fee, or if the chemist added it to his account 
for payment by the Repatriation Commission. Afte: 
discussion, the Secretary was requested to write to the 
Federal Secretary for clarification on that point. 

Federal Director, Pharmaceutical Relations Secre- 
tariat, advising re Therapeutic Substances Bill.  In- 
formation noted. 

Federal Merchandising Manager (1) Forwarding copy 
of communication received from the managing director 
of Colgate-Palmolive Pty.

Under no circumstances would they charge 
the Guild for publicity in “Idle Moments.” If they 
could stimulate sales of the lines featured, they would 
consider themselves amply repaid. 

The Secretary reported that she had written to Mr 
O’Brien, the Editor, expressing the thanks of the 
committee for their kind and generous gesture. 

Report by Federal Delegate.—Mr. Martin, as Federal 
Delegate, reported on the correspondence which had 
been received in connection with negotiations with 
the Government for future dispensing for pensioners 
under the Medical Service and for Pharmaceutical 
Benefits. He also reported that during the month the 
Federal Council had been called to Canberra by Mr. 
Athol Townley, who was acting Minister for Health 
during the absence of Sir Earle Page. 

As Sir Earle Page did not resume duty until Septem- 
ber 30, the Negotiating Committee was meeting him 
on that day and it was felt that he should be given a 
week’s grace so that he could pick up the threads of 
proceedings during his absence. 

Mr. Martin said he was very pleased to report that 
he had now received a telegram advising that the basic 
terms of agreement with the Minister was: Payment to 
chemist will be calculated upon the Guild price struc- 
ture, less a discount of 8-1/3 per cent. A committee 
comprising three Guild delegates and three from the 
Commonwealth Health Department will confer to arrive 
at basie wholesale price of drugs used in compounding, 
containers, etc., so that the dispensed price can be 
computed. Wholesale and dispensed price of drugs 
will be listed and will be the Dispensing Drug Tariff 
for private and Government use throughout the Com- 
monwealth. It was hoped to complete details so that 
the new arrangement would apply to prescriptions 
lispensed from October 1. 

Mr. Martin said he felt certain that all members 
hould be very satisfied at the achievement of the 
Negotiating Committee. It was certainly a most suc- 
cessful culmination to negotiations with the Govern- 
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ment and the Negotiating Committee was to be 
congratulated. 

The President and other members praised the work 
of the Federal President and others who were asso- 
ciated with him in successfully negotiating with the 
Government. The President said on behalf of the 
committee he would send a telegram to Mr. Scott, 
expressing Queensland’s appreciation of the success 
attending the efforts of the Negotiating Committee. 

P.M.S. Ready-Mixed Preparations.—The attention of 
the meeting was drawn to some manufacturers who 
were submitting to chemists samples of ready-mixed 
mixtures coming within the scope of the P.M.S. Formu- 
lary. It was pointed out that this practice was contrary 
to the Regulations, and the Chief Pharmacist had 
warned that any chemist found handing out these pre- 
parations on a P.M.S. prescription would not be paid for 
same. 

Advertising for Hearing Aids.——-Mr. Munro drew 
attention to the extensive advertising campaign being 
undertaken at the present time in this State for hearing 
aids. The Secretary was requested to pass this informa- 
tion on tc the Federal Merchandising Manager.

HAZARDS IN THE HOME 

Many Poison Cases Among Children.—Admissions t 
the Adelaide Children’s Hospital for the 12 month 
ended July. 31, included 285 cases of children who 
swallowed Kerosene or other poisons. Two of th 
children died. 

Figures recently released by the Medical Superinten 
dent show that 99 children swallowed Kerosene, the 
most common poison taken. The two deaths resulted 
from Arsenic poisoning. 

Other poisons swallowed by young children ranged 
from Poinciana seeds and furniture polish, to Strych 
nine, Sulphuric Acid and white ant exterminator 

Turpentine and weed-killer were next to Kerosen 
on the list of poisons most frequently swallowed. 

A hospital official gong 4 issued a warning to 
parents to keep poisons and Kerosene out of the reach 
of young children, and warned against keeping Kero 
sene in cool drink bottles, as children mistook the 
colourless liquid for lemonade. 

Poisonous Disinfectants.—Geoffrey Skewes, 2, of 
Woodville West, and his sister Caroline, and Mary 
Harvey (19 months), of Everard Park, were all admit 
ted to Adelaide Children’s Hospital after swallowing 
poisonous disinfectants at their homes. 

Lysol.—Michael Wilson, 12 months, of Gilles street 
City, was admitted to Adelaide Children’s Hospital afte: 
having swallowed about one tablespoonful of Lysol! 

Spirits of Salt.—-Christopher John Davies, 3, of 
Brighton, was admitted to Adelaide Children’s Hos 
pital after drinking commercial Hydrochloric Acid. 

Eucalyptus Oil.—Robert Walker, 2} years, of Nor- 
wood, was admitted to Adelaide Children’s Hospital 
after he had swallowed Eucalyptus Oil at his home 
His condition later was reported as satisfactory. 

Kerosene.—Four children have recently been admit 
ted to South Australian hospitals after swallowing 
Kerosene. One child, of Coonwarra, was taken to 
Penola District Hospital, while the other three were 
admitted to Adelaide Children’s Hospital.

The Pharmacy Board of Tasmania met at 85 Eliza- 
beth Street, Hobart, on October 14, at 8 p.m. 

Present.—Messrs. H. H. Pearce (Chairman), T. A 
Stephens, D. R. Crisp, E. H. Shield, J. M. Beaumont, 
F. H. Cartledge, A. G. Gould, and the Registrar. 

Pharmaceutical Register.—Harold Sidney Kelly: Cer- 
tificate of Identity was received from the Pharmacy 
Board of Victoria, and registration was approved. 

Indentures.—Suzanne Gladys Tatlow to Robert Martin 
Boland. Qualifications having previously been ap- 
proved, the indentures were received and registration 
was approved. 

Albert Gideon Jacob: Indentures were returned by 
Mr. E. H. Shield, stating that they were to be cancelled 
by mutual consent. It was decided that the parent, 
Mr. Erich Jacob, be asked for his written approval of 
the cancellation. 

Apprentices.—Note books which had been checked 
by Dr. Burgin and considered satisfactory were pre- 
sented from K. Caelli, Miss M. Wallace, Miss M. Purdon;

Antihistaminic Drugs for Motion Sickness: After dis- 
cussing these drugs, the following motion moved by 
Mr. Gould, seconded by Mr. Cartledge, was carried 
“That the 8: chlorotheophylline derivatives of antihis- 
taminic drugs for motion sickness be specifically re- 
moved from control in the consolidation of the Poisons 
Regulations. 

Consolidation of Poisons Regulations: The draft Con- 
solidation received from the Chief Secretary, having 
been checked in detail by the Sub-Committee, was 
received and all proposed corrections and alterations 
considered in detail and approved. 

Red Colouring in Dispensing Labels: After considering 
a letter from the Pharmacy Board of South Australia 
and from Mr. Kent regarding the implementation of 
a resolution from the 1951 Brisbane Conference dealing 
with the restricting of the use of red colouring of labels 
to poisonous substances, the meeting decided that a 
circular be forwarded to all members requesting that 
they should not use red labels for dispensed internal 
preparations.

DEATH FROM CHLORAL HYDRATE. 


The District Coroner, Mr. H. L. Pelham, at an inquest 
on September 17 at Lismore, found that John Harry 
Barnes, of Goonellabah, died from poisoning by chloral 
hydrate wilfully administered by himself. 

Dr. John Leslie Roberts, Government Medical Officer, 
who conducted an examination, said it seemed that 
Barnes had taken 1/3 of a bottle of 8 oz. of a mixture 
which would contain sufficient chloral hydrate to cause 
death. Had he followed the instructions given by his 
doctor, the dose prescribed would not have been suffi- 
cient to cause death. Jarnes’ widow said that as far 
back as she could remember, he had been an inveterate 
taker of drugs. 


CHEMIST FINED FOR DIRTY PREMISES. 


Norman Thomas O’Brien, of Arden Street, Coogee 
proprietor of Korr’s Pharmacy, Botany Road, Alexan 
dria, was fined £10 on October 7 for having stored drugs 
in dirty premise Evidence was given by Alec Walter 
Morgan, an officer of the Board of Health, to the effect 
that he inspected the pharmacy on September 2 and 
found dispensary shelves and stock on them thickly 
coated with dust 

Jottles in a room were thickly coated with dust. In 
another part of the premises most of the floor wa 
covered by a jumbled heap of boxes, cartons, etc., drug 
in various containers, waste articles, and all dirty and 
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dusty.

He was informed that two wagon-loads of rubbish 
were removed and that it took a man a week to removs 
it from the rooms.

CRITICISM OF POISONS REGULATIONS. 
Following a meeting of Newcastle chemists on Octo 


ber 21, the Newcastle “Herald” reported comments 


concerning the new Poisons Act and Regulations in 
New South Wales. 

According to this report, the President of the Phar- 
maceutical Society of New South Wales, Mr. E. G. Hal! 
told the meeting of the Mid-Northern Pharmacist 
Association that the Pharmaceutical Society and th 
New South Wales Branch of the Guild were seeking 
correction of some anomalies was being prepared fo! 
legal opinion on certain aspects, and that a case for 
presentation to the Minister for Health so that publi 
safety could be preserved. 

The State President of the Guild, Mr. L. W. Smith 
said that the legislation was too hurried. As a mem 
ber of the Pharmacy Board for 16 years, he could say 
that some of the clauses were contentious. One sub 
stance mertioned in the Schedules was not knewn ti 
any of the leading pharmaceutical chemists in New 
South Wales. He added a warning that chemist 
whatever they did in handling thallium, should bs 
extremely careful; otherwise they might be in troubl 
He said, “Although we are not happy about the present 
position, don’t panic.”

RELIABILITY TRIAL WINNER ADDRESSES 
MEETING. 

According to his own statement, Mr. Ken Tubman, 
the Maitland chemist who, with Mr. John Marshall, 
won the recent Redex Reliability Trial, might well 
claim marathon records in more fields than one. 

In the course of a brief address at the annual meeting 
of the Mid-Northern Pharmacists’ Association in New- 
castle on October 21, Mr. Tubman related an incident 
at Kurri Kurri. In that town he addressed the Business 
Men’s Club. After half an hour he saw club members 
looking at their watches and asked, “Have you had 
enough?” They said, “Keep going.” He kept going 
for what he thought was about an hour and found 
that he had been speaking for exactly three hours, 
ten minutes! 

In his address to the Mid-Northern Zone chemists, 
Mr. Tubman said he had gained international notoriety 
as a result of the trial and had been televised in France 
and Great Britain. 

Mr.| L. W. Smith, who had just returned from a 
world tour, said he read about the trial in America. 

Mr. Tubman said he had not made up his mind 
whether he would take part in next year’s trial, for 
which 182 entries had asready been received. 


THALLIUM POISONING. 


In the Lunacy Court, Sydney, on October 14, a young 
woman, who had been under treatment at Manly Hos- 
pital for thallium poisoning was remanded for seven 
days for medical observation. A Manly chemist said 
the woman had bought three bottles of “Thall-rat.” 

Walter Lippiatte, a totally incapacitated pensioner, 
of Gladesville, died in a Concord Repatriation General 
Hospital recently. Thallium poisoning is suspected. 

Death Sentence for Thallium Poisoning.—At the 
Central Criminal Court, Sydney, on October 15, the 
jury took only twelve minutes to convict Mrs. Caroline 
Grills on a poisoning charge. The Crown had alleged 
six eases of poisoning with thallium. His Honour, Mr. 
Justice Brereton, said: “Thallium is a diabolical, in- 
human and cowardly weapon; its destroys its victims’ 
faculties, leads to blindness and possibly death.” Mrs. 
Grills was sentenced to death. 

Thallium Now Controlled.—‘‘Thallium and its salts” 
now appear on the First Part of Schedule One of the 
Poisons List established by regulation under the Poisons 
Act, 1952.

Mr. Smith said: “I suppose that I might interest you 
for ten minutes if I gave my impressions of pharmacy 
overseas. 

“In Great Britain you have company pharmacy 
strongly entrenched with Boots, Timothy White and the 
Co-ops. opening one pharmacy per week. 

“The retail shops in Great Britain want a ‘face-lift.’ 
Boots go in for travelling cases, toys, magazines, ani 
Timothy White’s sell hardware, which forms a large 
part of their business 

“Passing on to the Continent, the licensed pharmacies 
are passable, but in many cases old-fashioned. There 
is competition from the drug stores in Switzerland. The 
best pharmacies are in the bombed-out areas in Italy, 
where they have been rebuilt—Pisa, for example. 

“The ethical shops deal only in dispensing. In Canada 
it is difficult to find an ethical pharmacy, but there are 
hundreds of drug stores. The pharmacists wear a little 
badge on the lapel of their white coats. The drug stores 
earry all sorts of stock—magazines, liquor, hardware 
and many specialise in meals. Some even sell motor 
cars. , 

“I went down off Fifth Avenue, in Néw York, to take 
some pictures of pharmacies, but the windows were 
plastered with notices—“Eggs and Bacon”; “Soap cut 
today”; so I packed my camera and went back to the 
hotel—disgusted. Due to the intense cutting of the 
companies, the pharmacists have been compelled to 
carry all this type of stock. &

(a) Trade and Commerce, Planning and Publicity.—It 
was decided to call a meeting as soon as possible t 
elect a chairman. , : ' 

(b) Repatriation, Lodge and Hospital Dispensing.— 
Mr. Feller said that a Mr. Crane, of the Mechanics Medi- 
cal Scheme, had contacted him. The Scheme contained 
Hospital, Medical and Pharmaceutical Sections. To 
participate in the Medicine Scheme, the member must

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be a member of the first two sections. There was no 
limitation on membership, which was open to anybody 
in the State to join. There were 2,000 members at 
present. 

Mr. Crane wanted the Guild’s blessing to the proposal 
that Guild chemists should dispense for members. 
Payments to be made to the chemists in similar man- 
ner to the Cessnock Scheme at present in operation. 

The matter was referred to the Dispensing Sub- 
committee to discuss. 

(c) Pricing.—Report of meeting of Pricing Sub-com- 
mittee held on September 4, when there were present 
Messrs. K. E. Thomas (chairman), R. S. Leece, W. G. 
Sapsford, C. D. Bradford, A. E. Conolly and W. C. Coad. 
Pricing Officers’ Meeting, Sydney, August 13. 

(a) Suggested Deletions from the Dispensing Drug 
Tariff.—Mr. Thomas presented the list, which was com- 
posed of rarely used drugs, all of very little importance. 

Mr. Leece said that Caffeina Sodii Iodid. was pre- 
scribed up his way. 

Mr. Thomas said that Ol. Pini Sylvestris would be 
retained in the Tariff. 

Mr. Leece said that Liq. Opii Sed., Battley’s, was still 
prescribed. Albucid should be included in the Dispens- 
ing Drug Tariff. 

It was decided to approve the deletions with the 
exception of Caffeina Sodii Iodid., Liq. Opii Sed. Batt- 
ley’s and Ol. Pini Sylvestris. It was also decided to 
recommend that Albucid should be added to the Drug 
Tariff, also Sodium Fluoride. 

(b) Additions to the Dispensing Drug Tariff.—Con- 
cerning the proposed additions, Mr. Thomas said it was 
of no reasonable use to add Ung. Sulphanilamide A.P.F. 
to the Dispensing Drug Tariff. 

None of the items suggested in the agenda were added 
to the Dispensing Drug Tariff. 

(c) Listing of Certain Drugs in the Dispensing Drug 
Tariff—Terminology.—It was decided to adopt the phar- 
macopoeial names—Theophylline Aethlene Diamine. 
With Mercurochrome, the price would need to be 
altered. It was shown as 3/8 in the new list for Ath of 
an ounce. Concerning Ol. Amygd. Essential, it was 
decided to retain this nomenclature instead of Ol. 
Amyed. Volatile Pure. 

(d) Glycerine and Glycerine Compounds: Local Prac- 
tice of Supply by Measure or by Weight.—Mr. Thomas 
said there was a great deal of variation between the 
States. In New South Wales almost anything contain- 
ing the word Glycerine was sold by weight excepting 
Glycerine and Rosewater. 

(e) (1) Desirability of Including in the Drug Tariff 
Prices for Small Quantities of Ephedrine, Phenobarb. 
Alkaloids, Etc.—It was decided this would be unduly 
complicating the list. Also the grain price calculator 
had been issued from which prices could be ascer- 
tained. 

(e) (2) Sub-headings.—It was decided not to print 
sub-headings in the Drug Tariff in bold type. They 
could already be distinguished by the ditto marks. 

(f) Pricing of Fractional Quantities of a Grain for 
Expensive Drugs. For Example, Cocaine, Atropine.— 
Mr. Thomas said he had to agree with existing practice 
as published under Notes. in the Dispensing Drug 
Tariff. A chemist had to make up his triturate, and 
where it was not used frequently, by the time it was 
wanted again. it had to be thrown out. Charge to be 
made for the full grain in accordance with existing 
procedure. 

(g) Nixodital Tabs., Pentabs. Price for Listing in 
Prescription Proprietaries List.—_It was suggested that 
the standard mark-up should apply. It was mentioned 
that the firm concerned had probably agreed to a 
higher mark-up than the standard for Prescription 
Proprietaries 

Uniform Date for Issue for Price Lists.—Mr. Thoma: 
said it was desirable that price lists should be issued 
concurrently for the whole of Australia. The Pricing 
Officers’ Meeting decided to endeavour to arrange a 
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chedule for the issue of price lists. The tentative 
lates fixed were commencing on the first Saturday in 
February, thence every three months. 

It was decided that in future the lists should be pub- 
lished on the first Saturday in February and that fol- 

ywing lists be issued concurrently at intervals of 13 
WeEeKS., 

Production of Price Lists for New South Wales.—In 
view of the fact that a reduction of sales tax would con- 
iderably alter many prices in the Retail List, it was 
lecided to publish the Retail List on October 31, instead 
#f September 30. It was decided to produce the Pre- 
cription Proprietaries List on September 30. 

It was further decided to advise Western Australia 
and Queensland of the date of publication of the Retail 
List and also to draw attention of the decision of the 
Pricing Officers’ Conference, that price lists should 
commence each year on the first Saturday in February, 
and that publication of the Retail List on October 31 
would bring it into line with the Federal decision 

Dates of Issue of Quarterly Price Lists.—Already 
decided by the Pricing Officers’ Conference. 

Pricing Aids. 

(a) Instructions for Using Ready Reckoner.—On hand 
for distribution as soon as possi’sle. 

(b) Chart Showing Combined Dispensing Fee and 
Container Charge.—To be issued with the Bulletin as 
oon as possible. 

Chemicals Sold Over the Counter.—No progress could 
be made with the list until the Dispensing Drug Tariff 
was brought out. The responsibility of producing the 
list was confided in Mr. C. D. Bradford. List is to 
include Benedict’s Solution, Fehling’s Solutions 1 and 
2, Spirits of Salts, 4 oz., 8 oz., 16 oz., Ether, 1 0z., 2 0z., 
4 oz., Citric Acid and Tartaric Acid, 1 oz. and 2 oz., 
White Iodine 4 0z., 1 o0z., Dil. water, 2 oz. 

Concerning Argyrol, 5 per cent. and 10 per cent., 

oz. and 4 oz., Mr. Bradford was asked to examine 
it—extemporaneously prepared, cost plus 1/- plus con- 
tainer and distilled water. 

Mr. Thomas suggested bringing out a limited list in 
the first instance. 

Cortisone—Controls Now Lifted.—It was reported 
that controls had now been lifted in respect of Cor- 
tisone. 

Correspondence.—Queensland Branch, advising that 
drugs, chemicals and pharmaceutical prescriptions are 
now decontrolled in Queensland. Noted.

Mr. J. E. Clifton, Crookwell, drawing attention to 
freight charges on Spirits of Salts. 

Miss A. Burnet, concerning under charge on a pre- 
cription. 

The meeting of the Pricing Sub-committee termi- 
nated at 11 p.m. 

Calculating Machine.—Mr. Pinerua said that he had 
seen an electric calculating machine which would be 
of great service to the Guild in New South Wales.

FELTON’S FACTORY DAMAGED BY FIRE. 

Damage estimated at more than £40,000 was caused 
by a fire which occurred in the rear portion of the 
factory of Felton, Grimwade & Duerdins Pty. Ltd., 
Roslyn Street, West Melbourne, on Octover 9. 

Firemen fought the blaze for two hours before it 
was brought under control. They were successful in 
preventing the flames spreading to the front of the 
factory, where valuable equipment and highly inflam- 
mable chemicals were stored. The cause of the fire is 
unknown. 


GALEN SCHOLARSHIP. 

Some years ago Lodge Galen, of Free and Accepted 
Masons, No. 515 on the Register of the Grand Lodge of 
Victoria, established a scholarship at the Victorian 
College of Pharmacy, known as “The Galen Scholar- 
ship.” This scholarship is awarded every fourth year. 

The scholarship covers payment of all fees at the 
Victorian College of Pharmacy, and also cost of books 
and apparatus for the four years of the course. The 
next scholarship will be awarded in 1954. 

This scholarship is open to boys or girls over 16 
years of age, but who will not have attained the age 
of 18 years on December 31, 1953. Applicants must 
have passed the School Leaving Examination of the 
University of Melbourne in five subjects, including 
English, one subject from the languages and humanities 
group, and one subject from the science and mathe- 
matics group, or the preliminary examination of the 
Pharmacy Board of Victoria, and be sons or daughters 
of Freemasons. A pass at the matriculation examination 
(including one or more science subjects) will be an 
advantage. 

The selected applicant will be required to enter into 
articles of apprenticeship with a registered pharmaceu- 
tical chemist for four years, in accordance with the 
provisions of the Medical Act 1928, Part iii. 

Applications shall be on forms supplied on application 
and returnable to the Galen Scholarship Trustee Com- 
mittee, c/o the Secretary of Lodge Galen, Mr. F. S. 
Cottier, 68 Bourke Street, Melbourne, not later than 
January 26, 1954. 


PRICE CONTROL. 
Discrepancies Between New South Wales and 
Victorian Schedules. 

Sir Herbert Hyland, Gippsland South, through Mr. 
Buckingham, asked Mr. Scully, Honorary Minister in 
the Legislative Assembly, on September 15, what goods 
and services were price controlied in Victoria that were 
not price controlled in New South Wales and Queens- 
land.

NAME ERASED FROM PHARMACEUTICAL 
REGISTER 


At the meeting of the Pharmacy Board held on Octo 
ber 14, Miss Veronica Whelan, Pharmaceutical Chemist 
of Richmond, appeared before the Board on summon 
to show cause why her name should not be erased fron 
the Pharmaceutical Register. Mr. J. G. Norris, Q.C 
instructed by Mr. T. I. A. Forbes (instructing solicitor) 
and Mr. E. N. Bergere appeared for Miss Whelan, and 
the Board was assisted by Mr. W. O. Harris of Counse! 
instructed by Mr. A. Hunt of W. E. Pearcey & Ivey. 

The President, Mr. H. A. Braithwaite, stated that the 
Board had previously examined a record of proceeding 
in the Richmond Court on four charges resulting in the 
convictions concerning which the inquiry was held. He 
asked Counsel for Miss Whelan if there was anything 
in the transcript of the hearing to which he raised 
objection. 

Mr. Norris replied that at that stage and for the pu 
pose of the inquiry he raised no objection. He accepted 
the report as an accurate record of what had happened 

Mr. Harris, for the Board, said the proceedings took 
the form of a summons calling on Miss Whelan to show 
cause why her name should not be removed from the 
Pharmaceutical Register under the provisions of Section 
89 of the Medical Act 1928, Part III. The proceedings 
arose out of four convictions—all four offences under 
either the Poisons Act or the Dangerous Drugs Regula 
tions. 

The matter before the Board involved something 
more than merely taking the bare convictions into 
account. It was desirable for the Board to examine 
the surrounding circumstances to determine whether 
the offences warranted the striking of the name off the 
Register or not 

Mr. Harris pointed out that sub-section 5 of Section 
89 provided that “The Board shall not pursuant to this 
section erase or remove the name of any person from 
the Register by reason of any offence or conduct which 
either from its trivial nature or from the surrounding 
circumstances does not in the public interest disqualify 
a person from carrying on the business of a pharma 
ceutical chemist.” 

The Registrar of the Board then gave formal evi 
dence regarding the issue and service of the summons 
to Miss Whelan. He also read the certificates of con 
victions from the Clerk of Courts, Richmond, in rela 
tion to charges of selling a Specified Drug (Q.E.S.) 
without a prescription; sale of Lysol without the con 
tainer bearing the name and address of the seller; sale 
of Veganin without the container bearing the name and 
address of the seller; and sale of Methylated Spirit 
without indicating the name and address of the selle: 
on the label. 

The Registrar, under cross-examination, indicated 
that formal instructions had been given by the Board 
to take proceedings against Miss Whelan. and that the 
Board had also formally resolved that Miss Whelan be 
summoned to appear before the Board. 

Mr. Norris said it was his duty to take objection to 
the Board proceeding with the case. His submission 
was that the Board was disqualified on the ground of 
bias or interest from dealing with the matter. It was a 
fundamental principle that the same person or person 
should not be both prosecutor and judge. He did not 
suggest that the Board was not acting in the utmost 
good faith, but he wanted his objection to be made 
perfectly plain from the start. He quoted Mr. Justice 
Eave in the case of Law and the Chartered Institute of 
Patent Attornies: “A person who has a judicial duty 
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to perform is disqualified from performing it if he ha 
a bias which renders him otherwise than an impartial! 
judge or if he has so conducted himself in relation to 
the matters to be investigated as to create in the mind 
of a reasonable man a suspicion that he might have 
such a bias.” 

Mr. Norris contended that the Board having already 
once investigated the charges and taken proceedings 
and secured convictions, was not now in a situation to 
judge impartially or, perhaps more correctly, in a man- 
ner which might well be thought by a not unreason- 
able man that they had entertained a suspicion of bias. 

Mr. Harris said his function was to assist the Board, 
but not to advocate any particular action by the Board. 
In his view the Board should not accede to any decision 
made by counsel for Miss Whelan. In his opinion the 
proceedings in which the Board was engaged were very 
different in substance from those quoted by Mr. Norris. 
In this case the Board had considered certain informa- 
tion which had become available to it through its in- 
vestigators, and it determined that the reports wai 
ranted the laying of informations against Miss Whelan. 
Thereafter the proceedings were carried on by the 
Board’s solicitors. The evidence was given in a Court 
of Petty Sessions, and the Magistrate gave his decision 
upon the evidence presented to him. ‘The Board had 
nothing to do with that. Convictions on four charges 
were the foundation of the Board’s jurisdiction to pro 
ceed. What is more, the Board had to consider not 
only the bare convictions, but had to make a full 
inquiry into the whole matter. 

After further argument the Board considered this 
aspect in committee, and decided to proceed with the 
hearing. Miss Whelan and her legal advisors together 
with Mr. Harris were re-admitted to the Board Room 
and the President announced the Board's decision. He 
told Mr. Norris that the Board had endeavoured to give 
proper value to his words, but decided it was obliged 
in carrying out its duties to proceed with the inquiry. 
It had, however, recorded Mr. Norris’ plea. 

Mr. Norris then proceeded to place before the Board 
domestic and other difficulties with which Miss Whelan 
had had to contend. He claimed that Miss Whelan was 
not disqualified from carrying on her business as a 
pharmaceutical chemist merely because of the convic- 
tions. 

The Board’s choice, said Mr. Norris, was that of tak- 
ing away Miss Whelan’s livelihood or allowing her to 
continue with a full realisation of what her conduct 
must be at her peril in future. He submitted that that 
realisation taken in all the situation of the case afforded 
sufficient protection for the public. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Norris’ address, Miss Whelan 
and counsel retired from the Board Room, and the 
Board considered the various aspects raised for the 
defence, 

After considerable discussion it resolved “that after 
conducting the inquiry the Board has decided to take 
the necessary steps to have the name of Miss Veronica 
Whelan removed from the Pharmaceutical Register of 
Victoria.” 

On Miss Whelan and counsel being re-admitted, the 
President, addressing them, stated that during thei 
absence the Board had considered all the matters raised 
and had decided to take the necessary steps to have 
Miss Whelan’s name erased. The Board had in parti- 
cular given considerable weight to the fact that the 
Specified Drug sold was Ergot, and that it was sold 
primarily or specifically for an improper purpose. 

The Board believed that when a registered chemist 
with his or her specialist knowledge made such a sale, 
and there was surrounding evidence of other infringe 
ments (although in this case the breaches were not of 
the same significance) it was obliged to make such a 
decision. 
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FORTY YEARS’ WORK FOR PHARMACY. 


Mr. E. C. McCleliand Honoured at Dinner Attended by 
Interstate Visitors. 


Happily arranged to coincide with the visit of inter- 
State representatives to Melbourne for the annual meet- 
ing of the Federal Council of the Guild, a dinner at 
the Hotel Australia on the night of October 26 in honour 
of Mr. E. C. McClelland was a well-deserved tribute to 
one who has laboured tremendously, if not spec- 
tacularly, in the interests of pharmacy over a span of 40 
years.

Mr. F. N. Lee, President of the Victorian Branch of 
the Guild, who presided, welcomed all those present. 

Proceedings opened with the singing of “God Save 
the Queen.” The chairman then called on Mr. I. J. 
Thompson to give the first speech of the evening. 


Toast to Mr. McClelland. 

Mr. Thompson said: It is indeed an honour for me 
to give this toast, particularly when we think of very 
many old friends of Mr. McClelland, who are present. 
It is a pleasure, I think, that each of you would gladly 
have, to say “Thank you” to Eb McClelland for the work 
he has done for pharmacy, not only in Victoria but in 
all Australia. (Applause.) 

This man has had a remarkable career, and I would 
say without any doubt that his one objective in life 
has been service. Service to pharmacy, service to his 
fellow men. I think it is fitting, when we remember 
that Mr. McClelland has served practically every phar- 
maceutical organisation in Victoria, that this function 
arranged in his honour should be arranged by the 
Federated Pharmaceutical Service Guild of Australia. 

With a toast such as this it would be impossible in 
the short space of time allotted to me to trace the whole 
of this remarkable career in pharmacy, but I do feel 
that perhaps I should highlight some of the more 
important features. He entered Pharmacy in 1908 and 
qualified in 1912 through the Victorian College of Phar- 
macy and the Melbourne Technical College. Whilst 
many of you people consider Mr. McClelland as a 
figure man, it is interesting to recall that he graduated 
from the College of Pharmacy with some honours. He 
was a bronze medallist and a silver medallist in the 
subjects of Botany and Materia Medica. 

In 1913, one year after he completed his Pharmacy 
course, he qualified as a public analyst. In that short 
space of time this young man was showing his ability 
and capacity for work. He was elected to the Austra- 
lian Chemical Institute and at a very young age—I 
believe 21—had moved into the ranks of official phar- 
macy, at that time in the form of the Port Melbourne, 
South Melbourne and St. Kilda section of the Metro- 
politan Chemists’ Association. 

It is not surprising that from the M.C.A. Mr. McClel- 
land graduated to the Council of the Pharmaceutical 
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Society of Victoria in 1925. He was elected President 
during the period 1930-33. 

From the Pharmaceutical Society of Victoria it is 
only natural that he went to even higher fields. He 
had conferred upon him the highest honour open to 
any person doing voluntary organisational work in 
pharmacy—Mr. McClelland was elected President of 
the Pharmaceutical Association of Australia and New 
Zealand in 1935. 

Truly, gentlemen, this is already an outstanding 
career. But not satisfied with these early achieve- 
ments—with the birth of the Guild—25 years ago, 
that grand stalwart of pharmacy, Mr. A. W. McGibbony, 
found a worthy lieutenant in E. C. McClelland. For 25 
years Mr. McClelland has given continuous service to 
Victoria and to the Commonwealth, and at the Federal 
Council meeting today he was made an honorary mem- 
ber of the Guild for the work he has done. 

Particularly we are aware of the great work he has 
done in respect to pricing, and I feel quite honestly and 
sincerely that we have much to be grateful for. We 
thank you, Mr. McClelland, for the outstanding work 
you have done in the ae field, as chairman of the 
Pricing Committee in Victoria. 

Mr. McClelland has fashioned our economy in phar- 
macy. Admittedly he has had a number of others to 
assist, but there must be a leader in all organisations. 

One of the greatest honours conferred upon him was

in the time of the dark days of World War II. It was 
then that the Federal Government, in its dilemma to 
maintain an equilibrium of man power for the armed 
forces and civilian services, called upon Mr. McClelland 
and a number of others to advise the Government upon 
manpower in pharmacy. I think we can be particularly 
thankful that the affairs of pharmacy were in such able 
hands. 

So we move from one achievement to another. Suf- 
fice it to say he has served pharmacy well, so Victoria 
does thank you. Victoria is sincerely grateful to Mr. 
McClelland for what he has done, and when we look 
back we marvel at the ability of one man to grapple 
with such a variety of problems 

One other activity which is very close to Mr. Attiwill 
and myself may be related. I am very proud, as chair- 


man of the Public Relations Committee, that one of the 
members of that committee when it was formed wa: 
Mr. McClelland. I am deeply grateful for the sound 
judgment he gave to that committee and the wisdom 
he expressed in those difficult early days of establish 
ment. 

So, without prolonging this toast, I would like t 
use, in reverse, some of the words Shakespeare attr! 
butes to (I believe) Mark Antony: “The evil that men 
do lives after them. The good too oft lies buried with 
their bones.” We will ever remember Eb McClelland 
The opening of Mark Antony’s memorable oration fol 
lowing Caesar’s death was: “Friends, Romans, country 
men, lend me your ears. I come to bury Caesar, not 
to praise him.” To reverse it, let us say: “Friends 
Chemists, lend me your ears. We come to praise 
Ebenezer, not to bury him.” 

In conclusion, I feel that this man has had a remark 
able career and Victoria is proud of him. Victoria 
thanks you, Eb McClelland, and we hope on this you: 
retirement that you will carry from us the friendship 
fellowship and good comradeship that you have ex 
tended to us. It is a two-way traffic. We thank you 
once again for all you have done for pharmacy in 
Victoria and pharmacy in Australia. 

Gentlemen, I give you the toast and ask you to 
rise and drink to the health of E. C. McClelland. 


The toast was drunk with musical honours. 


Presentation. 
Mr. Lee said he had been commissioned on _ behalf 
of the Victorian Branch to hand to Mr. McClelland a 
token of their appreciation. They wanted 
Mr. McClelland to take away from this little 
gathering a permanent reminder of the many 
years of service for which they were honour- 
ing him tonight. They did sincerely thank 
him. They could not measure the service he 
had rendered to them over the years, but he 
trusted that as he used this little gift from 
day to day, and occasionally when he 
removed it and read the inscription on the 
back, reading: ‘Presented to Mr. E, C 
McClelland by the Victorian Branch of the 
Federated Pharmaceutical Service Guild of 
Australia in appreciation of 25 years’ con- 
tinuous service”’—that he would have very 
happy memories of the years they had spent 
together in the service of their fellow 
chemists . (Applause.) 

Mr. Lee then handed to Mr. McClelland 

an inscribed wristlet watch. 


Tribute by Federal President. 


Mr. Scott said, not to be outdone by the 
State Branch Committee, the Federal Coun 
cil of the Guild felt that they, too, would 
like something to say about Mr. McClelland’ 
retirement. He had listened as Mr. Thomp 
son recited all Mr. McClelland’s virtues- 
and they were a very formidable array. 

On behalf of the Federal Council, who had had very 
short notice that they would be called upon to pay some 
small homage to Mr. McClelland, he had much pleasur« 
in handing to Mr. McClelland a pen and pencil set, in 
the hope that it would inspire him to write his monthly 
cheques or with his usual skill make such notes as he 
wished. On behalf of the Federal Council, he had th« 
greatest happiness in making this presentation 
(Applause.) 

Mr. McClelland’s Response. 

Mr. McClelland said: Mr. President, Mr. Thompson 
and the rest of my friends gathered here this evening 
I suppose we could divide our life into the past, the 
present and the future. Mr. Thompson has given you 
the past. I am not going to go into a lot of reminisce 
ces of the past because I believe that is a sign of old 
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age. As far as the past is concerned, I personally wou 
like to pay tribute here publicly to the men I wi 
associated with in those days when I was a your 
man entering pharmacy and who got me along the right 
lines, along the straight and narrow path from which 
is very easy to diverge. I think I walked it with a sta 
gering gait at times, but I would like to pay tribut 
to some of our late friends—-Gulley, Butchers, Cochran 
Church, Leete and other stalwarts of the past-—-mer! 
of outstanding principles, who guided me. And M1: 
McGibbony, my friend of 25 years, I would like to pa 
a little tribute to him. 

You younger men who are entering the ranks and ar‘¢ 
going to take up the positions that we have filled, | 
trust you will be guided by the principles that wer 
laid down—Pharmacy for Pharmacists, and to do the 
best for your profession (sometimes I think that i 
misnomer, I would say a calling). Mr. McGibbony 
the founder of our Australia-wide organisation, ha 
done something that probably no other man in Australia 
has done for his profession. When I come to think 
of the endless thousands of miles he travelled fron 
Bendigo to Melbourne, the amount of money it must 
have cost him, the time and energy he has put 
it, I would like to pay tribute to him and I am sure 
you would also. (Hear, hear.)

Now to come to the present, 
already passed. At the present we are torn by thi 
wretched business with governments. I gave evidencs 
before the Millen Commission about 30 years ago | 
remember going through the Melbourne Hospital Pha: 
macopoeia and pricing it out, and when I come to thin! 
of the way I priced it out I just waver—I think what a 
terrible thing I did. I priced it out on the wholesale 
price list. There was no suggestion of oncost, wastage 
or divisor. And I gave evidence on that! Fortunately 
that has all gone and probably will never be revived 

After hearing Mr. Thompson’s recital I did not know 
I was as good as I am. I believe I should have dons 
better. I say that because sometimes I feel when I look 
back on what I have done that this might have been 
done, and I could have done that a bit better; but th: 
past is past and it is dead and buried. 

Going back to the old M.C.A., of which I was at 
various times President and Treasurer, I would like« 
to say that I believe some of my success in pharmaceuti 
cal affairs was due to the chairmanship of the late 
H. E. D. Stevens I am breaking away now and 
reminiscing. When my step-father, the late J. W 
Mowat, died, I took over the business, and there again 
I pay tribute to a man of principle. I also took ove: 
the secretaryship of the Port Melbourne, South Me! 
bourne and St. Kilda Branch of the M.C.A., simp! 
because one gentleman, the late Sam Henshall. came t 
me and made the offer. I can see it now. He patted 
me on the back and said: “My word, young man, we'd 
love you to be secretary of our section of the old 
M.C.A. You know your father was, and it would be 
very nice if you took it on.” My goodness. I did not 
know what I was letting myself in for. Forty vear 
of it! Gravitating to the meeting of all the section 
I was made Treasurer. 

Now let us look forward to the future—the future 
of our organisation, the Federated Pharmaceuti 
Service Guild of Australia. It is an Australia-wide 
organisation, and I do not know of any other count: 
in the world that has an organisation so widespread 
at least geographically 

I have been thinking over this speech and whether I 
should ask the Federal Council what plans we have 
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Over the past years our struggle has 
been one of from day to day—we have had no particula 
plan We have rushed into this, rushed into that—a 
ise of emergency from day to day, from year to year 
would convey to the Guild this thought—our trouble 
the past has been that we have not had a proper 
sine education.

by and large are men of integrity wko do their work 
ccording to certain ethical standards, and they do the 
ob for the public, the people from whom we get our 
iving. But it goes a little deeper than that. I believe 
pharmacists by and large are guide, philosopher and 
friend of the everyday person who goes into their shops 
We try to advise them to the best of our ability. This 
juestion of business education, I believe, is one that 
the Federal Council should seriously consider. Our 
pharmacies have grown in the last four or five years 
from 2900 to about 3300. I believe many young men 
ming into business have not had a proper business 
training, and I believe if the Federal Council tried to 
ntroduce some form of business training it would be 
oing a great service to them. I do not think Mr 
McGibbony or myself ever realised that we would have 
building of our own in a city like Melbourne. And 
I trust that building will become neither an ivory 
ver nor a tower of babel. I mean that ,gentlemen 
had had a proper business training, we would 
t have to be going to the Government, cap in hand 
argue about this or that. Had we known our own 
nds by being properly trained in business and know 
what our costs are, we could have said: “There is 
ir price. Take it, or leave it Jf you do not like it.” 


If we 
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We must institute a proper business training for the 
young men coming on. ‘The older men here tonight 
will probably say, well, what can we do about it? But I 
do sincerely hope and trust that there will be one or 
two of the younger men among you here who will give 
serious consideration to it, and will strive as some of 
us have striven over the past years to make pharmacy 
a better calling. 

Gentlemen, that has been the thought uppermost in 
my mind since I knew that you were going to honour 
me with this dinner. I sincerely thank you very much 
indeed for your attendance. I would like to pay a 
tribute to the State Branch Committee for inviting 
some of my old “cobbers” here tonight. I sincerely 
thank you for this very handsome watch, and thank 
you, Mr. Scott, for the gift on behalf of the Federal 
Council. 

We all have one objective in view, and that is the 
betterment of our calling. All our arguing has been 
over ways and means. Let us come to tne point when 
we can see one another’s point of view, and try to 
work the best plan without too much waste of time. I 
do express my very sincere thanks indeed to those 
present. It almost looks to me as if you are trying 
to “i me into further work Sy the gift of a pen and 
pencil. I do not intend to discontinue my interest in 
pharmacy—I must still work. If I went out of phar- 
macy I believe I would die, and I do not want to do that. 
To all my friends gathered here tonight: from the 
bottom of my heart I thank you very sincerely indeed.

Adjourned Meeting. 

At the adjourned meeting held on October 19, ther: 
were present Mr. H. A. Braithwaite (President), in the 
chair; Messrs. S. J. Baird, A. W. Callister, W. R. Liliff 
N. C. Manning, A. W. McGibbony, F. C. Kent (Regi 
trar) and T. G. Allen (Minute Secretary). 

Chemists Before the Board.—Two pharmaceutical 
chemists attended this meeting of the Board by request 

In both cases, reports had been received from ar 
inspector indicating that on his calling at the pharmacy 
a registered pharmaceutical chemist was not in atten 
dance. In both instances, also, some other irregularitic 
were detected. 

The first of the pharmacists attended the meeting at 
2.30 p m. He was the proprietor of a country pharmacy 
At the time of the inspector’s visit, he was absent, but 
returned shortly afterwards. During his absence an 
unqualified person was found to have been dispensing 
Addressing the chemist, the President said there wer« 
several ways in which the Board could have acted on 
the report, but it had decided in favour of asking him 
to come to Melbourne and offer an explanation. Thé¢ 
President said there were occasions when the absencs 
of the only qualified person from the pharmacy for 
a short period of time was unavoidable, but there wer: 
ways and means of safeguarding the people on such 
occasions. In this particular case it had been reported 
that the inspector had found the unqualified perso: 
preparing a prescription, apparently in a customary 
way of doing it, without any qualified supervision. Tha 
was an offence under the Pharmacy Regulations an 
might have led to prosecution. 

The whole report indicated negligence or carelessne: 
which the Board regarded seriously. A chemist’s first 
duty, the President said, was to ensure that his profe 
sional obligations were carried out, irrespective of what 
other side interest he might have. 

In reply, the chemist said he apologised for the stat 
of affairs which had been found. He realised that h« 
had neglected his duties. One of the main reasons wa 
that he had been endeavouring for a long time t 
obtain the services of an assistant. That had been goin; 
on for two years. He found it almost impossible t 
manage his dispensing records without having someon: 
to assist. There was no other chemist in the country 
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town in which he operated. He explained the difficul- 
ties associated with the rush of dispensing following the 
urgeries of the local doctors. He realised the serious- 
ness of the position and had to the best of his knowledge 
put his house now in order and intended to keep it so 

The President said the Board was not unaware of 
difficulties which confronted some country chemists 
They all travelled around and looked at pharmacies 
hey were all conscious of the problem, but were con- 
vinced that if first things were given first call, ther« 
would be no need for worry. 

At 4.15 p.m. the second chemist was in attendance 
The inspector’s report disclosed that he had _ been 
employed as a relieving manager but when the visit 
to the pharmacy took place he was absent in the city. 
An apprentice was dispensing and there were other 
irregularities. 

The President said the Board was concerned with 
the safety of the public. From examination of the 
report before it, the Board could see no justification 
for the chemist being away from the shop. There 
may have been a reason but it would have been diffi- 
cult to explain why the business was left for so long. 
When a person undertook to manage a pharmacy, it 
was expected, if they were the only qualified person 
in the shop, that they would be in attendance for the 
whole time, but if perchance they had to leave for some 
emergency, would give appropriate instructions to 
unqualified staff not to sell poisons and not to dispense 

The chemist said that he had given instructions that 
dispensing was not to be undertaken during his absence 
To the best of his knowledge the instructions had been 
carried out 

The President said the explanation given had been 
noted. An offence had been detected and legal action 
could have been taken, but the Board on this occasion 
would content itself by issuing a warning. 

Coloured Crayons and Paints.—-The Registrar reported 
that representatives of the Chamber of Commerce had 
telephoned, requesting an interview with the Board 
on the question of extending the control on paints, 
crayons, pastels, etc., containing poison. It was agreed 
that the President should receive the representative 
and hear their representations. 


Proposed Conference.—The President reported that 
Dr. Cook, of the Commonwealth Department of Health, 
would be in Melbourne on October 20, and arrange- 
ments had been made for an interview with him to 
liscuss the possibility of a conference being arranged 
between State authorities on the question of uniformity 
of Regulations and Schedules.

Proprietary Lines.—An inspection was made of city 
premises formerly conducted by a _ pharmaceutical 
chemist. Some odd lines in small quantities covered 
by Poisons Schedules were noted and under instructions 
vere withdrawn from stock. 

Depot._—-A report had been received that restricted

Hospital Dispensing.—The Secretary reported on an 
interview with Dr. J. H. Lindell, the new chairman of 
the Hospitals and Charities Commission. At the inter- 
view he had presented to Dr. Lindell the Society’s 
views concerning arrangements for dispensing and the 
provision of pharmaceutical service in hospitals for 
public, intermediate and private patients. 

Dr. Lindell had expressed himself as not unsympa- 
thetic to private chemists but was of opinion that in 
hospitals with pharmacy departments, a complete ser- 
vice should be given within the hospital. He promised 
to examine the files carefully to see what had taken 
place in the past and if it was so desired, would receive 
a formal deputation from the Guild and the Society. 

It was resolved that the report be received and that 
it be referred to the Hospital Dispensing Committee 
with recommendation that a deputation to Dr. Lindell 
be arranged. 

Country Hospital.—The President reported on a visit 
which he and Mr. McClelland, the chairman of the 
Hospital Dispensing Committee, made to a country 
town to discuss the dispensing arrangements for the 
local hospital. 

In the town in question, one of the chemists had 
opened a branch and had applied to the hospital to 
have the branch included separately in the roster for 
dispensing for the hospital. He had previously in- 
quired from the Society and had been informed that 
every pharmacy in an area was entitled to apply for 
inclusion in hospital panels. 

The President said that the visit had been satisfactory 
and the members in the town appreciated the interest 
of the Hospital Dispensing Committee. He had expressed 
the opinion that in cases such as this a chemist should 
withhold application until the proposed branch was 
actually established. 

Selection Committee.—The Secretary said a check 
of the files indicated that applications for admission to 
the course in 1954 would exceed 350.

Methods used in the preparation of Ophthalmi 
Solutions may best be described as ‘good pharmaceutical 
practice.’ Special precautions are taken to present a 
olution of maximum efficiency and to prevent early 
poilage due to bacterial contamination. The method 
are not as comprehensive nor as time-consuming as the 
terilisation of solutions for injection. The term 
terilisation’ should not be applied to these solutions 
ince they do not conform to the official requirements 
for sterile preparations. 
The A.P.F. requirements are to be as follows: 


Ingredients. 

Eye Drops shall be prepared extemporaneously with 
first quality ingredients. 

Where no vehicle is specified, recently boiled and 
cooled distilled water shall be used. 

Stock solutions of active medicaments shall not be 
used. 


1953. 
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Apparatus. 

Apparatus used in the preparation of eye-drops, and 
the container in which the product is dispensed shall be 
well washed and immersed in a boiling water bath 
before use. 

Eye Drops shall be dispensed in dropper bottles to 
minimise contamination during use. 


Filtration. 

Eye Drops shall be filtered through fine grade filter 
paper or sintered glass. 
Heat Treatment. 

After distribution into the final container the eye- 
drops shall be immersed in a boiling water bath for 
thirty minutes. 

When the active medicament will not withstand such 
heat treatment without decomposition, or when it is in 
suspended form, the solution shall be prepared by 
aseptic methods using a vehicle containing a suitable 
bacteriostatic, e.g., one of the Ophthalmic Vehicles 
A.P.F. The dispenser shall endorse the prescription 
with the name of the vehicle used.” 

It was resolved that this report be sent to the Guild.

It was pointed out that the cover 
under the present policy was limited to injuries to 
humans and to animals and did not extend to cove! 
damage to property (such as damage to a special crop 
or a lighting plant in the event of incorrect or faulty 
drugs or chemicals being supplied), although it was 
appreciated that some claims of this nature had been 
settled on an ex-gratia basis by Melbourne Fire Office 
Ltd. 

After discussion, it was decided to seek comment on 
this suggestion from Melbourne Fire Office Ltd. 

As to whether the avers of customers’ ears would 
be covered under the C.I. Policy, the Secretary was 


instructed to inform the W.A. Branch that this typ« 
of treatment was outside the scope of the policy, 
although it might be — to arrange a special cove! 


for any members who desired same. The directors 
believed it would be found that very few chemists were 
prepared to do this work because of the risks associated 
with it.

BRAND DUPLICATIONS 


It is our system of free enterprise and coinpetition 
which has made our list and supply of medicinals the 
envy and the standard for the world. Without the 
stimulus offered by the opportunity for profit our whole 
programme of drug research, development and distri- 
bution would stagnate. The retail pharmacist and 
specifically the prescription pharmacist has no just 
complaint for the level of his return over the past 
decade. He has prospered in proportion to others in 
the field, in spite of the statements to the contrary by 
some few malcontents. 

Pharmacists must not expect to have the few in 
convenient parts of our system extirpated without 


causing the complete breakdown of the entire system. 
Possibly they prefer the operation of a government 
bureaucracy such as that in England. Here every effort 
made to reduce duplication and brand names, but 
the catch is the mark-up—less than 20 per cent.! This 
is even more unpopular to English pharmacists and 
more of a problem to them than duplicate brands is to 
Surely all of us know full well that in any life 
ituation we must take the bitter with the sweet. 

Pharmacists do have a way out of the dilemma posed 
by the multiplicity of brands. No reasonable physician 
objects when permission is asked to substitute one well- 
known brand of a drug for another. Actually he ap- 
preciates the professional and moral integrity of the 
pharmacist who sees fit to request such authorisation. 
The physician does expect that another well-known 
brand will be suggested, and not a product made by 
some obscure manufacturer or one known to “cut 
corners” and sell on “price” only. It is pre-eminently 
unfair for the pharmacist to suggest a brand he himself 
would be unwilling to use if he were the patient. In 
drug selection there should be no “double standard.” 

No manufacturer objects to brand substitution pro- 
viding the physician approves the change in advance 
and providing the substitute item is an honest product 
standing on its own merits. He does object when the 
product is an out-and-out copy of his brand in colour, 
shape and often even.in trade name. These imitation 
or counterfeit products are dishonest attempts not to 
compete with some well-known product, but to be used 
illegitimately and by subterfuge. Almost invariably 
they are substituted for the genuine item without the 
physician’s or patient’s knowledge. This latter type of 
ubstitution is not only illegal and immoral, but it 
threatens the professional integrity and reputation of 
all pharmacists, innocent as well as guilty. 

Pharmacists should look at the problem of brand 
duplication objectively, and cope with it in a way that 
is honest and fair to all concerned. While manufactu- 
rers must operate on the plane of free enterprise and 
competition, some self-restraint in “me-tooism” should 
be exercised. Neither pharmacist nor manufacturer 
can prosper without the other, and their interests are 
hopelessly entwined and interdependent. The recog- 
nition of this truth is the key to many of our current 
problems.—‘“American Journal of Pharmacy.” 


NON-GELATINISING STARCHES 


Non-swelling modified starches have been developed 
for dusting the rubber gloves used by surgeons in the 
operating room, to prevent the rubber surfaces from 
sticking together when the gloves were sterilised. The 
use of talc for this purpose represents a danger to the 
patient, as any talc which rubs off the gloves in a 
wound is not assimilated, and acts as a mechanical 
irritant to the tissues. Natural starch is a satisfactory 
dusting powder from the standpoint of resorption, but 
it gelatinises during steam sterilisation of the gloves. 


Starch powders which do not swell in hot water or 
steam may be produced by treating starch with formal- 
dehyde. The first non-swelling starches which were 
prepared in this way proved to be unstable, and 
liberated formaldehyde, but the process has since been 
perfected. A non-gelatinising starch prepared by treat- 
ing corn starch with formaldehyde is sold in Great 
Britain under the name Autosorb. In U.S.A. a non- 
gelatinising starch known as Biosorb is available for 
dusting surgical gloves. Biosorb is prepared by the 
action of epichlorohydrin on corn starch. A small 
amount of magnesium oxide and traces of inorganic 
salts are mixed with the modified starch to improve 
ae Suaeng properties.—From Schimmel Briefs No. 215, 
1953.
